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With this issue the Institute of Government begins its fortieth year of 
daily legislative bulletins. The Daily Bulletin is provided to legislators, state 
and local officials, and the news media to assist them in understanding pending 
legislation and in following the progress of that legislation. This is one of the 
ways in which the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill attempts to serve the 
public officials and citizens of the state. Other activities of the Institute of 
Government include numerous short courses and conferences for public officials; publi- 
cation of a variety of guidebooks, special bulletins, and a quarterly magazine; and 
consultation by phone, mail, and in person. 


Unfortunately it is not possible to provide copies of the Daily Bulletin to 
all persons who might be interested in the activities of the General Assembly. Dis- 
tribution is being made to those who seem most in need of this kind of information 
and who are in a position to pass the information on to others. It is hoped that 
those who receive the Daily Bulletin will not look upon it as a personal copy but will 
see that it is made available to other officials and citizens who might be interested. 


The Daily Bulletin is easy to use if one takes the time to become familiar 
with the publication. For each day of the session it contains, in order, summaries 
of Senate and House local bills, summaries of amendments and committee substitutes and 
conference reports adopted on the floor, and, finally, on the white pages a list of 
all floor actions that took place on bills that day. The list of floor actions is 
reproduced from information entered in a computer-based bill status and history 
system, which is maintained with the cooperation of the Office of State Management 
Systems of the Department of Administration and the Legislative Services Office. 
The list of actions contains symbols to highlight which bills have been ratified and 
have failed and to show when bills were earlier amended. 


Other legislative publications of the Institute of Government include a 
Weekly Legislative Summary, weekly status reports for both public and local bills, 
and a periodic 1975 session laws summary. Further information about these publications 
or about matters contained in the Daily Bulletin may be obtained by writing or phoning 
the Institute's office in the State Legislative Building as indicated on the masthead.

Repeals GS 20-13 and -13.1 which requires Dep't of Transportation to suspend 
driver's license of provisional licensee (one under 18 years of age) for conviction 
of second and subsequent moving violation, or on one violation if in connection 
with accident resulting in personal or property injury of more than $300.

Introducer: Wm. Smith Sent to Judiciary l 


"To substitute life tmprisonment for death as a ertminal penalty.” 
Amends GS 14-17 to provide that life imprisonment (now, death) is penalty for 
first degree murder and amends GS 14-21(a) to provide that life imprisonment 
(now, death) is penalty for first degree rape. Provides that persons under 
death sentence at passage of act to be returned to court for sentence of life 
imprisonment. 


S 4 Ports Authority made independent GS 143, 143A 
Introducers: Wm. Smith and Odum Sent to Transportation 


"To make the State Ports Authortty an independent agency." 
Adds new GS 143-216.1 to declare Ports Authority independent agency. Repeals 
GS 143A-107 which placed Ports Authority under Dep't of Transportation by 
Type II transfer (giving Sec'y of Transportation control of management functions 
of Authority, including planning, staffing, directing, budgeting). 


S 5 Utility rates based on past-l GS 62 
Introducer: Stallings Sent to Utilities and Energy 


"To amend G.S. 62-188(c) to rescind the authority of the North Carolina 
Utilittes Commtsston in tts discretion to use a future test period tn establtshing 
utility rates." Deletes provision of G.S. 62-133(c) now providing that usual test 
period for determining utility rates is 12-month period beginning with month follow- 
ing proposed effective date of rates. Applies to rate proceedings pending on rati- | 
fication, but not to proceedings finally determined. 


S 6 Right turn on red reenacted (Iden. H 2) GS 520 
Introducers: M. Smith and others Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To amend G.S. 20-158 to permit right turn on red lights after stop." 
Amends GS 20-158(b)(2) (control of vehicles at intersections) to permit right turns on 
red light after stopping and yielding to pedestrians and other traffic, except where 
prohibited by appropriate sign.

Introducers: Hyde and Stevens Sent to Rules 


"To repeal Chapter 1041 of the 1973 Session Laws (Second Session, 1974) which 
act amended G.S. 62-133(e) to allow the North Carolina Utilities Commission, in 
establishing publte utilities rates, to use a test pertod of 12 months commencing 
on the first day of the month following the date the rates are proposed to become 
effective.” To same effect as S 5, digested in Senate section of today's Bulletin, 
except specifies that does not affect pending litigation. 


H 4 Utilities Comm'n size, panels GS 62 
Introducers: Hyde and Tally Sent to Rules 


"To amend Chapter 62 of the General Statutes to enlarge the North 
Carolina Uttltttes Commission, to allow the Commission to sit tn panels of 
three, to allow the panels to make valid and binding decistons and for other 
purposes." Adds to GS 62-10 (composition of Utilities Comm'n) provision that 
beginning July 1, 1975, Comm'n to have nine members (now, five) with names 
of four new members to be submitted to Gen'l Assembly by Governor by May 1, 1975 
or, on failure to do so, by Lt. Governor by May 15. Adds new GS 62-60.1 directing 
Comm'n to sit in panels of three, as assigned by chairman, with majority of 
panel constituting quorum whose decision is decision of Comm'n. Amends GS 62-72 
(authorizing Comm'n to make rules) to allow panel to make rules. Makes conforming 
changes in GS 62-60 and -76. Amends GS 62-77 to except panels from requirement 
that orders be accompanied by written findings. Amends GS 62-81(a) to reduce 
to 90 days (now six months) period following filing during which rate case must 
be heard and to provide that rate cases be heard by three comm'r panel. 


H 5 Food sales, use taxes reduced GS 105 
Introducer: Gamble Sent to Rules 
"To reduce the sales and use tax on food and food products." Addé new 


subsection (1)f£.1 to GS 105-164.4 to reduce from 3% to 1% State sales tax on 

food, including essential foods for home comsumption and packaged foods intended 

for consumption off premises of retailer but excluding malt or vinous beverages, 

soft drinks, candies, medicines, tonics, restaurant meals, popped corn, and foods 

sold through vending machines. Amends GS 105-467 and 105-468 to make local 12 

sales tax and local 1% use tax applicable to same foods included in GS 105-164.4(1)f.1. 
Effective "on first day of the second month following its ratification, but in no 
event...before July 1, 1975." 


H 6 (House Res) Electronic voting in House HOUSE RES 
Introducer: Farmer Sent to Rules 


"To provide for the installatton of an electronic voting system in the 
House chamber." Directs Legislative Services Comm'n to select and have installed 
in House chamber electronic voting apparatus by Dec. 31, 1975 (if Assembly to meet 
in 1976), or by Dec. 31, 1976 (if Assembly not to meet in 1976). Provides that 
cost to be paid by separate appropriation to Services Comm'n, but if such 
appropriation insufficient then balance to be paid from contingency reserve of 
Assembly's budget. For related bill, see H 7 below. 


H 7. House electronic voting funds APPROPRIATION, GS 120 
Introducer: Farmer Sent to Rules 


"To appropriate funds for the installatton of electronte voting apparatus 
tn the House chamber." Appropriates $125,000 to Legislative Services Comm'n to 
install electronic voting apparatus in House chamber in accord with H 6 above. 


H 8 Minimum wage increase Gonos , 
Introducer: Farmer Sent to Rules 


"To raise the minimun wage to two dollars per hour." Amends GS 95-87 to 
raise minimum wage from $1.80 to $2 effective Oct. l, 1975. 


H 10 Estate value release prohibited GS 7A 
Introducer: Lilley Sent to Rules 


"To prohibit the release of tnformatton as to the value of a decedent's 
estate." Amends GS 7A-109 to provide that total value of decendent's estate not 
to be released to private parties except to heirs, devisees or creditors of 
deceased. Effective Oct. 1, 19/5. 


Heh Primary in Aug; absentee ballots GS 163 
Introducer: Breece Sent to Rules 


"To provide that primary electtons shall be held tn August, and to make 
appropriate time changes relating to absentee ballots, and independent candidates. ' 
Amends GS 163-1(b) to shift date for primary from May to first Tuesday after first 
Monday in August. 

Amends GS 163-122(1) to change from May to last Saturday in August date 
by which independent candidate-must file petition to appear on general election 
ballot. 


Amends GS 163-137(b) to require ballots to be delivered to county board 
30 days before election, whether or not absentee ballots allowed (now, 60 days 
when absentee ballots allowed). Amends GS 163-227, -227.2, -229 and-230(2) to 
change from 60 to 30 days before election periods when applications for absentee 
ballots to be made and county board meetings on absentee ballots to be held. 
Amends GS 163-248 to set 30-day-before-election period for absentee ballots, 
container-return envelopes, and instruction sheets to be available.

SUMMARY OF REMARKS BY SPEAKER GREEN 


The House today elected James C. Green of Bladen County as Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. Upon taking office, Speaker Green addressed the House 
and, among other things, expressed the following thoughts about the work of the 
1975 General Assembly: (1) Concern should center on the average citizen, especially 
the elderly ("...must have our help in the form of additional tax benefits, and 
better food, clothing and shelter"), the unemployed, children (better education), 
and the ill (health care). (2) Sufficient information on the state of the economy

does not presently exist, therefore a special Committee on the Economy is to be 
appointed to report back to the legislature. (3) This legislature should devote 
much attention to examining the role of state government. All programs should be 
reviewed to see if they are necessary, if they follow the intent of the legislation 
if they are duplicative, if they can be eliminated. (4) There should be no addi- 
tional taxes, although tax revision remains a possibility. (5) Legislators should 
listen to the wishes of the people rather than administrators claiming to speak 
for the people. (6) In education, fewer supervisors and more teachers are needed, 
and community colleges and technical institutions should put greater emphasis on 
vocational education. (7) The universities need less administration and more 
instruction. (8) The Department of Transportation needs more roads and less 
bureaucracy. (9) "What we need is more service -- and less superiors -- in our 
state government." 
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SENATE MAJORITY CAUCUS PROGRAM 


Upon election as President Pro Tempore today, Senator John T. Henley 
addressed the Senate and outlined the legislative program decided upon by 
the Senate majority caucus. Sen. Henley declared inflation and recession as 
the greatest public enemies in the state and nation and pledged the Senate to 
be a watchdog over its own fiscal activities and those of the executive branch. 
Other state legislatures are urged to join in fiscal responsibility, but the 
federal government must, make the biggest effort of all by ending deficit 
spending. The caucus proposes action in the following six areas: (1) The 
economy: establishment of joint committee on economy to make recommendations 
to Assembly; elimination of unnecessary budget items by Appropriations Committee; 
consideration of study comm'n recommendations for eliminating inequities in 
tax structure. (2) Energy: strengthen State Energy Division; investigate 
extraordinary increases in cost of electric power; review Utilities Comm'n 
statutes; create state growth policy to coordinate state responses to energy 
shortages. (3) Effective government: need controls on additions to state 
payroll; clarify rights and duties of state employees; evaluate reorganization 
of state gov't; establish continuing Governmental Operations Committee to watch 
over administration of state gov't; enact legislation to expedite criminal 
trials. (4) Integrity in government: enact ethics legislation for legislative 
and executive branches; enact enforceable lobbyist registration and reporting 
laws; establish fair campaign practices code; shorten time between primary and 
general elections. (5) Consumer services: expand medical personnel training; 
prohibit discriminatory insurance rates for drivers under 25 and over 65; require 
rates be related to driving records; enact no-fault automobile insurance. (6) 
Education: establish exemplary reading program; expand opportunities for 
children with special needs.

SUMMARY OF GOVERNOR'S LEGISLATIVE AND BUDGET MESSAGE 


James E. Holshouser, Jr., Governor of North Carolina, delivered his legisla- 
tive and budget message to the 1975 General Assembly this evening. At the same 
time his recommendations for the 1975-77 budget were released; they will be sum- 
marized in the Daily Bulletin when the implementing appropriations bills are in- 
troduced. In his speech this evening, the governor stressed the difficult eco- 
nomic situation facing the state but noted that the state's revenues still make 
it possible to expand needed social services programs (kindergarten system, 
aid to children with special needs, add'l Medicaid funding, improvement in 
mental institutions). Among the matters discussed by the governor were the fol- 
lowing: (1) Unemployment--unemployment has risen from 22,000 last September to 
200,000 early this month; a Task Force of top state officials has been organized 
to take advantage of new federal public service jobs program; considering the 
circumstances the Employment Security Comm'n has done a remarkable job in pro- 
cessing unemployment claims; within the week legislation will be presented to 
enable unemployment benefits to get into people's hands faster; (2) State jobs -- 
it would be strange to attack unemployment by putting a freeze on state jobs 
when the money is available; we cannot afford to abolish jobs when thousands of 
people desperately need paychecks; (3) Repeal of sales tax on food -- money 
should not be left in the state treasury when it could be returned to people's 
pockets; in the proposed budget there is $80 million available which will do 
nothing but draw interest in the treasury; the sales tax on food should now be 
repealed and legislation to do that effective July 1, 1976, will be presented 
shortly; no other taxes need be raised; local officials should be allowed to 
determine whether to remove the one-cent local option sales tax on food; (4) 
Milk pricing -- the legislature is urged to remove the legal barrier keeping 
the retailer from selling milk at any price he chooses; the Milk Comm'n should 
continue to assure that farmers get a fair price; (5) Housing -- budget contains 
recommendations for additional support for State Housing Finance Agency with 
hope that their action will make more mortgage money available for home building. 
(6) Transportation -- in a choice between road construction and holding the 
gasoline tax at its current level, the governor strongly opposes any effort to 
increase the gasoline tax; in a first for this state, $2.5 million is asked to 
match federal funds over the next two years to support capital cost of local 
bus systems; (7) Energy -- state will pursue every legal remedy to get fair 
share of natural gas and to convince federal authorities that protection of 
jobs and paychecks to have top priority; Utilities Comm'n must assure that rates 
to consumers are fair and equitable and do not generate excess profits; Comm'n 
has already begun rate reform to reverse structure which favors large users; 
short-sighted response to Comm'n that will create greater hardships later should 
be avoided; Comm'n asked to make report directly to people explaining what is 
happening; support urged for budget recommendations increasing staff assistance 
for Comm'n; public schools should be required to give special course so young 
can understand free enterprise system; (8) Reorganization -- results of state 
reorganization have been impressive; example is ability of Natural and Economic 
Resources to take on activities of sedimentation control and coastal resources 
Management acts without additional personnel or funds; of 13,500 new state jobs 
added in last two years, over 10,000 are teachers or educational aides; effi- 
ciency of state government shown by new budget, which continues current level 
of services with virtually no increase in spending despite cost of living rise 
of ten percent in last year; (9) Other -- budget offers a beginning to solution 
of problem of inability of students to read ($2.75 million over biennium for 
pilot program); pre-school screening program for four-year-olds should be 
adopted; support urged for programs for exceptional children; budget allows more 
direct patient care in state institutions and establishment of group homes for 
emotionally disturbed and mentally retarded; budget calls for expansion of 
rural health center system; budget includes additional $26 million to meet rising 
costs and expanded eligibility for Medicaid.

On Wednesday, January 22, the Senate rewrote its rules 25.through 29 to provide 
for the use of its new electronic voting apparatus. The rules now require that 
the electronic voting system be used and the results recorded in the Senate _ 
journal on the following matters: all questions for which Constitution requires 
ayes and noes to be taken and recorded in journal; upon a.call, supported by one- 
fifth of the senators, that the ayes and noes on a question be racorded,in the 
journal; and second and third readings of bills amending the Constitution. . The 
following votes are to be taken by electronic voting and a copy filed in the 
Legislative Library (but not placed in the journal): second reading of each 
public bill, adoption of any amendment or conference report, third reading of 
each public bill amended since second reading, by motion of any senator supported 
by one-fifth of the senators, and any other question upon direction of the chair, 
The voting device is to be used only by the senator who occupies that seat. One 
copy of each mechanically recorded vote is to be placed in the clerk's office and 
one in the Legislative Library for public inspection. When the electronic equip- 
ment is not working, the rules follow essentially the same procedure as the 1973 
rules for roll call votes. Provisions are also added to codify the traditional 
use of pairs and to have that information recorded in the journal, The reason 
for being excused from voting on a question may now be written and sent to the 
clerk to be printed in the journal as written by the senator requesting the excuse,

SUMMARY OF 1975-77 BUDGET PROPOSALS OF GOVERNOR 


Introductory note 


Six bills were introduced today to implement the recommendations of the 
Governor, ex officio director of the budget, and the Advisory Budget Commission, 
for the budget of the State of North Carolina for fiscal years 1975-77. The recom- 
mendations, and the bills, are in the form of a biennial budget as required by 
statute, but it is possible that the General Assembly will choose to appropriate 
funds for only one fiscal year and then return in 1976 to make the next year's 
appropriations; that was the course chosen by the 1973 General Assembly. In deciding 
what state appropriations to recommend, the Advisory Budget Commission had to con- 
sider all the revenues and expenses expected for the state in the next biennium, 
from federal and other sources as well as state. The first part of this summary 
contains some background information on the total funds to be needed and spent from 
all sources and the revenues the Commission expects to be available for the biennium, 
Following that are summaries of appropriations bills themselves and the funds it 
is recommended the General Assembly appropriate. Most of the data presented here 
was prepared by the Office of State Budget; our appreciation goes to Ken Howard and 
his staff for their assistance. 

Two of the bills, identical S 44 and H 39, contain the recommendations for 
the funds to be appropriated for current operations of the state. Two other bills, 
identical S 44 and H 42, contain the recommendations for funds to be appropriated 
for capital improvement projects. Four other House bills, H 40, 41, 43, and 44 
are blank. These blank bills are necessary to accommodate the new procedure the 
House has adopted for consideration of the budget. Instead of a single Appropri- 
ations Committee the Speaker has appointed an Appropriations Committee and a new 
committee called Base Budget. The Base Budget Committee is being assigned the 
task of reviewing the appropriation recommendations for the continuation of state 
programs at their current levels (what used to be known as the "A" budget), and the 
Appropriations Committee is to concentrate on recommendations for expansion of 
programs or creation of new programs (the old "'B" budget). The budget recommenda- 
tions as presented by the Governor, and the drafts of bills to implement those 
recommendations, were not divided according to continuation and expansion budgets, 
however, which left the House leadership with the problem of how to get the different 


Ge 
parts of the budget in front of the two committees. If only the current operations 
and capital improvement bills as drafted were introduced only one committee would 
have bills before it. The solution was to prepare the additional blank bills and 
refer them to the Base Budget Committee so it would have some legislation in front 
of it and so that when it is ready to make its recommendations on the continuation 
budget it will have a vehicle to make that report to the House. The blank bills 
can be "rewritten" by the committee and committee substitutes sent forward 
embodying whatever appropriations it chooses. 


The total budget 
The total state budget called for by the Governor amounts to S37302) Dion 


in fiscal 1975-76 and $3.509 billion in fiscal 1976-77. By comparison the current 
fiscal year was the first for which total state spending exceeded $3 billion, 
reaching $3.210 billion. The total spending for the next fiscal year is about 

five percent more than authorized for this year, and the total for fiscal 1976=// 
rises another 3.7 percent above that. Of the money to be spent in 1975-76 most 
will come from the state's General and Highway funds (about 58.5 percent and 12.5 
percent respectively) and the remainder will come from federal funds ($743 million — 
-- 21 percent) and other funds ($283 million -- 8 percent). For the second year of 
the biennium the shares from the General and Highway Funds will be about the same, 
$784 million (22 percent) is expected to come from federal funds, and $292 million 
(8 percent) from other funds. 


State appropriations 


The General Fund is the source for most of the state's expenditures each 
year. The budget bills this year ask that $3.8 billion be appropriated from the 
General Fund for the biennium for current operations. For the first year of the 
biennium the total is $1.86 billion and for the second year it is $1.94 billion. 

The capital improvement appropriations to come from the General Fund are to be $69.7 
million and $68.6 million, a total for the biennium of $138 million. That means that 
total state expenditures from the General Fund for the first year of the biennium 

are recommended to be $1.931 billion, then $2.011 billion in the second year. For | 
the current fiscal year, 1974-75, the General Assembly last year appropriated $1.788 || 
billion from the General Fund;the recommendations amount to 8 percent more than 
that in 1975-76 and 13 percent more than the present level in fiscal 1976-77. 

Another way to look at the General Fund appropriations is to consider the 
differences in recurring and non-recurring expenditures. The chart below indicates 
how much of the General Fund expenditures for the current and the next two fiscal | 
years is to consist of recurring expenses and how much non-recurring. Most of the | 






non-recurring expenditures are those for capital improvements, but also counted in 
that category are such one-time costs as additional books and equipment in the 

community colleges, a special two-year reading program, and a $4 million appropriatiot| 
to the Housing Finance Agency. |

The General Fund appropriations are based on an expected revenue available | 
in fiscal 1975-76 of $1.94 billion and in fiscal 1976-77 a total of $2.02 billion.

For real per capita income, it is expected there will be a 2 percent decline 

in the current fiscal year, no increase in 1975-76 and then a 2 percent increase 
in 1976-77. Those figures represent the Sharpest decline in that indicator 
since the depression of the 1930's. Another important factor considered is 

the rate of inflation, measured by the consumer price index. The rate of 
inflation is expected to be 13 percent this fiscal year, 10 percent the next , 
and 7 percent in 1976-77. These predictions might be characterized as a 
conservative estimate of the economic picture, beginning with a sharp drop 

and then proceeding to a slow recovery. 

The state appropriations to suffer the most from the current economic 
troubles are those of the Highway Fund, supported primarily by gasoline tax 
revenues and motor vehicle registrations, and used for Transportation expenses. 
It is anticipated that Highway Fund revenues for the current fiscal year will 
be 2.7 percent greater than those for 1973-74, that those for 1975-76 will 
increase by 1.8 percent more than the current year, and that the growth will 
be an additional 5.1 percent in fiscal 1976-77. The total appropriations to 
be made from the Highway Fund are $424 million in the first year of the 
biennium and $422 million in the second. Of those totals only $1.58 million 
is for capital improvements and that is all to be in the first year of the 
biennium. Part of the funds, about $23 million, are to be made available by 
reducing the amount kept in the special debt service reserve supported by the 
one-cent gasoline tax. Combined with expected federal highway funds, the total 
Highway Fund revenues and appropriations for the next two fiscal years are to 
be $567 million and $565 million.

Introducer: Wm. Smith Sent to Manufacturing 


"To amend the Workmen's Compensation Act regarding coverage of employers and 
employees." Amends GS 97-2(1), 97-13(b), and 97-13(d) to expand the coverage of 
the workmen's compensation act as follows: (1) reduces minimum number of workers 
which business must have to come under the act from five to one; (2) removes 
exception (in definition of "employment") for small, seasonal sawmill and logging 
operations; (3) removes exceptions for casual laborers and domestic servants; 

(4) limits exemption for farm laborers to those farm operators and employees where 
operator's annual payroll does not exceed $10,000; (5) removes exception for 
sellers of agricultural products, set out in GS 97-13(d). Removes language in 

GS 97-13(b) regarding conclusive presumption that certain employers have accepted 
Act (but all exemptions of that subsection eliminated except federal employees 

and farm laborers). Effective July 1, 1975.

(but not for approval by comm'rs). Requires comm'rs to complete action on 
school budget request by July 1. Authorizes, but does not require, county 
comm'rs to allocate part or all of county appropriation to administrative 
unit by purpose, function, or project, as defined in uniform budget format. 

If county appropriations are so allocated, limits board of education's 
authority to amend its budget as to allocated appropriations by requiring 
county comm'r approval of any change in allocated appropriation for site 
purchase or building construction and changes in excess of percentage 
determined by comm'rs (not less than 10% nor more than 25%) in other allocated 
appropriations. Continues present law on apportionment of county appropriation 
among county and city administrative units, except bases apportionment on 
projected average daily membership (now, GS 115-86 provides for apportionment 
on per capita enrollment). Continues present law on resolution of disputes 
between board of education and county comm'rs (arbitration by clerk of superior 
court and appeal to courts for jury trial) except spells out procedure for 
implementing jury verdict requiring increased tax levy. Sets out directions 
and limitations for adoption of school budget resolution parallel to those 
required for county and city budgets by Local Gov't Budget and Fiscal Control 
Act. Requires administrative units to appoint a school finance officer (or 
confer duties of the office on existing employee) and permits school board's 
designation of county finance officer as school finance officer with approval 
of county comm'rs. Specifies duties of school finance officer: accounting, 
preauditing, disbursing, financial reporting. Authorizes State Board of 
Education to regulate procedures for handling state funds, and Local Gov't 
Comm'n to regulate procedures for handling local funds. Requires county to 
disburse fines and forfeitures and voted supplemental taxes to administrative 
unit as collected; county appropriation to be remitted to unit in monthly 
installments sufficient to meet budgeted needs until appropriation is exhausted.

Introducer: Gudger Sent to Corrections 
"To authorize the pre-arratgnment diverston of criminal defendants." Adds 


new Art. 50A to GS Ch. 15A (which takes effect July 1) to authorize defendant and 
district attorney to enter into diversion agreement prior to trial with approval of 
judge if district attorney concludes defendant not serious risk to persons and 
property. Provisions applicable to defendants charged with any offense in GS Ch. 14 
(criminal law), "18" (repealed in 1971, apparently meant to be 18A instead, alcoholic 
beverage control laws), 49 (bastardy and nonsupport), and Arts. 5 and 5A of Ch. 90 
(controlled substances and toxic vapors acts). Agreement to consist of promise by 
defendant to notiviolate law and to perform some specific activity (drug treatment, 
education, restitution, etc.) for specific period of time up to two years, and 
promise by district attorney to dismiss charges. Grants district attorney and judge 
discretion to approve agreement; sets out warnings that must be given defendant; 
prohibits"improper" pressure on defendant to enter agreement; prohibits use of 
diversion discussion as evidence at trial; tolls statute of limitations on offense 
from time court approves agreement until renewal of prosecution ordered for violation;

Frist two members appointed from 
nominees of NC State Employees’ Ass'n and NC Government Employees" Ass'n to fill 
vacancies caused by present Board members initially chosen from among state employees 
subject to Ch. 126, but if those vacancies occur at different times, NC State 
Employees' Ass'n nominee to fill first vacancy.

Present provisions for staggered 
terms not affected by bill.

visually handicapped employees of Dep't cf Human Resources in Bureau of Employement 
for Blind, and state's constitutional officers. Also provides that, except as to 









matters involving salaries, persons exempt from Board's jurisdiction include chief 
deputy or administrative assistant to head of each state dep't if designated by 
statute or administrative head to act for head in his absence or incapacity, one 
confidential assistant and two confidential secretaries for each elected or appointed 
dep't head and one confidential secretary for each chief deputy or administrative 
assistant, other deputies, administrative assistants, division or agency heads or 
other employees in policy-making positions (positions to be designated by Governor 
or elected dep't head in writing to State Personnel Director, Speaker of House and 
President of Senate by May 1 in year when Governor takes oath of office), one confi- 
dential secretary to eich position exempc under GS 126-5(b), and all employees in 
offices of Governor and Lt. Governor. 

Amends GS 126-5 to provide that "career employee" in position subject to 
personnel act who is replaced after posicion exempted under GS 126-5(b) to be helped 
in being appropriately relocated in state employment, that person appointed to exempt — 
position not to be deemed career employee in position, that if career employee in . 
position subject to personnel act transfers to exempt position he may retain former 
status as if on leave of absence for duration of exempt appointment. Requires Office © 
to investigate and Board to decide (subject to Governor's approval) whether employee — 
subject to provisions of State Personnel Act, and Board's decision to be final. 
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Adds new Art. 7 to GS Ch. 126, procedure for employees to appeal grievances and 
disciplinary actions. If employee has grievance and does not allege discrimination 
based on age, sex, race, color, national origin,religion, creed, physical disability 
or political affiliation, he is to discuss grievance with supervisor, follow agency 
grievance procedure, then appeal to State Personnel Board within 30 days of agency 
decision.

Grants employee right to 
prior written notice of reasons for proposed disciplinary action and five days' 
opportunity to respond in writing; requires statements to and from employee be filed 
with State Personnel Director; but allows amployee's suspension without prior notice 
for personal conduct detrimental to state service if suspension ordered to avoid work 
disruption, protect safety of persons or property, or for other "serious" reasons.

Requires renunciation to be by written document 
describing property or interest renounced, declaring renunciation and its 
extent (whether in whole or part), and signed and acknowledged by person authorized 
to renounce. Requires written renunciation to be filed within seven months 
after death of person creating property interest (except renunciation of future 
interest to be filed within six months after event triggering right to the interest). —

Requires renunciation be filed with clerk of court administering or entitled to 
administer estate. Directs clerk to record renunciations and to mail copy to 
personal representative of person creating property interest. Directs renunciation 
of real property or interest to be recorded in records of register of deeds in

Completely re-writes GS 84-28, Discipline 
and Disbarment, as follows: (1) To condense grounds for disbarment into (a) crime 
showing professional unfitness, (b) violation of Code of Professional Responsibility, 
(c) deliberate misrepresentation or failure to aid misconduct inquiry (now, lists 
specific offenses in (b) category). (2) Adds penalty of public censure for mis- 
conduct and increases possible suspension from one year to three. (3) Allows council 
to forbid active practice of attorney made incompetent by mental or physical disa- 
bility. (4) Provides for appeal of right to Court of Appeals, on matters of law 
only, in disciplinary or involuntary transfer proceedings with order stayed pending 
appeal (now, appealed to Superior Court). (5) Gives state bar civil right of action 
to enforce Bar Council orders or protect interests of clients of attorneys removed 
by discipline, incapacity or death, including remedy of payment of fees from estate 
of removed attorney to attorney appt'd as successor.

Introducer: Auman Sent ‘to, Local Govt 


"To revise and consolidate the charter of the Town of Aberdeen and to 
repeal prior charter acts." Rewrites Aberdeen charter. Provides for five-member 
board of comm'rs, serving staggered four-year terms, and for mayor serving two-year 
term; mayor and comm'rs elected at large in nonpartisan elections. Sets up 
staggering system for board of comm'rs at 1975 town election; three candidates 
receiving highest number of votes to serve four years, next two candidates to 
serve two years. Includes provisions for meetings of board, voting requirements, 
filling of vacancies, etc. Provides for appointment of town officers and conduct 
of town finances. Grants town police extraterritorial jurisdiction of three

miles. Permits making of street and sidewalk improvements and levying of special 
assessments therefor without petition in specified circumstances. Includes 


requirement of notice to town board of claims against town. Repeals prior 
charter acts. 


H 143 Chapel Hill-Carrboro school board ORANGE 
Introducer: P. Hunt Sent to Local Gov't-2 


"To provide for the election of members of the Chapel Htll-Carrboro 
City Board of Educatton and fixing four-year staggered terms of office." 
Provides for election of seven members of board for four-year staggered terms 
(now, seven members for six-year staggered terms); election to be at same time 
as regular municipal elections. Continues present members in office until 
successors elected. Terms of members begin (or end, as case may be) on first 
Monday in December after Nov. election. Allows board to fill vacancies that 
occur for reasons other than expiration of term. If vacating member serving 
in last 26 months of term, appointee to fill vacancy for remainder of unexpired 
term; otherwise, appointee to fill vacancy until first Monday in December after 
next regular city election held more than 30 days after vacancy occurs, and 
person then elected serves for remainder of unexpired term or full term if 
predecessor's term expired. If eléction is for regular four-year term and 
vacancy-filling two-year term, winning candidate(s) with highest number of 
votes serve four-year term, other(s) serve two-year term. 


H 147 Brunswick comm'rs terms BRUNSWICK 
Introducer: Ward Sent to Local Gov't 2 


"To provide staggered terms of four years for members of the Board of County 
Commtsstoners of Brunswick County." Provides that Brunswick board to have five 
members to serve staggered terms beginning on the first Monday in December after 
election; two candidates receiving highest vote in 1976 general election to serve 
four-year terms and other three to serve two-year terms; at subsequent elections two 
receiving highest vote elected for four years and other commissioner elected for 
two years. Provides that only one commissioner may be elected from any one 


township. (Now, all comm'rs serve two-year terms.) 
H 148 Brunswick county annexation BRUNSWICK 
Introducer: Ward Sent to Local Gov't 2 


""To amend Chapter 160A of the General Statutes to exelude Brunswick County 
from Part 2 and Part 3 of Article 4A, and to make Part 1 applteable to muntectpalt- 
ties in Brunswick County for annexatton." Amends GS 160A-44 to add Brunswick to 
list of counties exempt from Part 2, Art. 4A (which permits involuntary annexation 
of unincorporated areas by cities of less than 5,000). Amends GS 160A-56 to add 
Brunswick to a list of counties exempt from Part 3 of Art. 4A (which permits 
involuntary annexation of unincorporated areas by cities with a population of 
5,000 or more). Authorizes Brunswick municipalities to annex territory pursuant 
to Part 1 which provides for extension of corporate limits only pursuant to a 
referendum, or petition of the owners of real property to be annexed. 





H 151 Onslow subdivision regulation ONSLOW 
Introducer: Hurst Sent to Local Gov't 1 


"To amend G.S. 1534-335 to modify the authority of Onslow County to regulate 
the subdivison of land." Provides that land in Onslow which is subdivided among 
heirs to be exempt from subdivision regulations contained in Part 2, Art. 18 "of 
North Carolina General Statutes" (chapter not specified). Provides that division 
of land into parcels greater than one acre when no street right-of-way dedication 
involved also exempt from subdivision regulations.

Introducer: Soles Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To reappotnt members of the Columbus County Public Safety Commission as 
created tn Chapter 101 of the 1973 Sesston Laws, amended by Chapter 311 of the 
1973 Session Laws." Reappoints Worth Stanly, G.E. "Buddy" Byrd and Paul E. Nance 
(now serving two-year terms under Ch. 101, as amended by Ch. 311, 1973 Session 
Laws) to Comm'n for four-year terms (beginning May 3, 1975) or until successors 
appointed and qualify.

Amends 
GS 130-199 to provide that county medical examiner to receive $25 fee from Dep't of 
Human Resources for each investigation under Art. 21 of GS Ch. 130 (Postmortem 
Medicolegal Examinations-- now, county responsible for fee if deceased legal resi- 
dent of county in which death occurred). Amends GS 130-200 to provide that cost 
of autopsy or pathological study to be paid by Dep't of Human Resources (now, paid 
by county if deceased is resident of county where death occurred).

; "To amend GS 14-1, Rule 41(d), relating to dismtssal with prejudice for non- 
payment of court costs of prtor actton." Amends GS 1A-1, Rule 41(d) (which provides 
for dismissal of any second action if plaintiff has not paid costs of original action 
which was dismissed at plaintiff's instance) to provide that second action not to 
be dismissed if costs paid by plaintiff within one year of dismissal date or before 
Statute of limitations expires,whichever is later. Also provides that when it 
appears to court that costs of first action not paid, court to direct payment of 
costs within 15 days or action dismissed with prejudice. Effective upon ratifi- 
cation, but not applicable to actions where motion pending to dismiss with prejudice 
for failure to comply with Rule 41(d). 


S 137 Secondary road fund formula GS 136

"To amend G.S. 136-44.5 to provide for a revised formula for the distribution 
of funds for secondary roads." Amends GS 136-44.5 to provide that in determining 
allocation of secondary road construction funds (except in cases of Federal Aid 
Program) Dep't of Transportation to (1) study number of unpaved and paved miles of 
state-maintained roads in NC (now, study to include only number of unpaved miles),

Introducer: Moore Sent to State Gov't 


"To amend Article 224A of Chapter 163 of the General Statutes, so as to make 
it applicable to all county elective officers and munitctpal elective officers in 
some munictpalittes." Makes GS Ch. 22A (regulation of contributions and expenditures 
in political campaigns) apply to all county elective officers and all elective 
officers in cities with population of more than 25,000 according to most recent 
decennial census. Amends GS 163-278.6(18) -- definition of "public offices" to which 
act applies -- to make act apply to any office filled by people on statewide, county, 
municipal or judicial district basis, including both partisan and non-partisan 
city offices unless city has less than 25,000 population (now, applies to Governor 
Lt. Governor, all members of Council of State, members of General Assembly, justices 
of Supreme Court, judges of Court of Appeals and lesser courts, and district 
attorney, but not to county or city officers). Amends GS 163-278.6(1) to require 
candidates for county and affected city offices to file reports with appropriate 
county board of elections and all other candidates file with State Board of Elections 
(now, no reports required to be filed with county boards of elections, and all 
reports filed instead with State Board -- under proposed amendment, only county 
and city candidates to file with county boards). Rewrites GS 163-278.21 to provide 
that State Board required (now, may) to empower its Executive Secretary—Director to 
administer Art. 22A, and deletes present prohibition in GS 163-278.21 on Board's | 
delegation of rule-making power to Sec'y-Director. Adds new provisions to GS 163-278.22 
to require State Board to prescribe and furnish to county boards report forms to be 
used by county and city candidates and political committees, to instruct county 
boards on duties under Art. 22A, to require certifications of delinquent or late 
filings from county boards to State Board and to enable county boards to exercise 
same power as State Board with respect to duty to inform appropriate district attorney 
of candidates' or committees’ failure to file reports, to assist county boards in 
administering act, and to require county boards to investigate, hold hearings and 
make reports to State Board on administration of Art. 22A.

"To amend Article 22A of Chapter 163 of the General Statutes relating to 
campatgn contributions and expenditures." Rewrites GS 163-278.34 (filing of 
campaign financing reports with State Board) to provide that if report not filed 
when due, individual, person, media, candidate, political committee or treasurer 
responsible for filing to pay State Board penalty of $20 for each day (not to exceed 
five) filing is late; requires State Board to notify (by registered or certified 
mail) defaulting party of penalty assessed and due; if penalty not paid within 
ten days of notice, State Board to report late filing to appropriate district 
attorney for indictment and prosecution (now, no provisions about late-filing penalty 
and provision that filing complete when document received by board not included in 
proposed amendment). Amends GS 163-278.9 (Statements filed with State Board of 
Elections) to reduce number of reports to be filed and change times of filing, as 
follows: (1) organizational report due within ten days after candidate files 
notice of candidacy or political committee organized (no change); (2) first report 
due no sooner than 15 and no later than ten days before primary or election to which 
it relates, to be current within 17 days before primary or election and to cover all 
contributions and expenditures in prior calendar year and for year in which primary 
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or election held (now, first report due no later than last day of month in which 
candidate files if candidate must report, and not later than tenth day after which 
political committee organized or by Jan. 31 of year in which primary or election 
held, whichever is later, if committee must report; all first reports to include 
contributions and expenditures in previous calendar year); (3) second report due 
no later than tenth day after primary or election (now, second report due not before 
fifteenth and not after tenth day before primary or election and to be current 
to within 17 days of report); (4) third report due not later than Sept. 1 before 
general election and to be current within seven days of election (now, third report 
due no later than tenth day after each primary and election); and (5) final and 
supplemental report due no later than Dec. 10 after general election and, if that 
report does not have final accounting of all contributions and expenditures, then 
supplemental report due on or before Jan. 1 after general election (now, fourth 
report due not later than Sept. 1 before general election, and final report due not 
later than last day of month in which general election held, with supplemental report 
due not later than Dec. 10 after general election -- proposed amendment eliminates 
fourth report and changes times of filing of final report). Also amends GS 163-278.9 
to require final report of candidates eliminated in primary to be filed within 45 
days after second report due (now, after third report), and deletes present require- 
ment that reports include contributions and expenditures through and including 
seventh day before date on which report due.

H 170 Voter registration officials GS 163 
Introducer: Gentry Sent to Election Laws 


"To amend Article 7 of Chapter 163 of the General Statutes of North 
Carolina to specify what offictals may regtster voters." Adds new GS 163-80 
to authorize only following officials to register voters: members of county 
boards of elections, executive secretaries and deputy executive secretaries 
(who work under direct supervision of sec'y) of county boards, precinct registrars 
and judges, and special registration commissioners. Prohibits those officials 
from registering voters who do not reside in county in which officials serve; 
makes exception for voters in cities in two or more counties; grants State Board 
of Elections power to issue rules to process registration of those voters. 
Requires officials to register qualified voters 'without regard to political 
party affiliation and without discrimination in any manner whatsoever.'"' Makes 
violation felony (minimum of one year and/or $500--maximum of ten years). 


H 171 Real estate broker definition GS 93A 
Introducer: Jones Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To amend G.S. 93A-2 relating to the definitton of a real estate broker." 
Amends GS 93A-2 to include in those who need broker's license persons who for 
fee aid or assist others in locating real estate for purchase, sale, rent, or lease. 


H 172 Real estate escrow accounts GS 93A 
Introducer: Jones sent ito. Judiciary 3 


"To amend Chapter 93A of the General Statutes, relating to real estate 
brokers and salesmen, so as to provide that trust or escrow accounts be matn- 
tained tn North Carolina." Amends GS 93A-6(a)(12) to require real estate brokers 
to keep trust or escrow account in NC bank or savings and loan;failure to do so 
grounds for revocation of license. Effective 30 days after ratification. 


H 173 County subdivision regulations GS 153A 
Introducer: Jones Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To amend G.S. 1634-335 relating to county planning and regulation of 
development." Current GS 153A-335(4) defines "subdivision" (for purposes of 
regulation by county) to exclude division of tract of land of not more than 
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two acres under single ownership into no more than three lots, if no street 
right-of-way dedication is involved"and if resultant lots are equal to or 
exceed the standards of the county as shown by its subdivision regulations"; 
this bill removes quoted language from exclusion definition. 


H 174 Superior court clerks' salaries GS7A 
Introducer: Hyde Sent to Courts 


"To amend G.S. 74-101 to provide salary ratses for superior court clerks." 
Amends GS 7A-101(a) to raise superior court clerk salaries as follows: county 
population less than 10,000, from $9,900 to $10,392; population between 10,000 
and 19,999, from $12,500 to $13,122; population between 20,000 and 49,999, from 
$15,000 to $15,744; population between 50,000 and 99,999, from $17,000 to $17,844; 
population from 100,000 to 199,000, from $19,800 to $20,784; and population of 
200,000 jor-more ,/ from S24 000¢toNs25,200. SEL fect iver ulna. 


H 175 Utilities rates suspension GS 62 
Introducer: Rhodes Sent to Public Utilities 


"To amend G.S. 62-184(b) relating to the effect of the Commtssion's fatlure 
to act wtthin pertod of suspenston of rates." Amends cited subsection to provide 
that Utility Comm'n failure to conclude rate increase investigation and issue 
order by end of 270-day period during which rate suspended pending Comm'n decision 
to result in denial of requested increase (now, Comm'n failure to conclude 
investigation results in rate becoming effective at end of suspension period). 


H 176 Vehicle on barrier dunes system GS 160A 
Introducer: Rhodes Senit. tomJudiciarywes 


"To amend G.S. 160A-308 relating to the use of spectfted vehicles on 
the barrter dune systems by commerctal fishermen for commerctal activities." 
Amends GS 160A-308 to allow city to prohibit commercial fishermen from using 
vehicles on barrier dune systems. 


H 177 Hiway Patrol, number supervisors (Iden. S 135) GS 20 
Introducer: Davenport Sent to Transportation 


"To establtsh maximum limitations on the number and the ratto of supervisory 
personnel to untformed highway patrolmen in the North Carolina State Highway 
Patrol." Amends GS 20-185(a) to provide that number of Patrol supervisory 
personnel not to exceed 18% of personnel actually serving as uniformed highway 
patrolmen; act not to effect status of present supervisors and any reduction 
needed to reach 18% to be achieved by attrition. Effective July 1, 1975. 


H 178 Camp Butner surplus property Gob Z 2146 
Introducer: Thomas Sent to State Properties 


"To change procedures for the disposition of surplus real property at Camp 
Butner."" Repeals GS 122-93 which allows Dep't of Human Resources to dispose of 
surplus real property at John Umstead Hospital and use funds acquired according to 
procedures jointly approved by Dep't and Advisory Budget Comm'n. Adds new GS: 122-93.1 
to provide such property to be governed by GS Ch. 146 procedures on disposition of 


state lands (sold by Dep't of Administration with approval of Governor and Council 
of State): 


H 179 Textile manufacturer's lien GS 44A 
Introducer: Thomas Sent to Jtdicianye2 


"To amend Chapter 44A to create a lien in favor of those who process textile 
goods." Amends GS 44A-2 to include textile processors in class of those entitled to 
lien on personal property improved by them under contract with owner/possessor;: 
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lien to be amount of unpaid charges and to take priority over perfected and 
unperfected security interests. Effective July 1, 1975. 


H 180 Voting machine name location-2 GS 163 
Introducer: Spoon Sent to Elections 


"To amend G.S. 163-138 to provide a method for determining the position of 


a candidate's name on the ballot where voting machines are used." Amends GS 163-138 
to provide that names of candidates on voting machine ballots to be arranged in order 
in which candidates filed notices of candidacy (first file, first listed). (For 


related bills see H 181, digested immediately below, and H 156, digested in Bulletin 
Nove De oOo.) 


H 181 Voting machine name location-3 GS 163 
Introducer: Spoon Sent to Elections 


"To amend Chapter 163 to provide a method for determintng the posttton of 
a candidate's name on the ballot where voting machines are used." Amends GS 163-138 
to provide that names of candidates on voting machine ballots to be arranged in 
order in which names are selected by lot (all candidates’ names to be in lottery). 
Requires county board of elections to conduct lottery and notify candidates of time 
and place of drawing; lottery to be open to public. (For related bills, see H 180, 
digested immediately above, and H 156, digested in Bulletin No. 21, p. 138.) 


H 182 Emergency judge age limit GS 7A 
Introducer: Hyde Sent to Courts 


"To amend G.S. Chapter 7A to provide that commisstons for emergency justices 
and judges shall expire at age eighty rather than be valid for the ltfe of the 
holder." Amends various sections of GS Ch. 7A as title indicates. Effective 
iitehy oy hh view 


H 183 Memorialize Champion M. Davis (Iden. S 129) JOINT RES 
Introducer: Schwartz Sent to Rules 
"Honoring the life and memory of Champton McDowell Davis." As title 

indicates. 

H 184 Absentee ballot city election-3 GS 163 


Introducer: Gilmore Sent to Elections 


"To allow absentee voting in munictpaltttes with a population of 25,000 or 
more tf the county conducts the election." Amends GS 163-302 (absentee ballots not 
allowed in city elections) to permit absentee ballots in city elections if city has 
population of 25,000 or more and if county board of elections conducts city 
elections. Prohibits absentee ballots in other cities and in all special districts. 
Makes CS Ch. 163, Arts. 20 and 21 (absentee ballots) apply but allows State Board of 
Elections to change schedule of meetings of county board of elections to rule on 
applications for absentee ballots under GS 163-230 and time when one-stop absentee 
voting begins under GS 163-227.2(b). Amends GS 163-291(2) and GS 163-294.2(c) to 
provide that candidates for city offices to file notices of candidacy not later than 
Friday before fifth (now, fourth) Saturday before city primary or election. Repeals 
Ch. 1169, SL 1973 (authorizing absentee ballots in Greensboro and High Point 
elections). Effective July 1, 1975.

"Adopting the permanent rules of the Senate for the 1975 Sesston of the 
General Assembly of North Carolina." Makes following changes in Senate rules from 
what has already been reported in the Daily Bulletin this session: (1) when no other 
time set, Senate to reconvene at 1 pm on next legislative day (was 2:30); (2) clarifies 
that automatic electronic voting requirements apply only to amendments and committee 
substitutes for public bills rather than for all bills; (3) provides for voiding of 
electronic system recorded vote if malfunction exists in system; (4) deletes previous 
Rule 37 governing interim activities and reserves section for future addition; 

(5) allows smoking in chamber by majority vote of senators present (previously 
required 2/3 suspension of rules) but prohibits any smoking in gallery; (6) deletes 
various provisions concerning duties of sergeant-at-arms and disbursing clerk which 
have been taken over by Legislative Services Officer; (7) prohibit remarks on the 
floor soliciting funds except when relevant to bill under consideration; (8) sets 
deadline of March 15 for introduction of state agency bills (previously Feb. 22) 
and Apr. 1 for local bills (previously Mar. 1); and (9) specifies that minority 
committee report may be adopted by majority vote. 


S 141 Speeding to flee apprehension GS 20

"To amend G.S. 20-141 pertaining to speed restrictions." Amends GS 20-141 (3)

Vacancies filled same way as original appointment/election. No member eligible 
for judgeship during service on JNC and for two years thereafter. 
JNC to meet or hold hearing anywhere in state. Elects Own acting chairman 
and secretary, and adopts such rules as deems necessary, having in mind purpose 
is to select most highly qualified nominees for each judicial vacancy, without 
regard to partisan political considerations.

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solicit declarations of availability from potential nominees. Names of nominees 
made public when submitted to Governor. 

For each vacancy in Appellate Division, JNC to submit three names. For 
@ach vacancy in trial divisions, JNC to submit two or three names. All nominations 
by majority vote, with chairman voting only in case of tie. Names to be submitted 
to Governor within 60 days after vacancy arises. Governor must appoint from list 
within 30 days; if fails to do so, Lt. Governor to make appointment from same list. 
Terms of office of judge appointed by Governor is to Jan. 1 following next general 
election which occurs more than one year after appointment. Regular term of 
office of appellate or superior court judge eight years; of district court judge 
who takes office after effective date of act six years. All terms begin Jan l. 
Term of office of district court judge in office on effective date extended from 
first Monday in December of last year in office through last day of same month. 

Judge who desires to continue in office beyond current term must file with 
State Board of Elections 4 to 6 months before expiration of term. Failure to file 
creates vacancy at end of term. Ballot bears no party designation, only question 
whether judge to be retained in office. Sixty percent vote required for retention. 
If more than forty percent vote "no", vacancy created at end of term. For retention 
in office of appellate division judges, qualified voters of entire state vote; 
for retention of superior court judges, voters of judges' division of residence 
vote; and for retention of district court judges voters of judge's district of 
residence vote. Incumbent judges in office on effective date of act continue in 
office until end of term, and may seek successive terms of office as set forth 
above. 


Article applies to special superior court judges, whose terms, after being 
retained in retention election, to be eight years. Voters of entire state vote 
for special judges.

Trans- 
porters other than owners and dealers not required to obtain permits, but must see 
that permits are displayed while homes being moved. Requires tax collector to main- 
tain record of permits issued, and to require mobile home dealers to account for 
permits previously issued to them before obtaining additional permits. New 
GS 105-316.5 makes moving mobile home without obtaining permit, or not displaying 
permit, misdemeanor punishable by fine up to $50 and/or imprisonment up to 30 
days; misdemeanor penalty in addition to penalties for failure to list property for 
taxation and interest for failure to pay taxes.

Introducer: Long Sent to Finance 


"To impose an exctse tax upon passenger motor vehicles tn lteu of the ad 
valorem taxes levted by counttes and munictpalittes." Amends GS 105-275 (property 
classified and excluded from base tax) to exclude from property tax passenger motor 
vehicles (as subject to excise tax provisions below), except those held for sale 
in regular course of business by licensed dealers. Amends Art. 3 of GS Ch 20 to 
add new Part 7A, Passenger Motor Vehicles Excise Tax. States following purposes: 
(1) to impose annual state excise tax upon passenger motor vehicles, (2) to provide 
for imposition of additional local-option annual excise tax by incorporated cities, 
(3) to classify passenger motor vehicles and exclude them from property taxes. 
Passenger motor vehicles subject to excise tax (and excluded from property tax) 
include all vehicles which must be registered in order to be operated on public 
streets except for buses, (trucks, tractors, strailerss,semi—trallbers, swreckerss 
special mobile equipment, ambulances, hearses, historic vehicles, and house trailers 
and motor homes. Also, annual excise tax inapplicable to vehicles owned by US, 

NC, or political subdivisons of NC, or vehicles exempt from property taxes under 
certain statutes. Tax basis is price advertised, at port of entry, or equiva- 
lent first offer. Vehicles taxed as new throughout calendar year in which first 
offered for sale, except that if sold after Aug. 1 taxed as new for additional year. 
Thereafter vehicles age one year each Jan. 1, with rates descending percentage of 
first year tax in succeeding years (85% second year, 70% third, etc.). Excise tax 
payable when vehicle registration license renewed; payment to Dep't of Motor 
Vehicles precondition to re-registration of vehicle. No additional taxes on person 
trading vehicles during registration year and transferring license plate to newly 
acquired vehicle. When vehicle registered for first time, 30-day grace period for 
payment of excise tax, but immediate issuance of license plate. If taxes on first- 
registration vehicle not timely paid, Dep't of Motor Vehicles to cancel registration 
and not permit re-registration until taxes paid. County tax collectors permitted 
to collect taxes due or seize registration plates if tax not paid within 15 days 
of notice from Dep't of Motor Vehicles to owner that tax on first-registration 
vehicle not timely paid. 

Incorporated cities and towns permitted to impose additional excise tax equal 
to state excise tax, provided resolution adopted by governing body 90 days before 
effective and Dep't of Motor Vehicles notified 60 days before effective date. No 
such resolution to become effective before July 1, 1977. 

Following penalties set: fraudulent registration of vehicle in another state 
to evade excise tax misdemeanor punishable by fine up to $500 and/or imprisonment 
up to six months; falsely or fraudulently registering vehicle as having taxable situs 
outside incorporated city or town misdemeanor with same punishment. Taxes collected 
by Dep't of Motor Vehicles to be distributed to counties on pro rata basis according 
to total number of vehicles registered in state. Amount distributed to counties to 
be pro-rated among counties and special taxing districts in proportion to property 
taxes levied by each during preceding fiscal year. Municipal taxes to be distributed 
to municipalities on pro rata basis according to total number of vehicles 
registered in municipalities.

If property owned by two or more persons other than husband and wife, and at least 
one qualifies for classification, each entitled to proportionate share of exclusion 
(but total excluded for property not to exceed $5,000).Permanent residence defined as 
legal residence, including dwelling site of up to one acre, and relative improvements, 
but excluding furniture or furnishings within dwelling. Single family residences, 
units in multi-family residential complexes, and mobile homes qualified for exclusion. 
Applicant not to lose exclusion for temporary absence from permanent resident because 
of health or extended absence for confinement to rest or nursing home. 

Similar $5,999 exclusion added for totally and permanently disabled, subject 
to same limitations on disposable income and net worth. Forms for both exclusions 
to include: (1) date of birth, (2) medical certificate verifying any claimed 
disability, (3) disposable income for immediately preceding calendar year, and (4) 
net worth. Applicant unable to furnish information about disposable income or net 
worth during regular listing period may do so before May 1; but comm'rs may approve 
otherwise proper application received before Nov. 1 if failure to file one time due 
to circumstances beyond applicant's control.

Authorizes Comm'n to 
determine that other species are endangered or threatened because of: (1) present 
or threatened destruction of curtailment of habitat; (2) over-utilization for 
commercial, sporting, or scientific purposes; (3) disease or predation; (4) inadequacy 
of regulatory mechanisms; or (5) other natural or manmade factors affecting 
continued existence. In determining whether species or plant is endangered or 
threatened, Comm'n to use best scientific and commercial data available and to consult 
with federal and other interested state agencies, and to hold public hearing. 
Requires Comm'n to issue regulations listing all species of wildlife and wild plants 
determined to be endangered and threatened. Makes it unlawful, except with permit 
from Comm'n, to export, take, possess, process, sell, ship any endangered species. 
Authorizes Comm'n to issue regulations making it unlawful to do any of these things 
with respect to threatened species. Authorizes Comm'n to issue permits allowing 
exporting, sale, possessing, etc. of endangered species for scientific purposes or 
to enhance proprogation or survival of species. Violation of provisions relating 
to endangered and threatened species punishable by $1,000 fine and/or one year 
imprisonment.

on floor during session; (8) specifies that roll calls to be taken alphabetically; 
(9) deletes references to explanation of vote; (10) deletes provisions concerning 
pairing of votes; (11) prohibits final action on bill by committee unless majority 
of committee present; (12) prohibits committee and subcommittee meetings during 
daily session and within 15 minutes of start of session; (13) allows amending 
caption of bill but prohibits third reading on same day that amended; (14) directs 
committee substitutes to be placed on calendar for second day after reported 

(now, on day after reported); (15) removes prohibition against clerical employee 
receiving compensation from private source (retains prohibition against pay from 
other state source); (16) specifies that rules of US House of Representatives to 
govern when NC House rules do not cover situation.

Permits 
exclusion from annual budget ordinance of transactions accounted for in trust and 
agency funds and in intragovernmental service funds; requires governing board 
approval of annual financial plans for intragovernmental service funds. Requires 
that proposed annual budget include information on intergovernmental service fund 
and capital project ordinance transactions to take place during budget year. Deletes 
direction in GS 159-13(b) concerning budget projection of non-property tax revenues 
and makes technical corrections to other directions in subsection. 

Rewrites list of required funds to conform to terminology of generally 
accepted accounting principles and adds requirement to maintain ledgers on fixed 
assets and bonded debt. Explicitly requires that books be maintained during year 
on modified accrual basis, but permits annual statements accompanying audit report 
to be prepared in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles (which 
means use of full accrual basis for enterprise and other funds); permits Local 
Government Comm'n to permit or require use of accounting basis other than modified 
accrual for fund not accounting for receipt of a tax. Requires that encumbrances 
be recorded only by cities with population over 10,000 and counties with population 
over 50,000 (all units will still have to know encumbrance status in order to 
conduct preaudit of obligations). Deletes accounting definitions from Act and 
permits Local Government Comm'n to define terms not defined in law. Permits 
signing of purchase orders, contracts, and checks by deputy finance officers: and 
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permits use of facsimile signatures on purchase orders and contracts (now, 
permitted only on checks). Raises maximum bond for finance officer from 
$100,000 to $250,000, and requires all officers and employees handling more 
than $100 at one time to be bonded. (Latter requirement now applies to cities 
and counties but not special districts and public authorities.) Explicitly 
permits use of bank wire transfer and exclusion of preaudit certificate from 
payroll checks written on an imprest account. 

Effective July 1, 1975, but 1975-76 budgets to be prepared and adopted 
in accordance with act.

Introducer: Falls Sent to Agriculture 


"To rewrite Article 7 of Chapter 80 of the General Statutes relating to 
eattle brands and marks." Replaces present Art. 7 (recording of cattle brands) of 
GS Ch. 80 with new Art. 7A regulating branding of livestock. Permits any owner of 
livestock (including cattle, horses, ponies, mules and asses) to apply to Comm'r of 
Agriculture for exclusive use of brand; Comm'r to keep record of brands open to 
public and establishing prima facie evidence of ownership. Requires seller of 
branded livestock to provide new owner with bill of sale showing brand; slaughter 
facilities to affix brand to records of receipt of livestock, to be maintained for 
one year. Requires brand to be re-recorded every ten years to remain effective; 
Comm'r to notify of need for renewal. Sets following fees: $25 for recording brand, 
$10 for recording transfer, $2 for duplicate certificate of registration; all funds 
to go to account of Dep't of Agriculture. Prohibits defacing, changing brand, putting 
brand over previous brand, etc. Violation of new article punishable as misdemeanor 
with fine from $50 to $500 and/or imprisonment for up to 60 days. Authorizes Board 
of Agriculture to adopt rules and regulations implementing act; violation of rule 
to be misdemeanor with punishment given above. Provisions on adoption of rules 
effective on ratification; remainder effective Jan. 1, 1976.

As title indicates, repeals GS 113-45 
through 113-50 (now providing that Governor may designate private lands above 
contour line 2,000 feet as state forest lands, setting fee for owner, and providing 
for appointment of rangers to police lands). 
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S 295 Forest fire law enforcement GS 113, 17A 
Introducer: Staton Sent to Nat & Econ Resources 


"To amend Article 4, Chapter 113, of the General Statutes, the protection 
and development of forests and ftre control, and for other purposes." Amends 
GS 113-54 to remove authority of forest rangers to make arrests for violation of 
forest laws. Rewrites GS 113-55 to: (1) remove arrest power of forest rangers 
and power to enforce statutes relating to protection from forest fires; (2) 
authorize forest ranger to summon "resident person" (now, only male resident 
between ages of 18 and 45) to assist in extinguishing fires and to require persons 
summoned to allow use of "tractors, equipment, or other property required" (now, 
horses and other property) for fighting fires upon pain of misdemeanor conviction 
and fine of $50 to $100 (now, $5 to $50). Adds new GS 113-55.1 to: (1) authorize 
Sec'y of Natural and Economic Resources to appoint forest fire law enforcement 
officers to carry out law enforcement responsibilities of Division of Forest 
Resources; (2) grant to such officers all powers and duties of forest ranger 
enumerated in GS 113-54 and 55; (3) transfer to forest fire law enforcement officers 
arrest and law enforcement powers removed from forest rangers, as well as authority 
to arrest for violation of rules and regulations of Dep't of Natural & Economic 
Resources. Amends GS 113-92 to add forest fire law enforcement officers to list 
of officers constituted deputy game protectors and to delete forest warden from list. 
Specifies that intent of act to exclude all employees of Division of Forest 
Resources of DN&ER, except forest rangers designated as forest fire law enforcement 
officers by Sec'y of DN&ER to Criminal Justice and Standards Council, from 
provisions of GS Ch. 17A (law enforcement officers training standards) and rules 
or regulations adopted by Training and Standards Council.

Authorizes 
Sec'y of Natural and Economic Resources to adopt rules and regulations to carry out 
act. Authorizes continued maintenance of nonconforming outdoor advertising "for 
the life of such advertisement or advertising structure", but DN&ER authorized to 
acquire nonconforming advertising structures by gift, purchase or condemnation 
(using procedure of GS Ch. 136, Art. 9) upon payment of just compensation (deter- 
mined according to specified criteria). Nonconforming junkyards may be continued, 
but. DN&ER authorized to secure relocation, removal or disposal of same by methods 
specified in act. Violation to be misdemeanor. DN&ER authorized to secure injunctive 
relief requiring conformity with provisions and afternotice, to remove junkyards 
or advertising in violation of act. 


S 297 Armed robbery punishment - GS 14 
Introducer: Allsbrook Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To inerease the maximum punishment for armed robbery to life imprtsonment." 
Amends GS 14-87 to increase maximum punishment for armed robbery from 30 years 
to life imprisonment (minimum remains five years).

Introducer: Mills Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To amend G.S. 444-4 and G.S. 20-77 to provide nottce and heartng prior to 
lien sales." Amends GS 444-4 (possessory liens on personal property other than 
vehicles) to add new subsection (b) detailing new notice and hearing requirements 
and to reletter present subsections (b) through (g). Provides that, after 30-day 
period during which charges for which lien has been claimed remain unpaid, lienor 
may request clerk of court to set time and place for hearing to determine validity 
of lien. Once such lien has been asserted by lienor, any of several persons (one 
having legal title to property, person with whom lienor dealt, or secured party 
or other person claiming interest in property) may also request hearing. Clerk to 
issue notice of time and place of hearing (not less than 10 days from date of 
service of notice) to all parties mentioned above. Notice to be served pursuant 
to Rules of Civil Procedure. If hearing requested by party other than lienor, or 
existence or amount of lien disputed, party requesting hearing may regain immediate 
possession of property by paying clerk amount for which lien asserted or paying bond 
for such amount. If clerk determines at hearing that lien is both valid and 
unpaid, he is to order payment of amount of lien or satisfy lien from monies paid 
in as previously provided or issue order authorizing sale of property at either 
public or private sale. Clerk's act in issuing (or refusing to issue) sale order 
an appealable judicial act. No waiver of right to notice and hearing permitted, 
except as provided: after service of notice of hearing, lienor may request clerk 
to mail to person having legal title form waiving right to hearing, which form 
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may be returned to clerk signed by such person and witnessed by additional person 
not agent of lienor (thereafter, whether to continue with hearing a question 
within clerk's discretion). Requires that notice of sale include both name of 
person having legal title to property (if reasonably ascertainable) and name 
of person with whom lienor dealt (now, either permitted), and eliminates distinction 
between public and private sales as to information about date and hour of sale 
which must be given: requires date and hour for either type of sale (now, date 
and hour required only for public sale--for private sale, date after which sale is 
to be conducted sufficient). Removes present GS 44A-4(e)(2) pertaining to address 
to which notice of sale to be sent (this provision replaced in proposed bill by 
adherence to Rules of Civil Procedure). Extends noncompliance damages to any 
party injured by noncompliance with provisions of bill (now, such damages available 
only to person having legal title to property). Continues present prohibition 
against purchase by lienor at private sale, and continues present requirement that 
notice of public sale be mailed to certain parties interested in property at least 
20 days before such sale and that sale be advertised by posting of notice on 
courthouse door and by publication.

adopted in House Feb. 19) 

Committee substitute adopted in House 3/12/75 rewrites original committee 
substitute. Authorizes county to pay local share of costs of improvements made 
under supervision of Dep't of Transportation and Highway Safety to residential or 
subdivision streets (outside of cities) that are part of state highway system. 
Provides that county may pay such costs and levy special assessments (under pro- 
cedures of GS Ch. 153A, Art. 9) to pay same without petition from affected 
property owners. Authorizes county to pay improvement costs of subdivision or 
residential streets not part of state highway system, but only after petition for 
improvements by majority of affected property owners. Specifies method of 
determining assessments and establishes exemptions from assessments. County not

H 425 No-fault auto insurance GS 153 ,-720 
Introducer: Lawing Sent to Insurance 


"To be known as the North Carolina Motor Vehtele Acetdent Reparattons and 
No-Fault Insurance Act." Adds new GS Ch. 58A to establish compulsory modified no- 
fault automobile insurance system. Major characteristics, for most part, follow 
present Florida law.. Esentially provides (1) first-person insurance system under 
which motorist receives payments up to certain set limits for bodily injuries from 
own insurance company without regard to fault in causing auto accidents: (2) limits 
or "thresholds" set both for (a) total benefits and (b) benefits recoverable for 
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economic loss (see below): (3) ‘'security" on motor vehicles to guarantee payment 

for damages up to threshold amounts (and required for residual liability insurance) ; 
(4) modified tort exemption, reducing availability of court action. Applies only 
to bodily injury; does not apply to physical damage (to-vehicle). 

Motorist may sue person at fault in causing accident, with no recovery 
limit where losses go above thresholds. Each motorist required to maintain "security" 
(usually insurance, but motorists and government agencies may qualify as self- 
insurers) to guarantee payment for damages up to threshold amounts. Motorist 
also required (under Art. 9A, GS Ch. 20) to carry personal liability insurance for 
injuries or damages caused by him for which tort claims still allowed. Provisions 
applicable to virtually all motor vehicles operated in state except motorcycles, 
mobile homes, power-driven motorcycles and golf carts, and farm vehicles (coming 
within provisions of GS 20-51 (2), (3), (5), (6), and (7)) and US government 
vehicles which may elect exclusion. 

Security coverage prerequisite to vehicle licensing, titling and registra- 
tion. Inability to maintain security requires surrender of registration certificate 
and plate. Every liability insurance contract (other than for excess coverage) 
deemed to include basic reparations coverage and to qualify as security. 

Total basic reparation benefits for one person for loss from injury in each 
accident set at $5,000. Any person injured in maintenance or use of motor vehicle 
in NC entitled to recover basic reparation benefits (payments for losses) without 
regard to fault up to $5,000 per person per accident. If accident causing injury 
occurs outside state, persons entitled to recover include those insured for basic 
reparations, driver and occupant of secured vehicles, and their survivors (unless 
vehicle used for hire or for governmental agency other than NC). 

Basic reparation benefits may be recovered only for "accrued economic 
detriment.'' Benefits paid for following categories: medical expenses (including 
rehabilitation), wage loss (subject to reduction by up to 15% if gross income benefits 
are not to be held taxable), replacement services, survivors' economic detriment, 
and funeral expenses (up tc $1,000). Insured may purchase optional added first- 
person reparations coverage. Benefits payable reduced by amount received from 
workman's compensation. Benefits provided for pain and suffering only to extent 
economic loss resulted, as noted above. 

Limitations set on tort liability. Right to sue limited as follows: (1) 
economic losses -- cannot be sued for if less than $5,000, but may be sued for if 
over $5,000 (above basic first-person reparations benefit); (2) general damages 
(pain and suffering, non-economic suffering) -- cannot be sued for unless (1) medical 
expenses of injured person exceed $2,000 or (2) death results or (3) injured person 
sustains permanent injury, permanent serious disfigurement, loses body member, or 
suffers permanent loss or serious impairment of body function, or permanent physical 
or mental impairment, or (4) is unable to work for more than two consecutive months. 

No-fault policy covers insured and family members residing in household in 
in-state and out-of-state accidents. If not so covered, other occupants of car 
covered by security on vehicle in which they were riding. Pedestrians and other 
non-occupants covered by security on any involved vehicle. 

Assigned claims plan to be provided through bureau to be organized and 
maintained by insurers (or, if insurers do not organize, by Comm'r of Insurance), 
subject to regulation by Comm'r. Each insurer required to participate in bureau 








with costs to be allocated fairly. Plan designed to cover persons injured by 

motor vehicle not covered by basic reparations security. Benefits go to such 
persons (other than owner or registrant of auto without basic reparations security) 
who is entitled to basic reparation benefits because of injury covered by Act. 
Assigned claims benefits obtainable if basic reparation insurance (1) not applicable 
to injury; (2) if applicable insurance cannot be identified; (3) if insurance 
inadequate to provide contracted-for benefits; or (4) if claim rejected by insurer 
for reason other person is not entitled to benefits. Subrogation rights granted 

to insurer to whom claim assigned. 

Act provides for availability of insurance to applicants, sets equitable 
allocations of burdens among insurers, directs Comm'r (if he finds justification 
under. Act and criteria established by GS Ch. 58, Art. 25) to reduce premium rates 
for automobile bodily injury liability insurance coverage and basic reparation 
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benefits required by Act. Insurance rates administrative office required to submit 
proposed rate schedules to Comm'r at least 180 days prior to effective date of 
Act. Comm'r required to conduct hearings and may approve, reject or modify proposed 
rate schedule subject to judicial review. Comm'r may consider expected loss 
reductions and loss ratio and promulgate rules to provide effective administration 
Of Act. 

Act does not repeal or alter state's Motor Vehicle Laws (Ch. 20) or Insur- 
ance Laws (Ch. 58), but is considered supplemental.

H 431 Aid children unemployed father GS 108 
Introducer: Frye Sent to Human Resources 


"To amend the Aid to Famtlies with Dependent Children program set forth 
tn Chapter 108 of the General Statutes to provide for asststance to dependent 
children of unemployed fathers." Amends GS 108-38(a)(2) as title indicates. 
Effective July 1, 1975. 


H 432 Anatomy commission created GS 90, 143B 
Introducer: Gamble Sent to Health 


"To establish the Commisston of Anatomy and to revise procedure for 
dtsposttton of unclaimed bodtes." Adds new Part 20 to Ch. 143B, Art. 3 to 
create four-member Commission of Anatomy (members representing four in-state 
medical schools appointed by Sec'y of Human Resources to four-year staggered 
terms from nominations by school deans), to specify its procedures and to 
authorize it to receive dead bodies and parts and to make rules for distribution 
of such. Declares that body or part left by will to former Board of Anatomy is 
left to Comm'n. Repeals GS 143B-142(2)(i) granting rule-making on distribution 
of bodies to Comm'n for Health Services. Repeals GS Ch. 90, Art. 14 (disposition 
of bodies to be buried at public expense) and adds new GS Ch. 90, Art. 14B re- 
quiring one with unclaimed dead body to notify Comm'n of Anatomy and on their 
request deliver it to Comm'n. Reasonable efforts to notify relatives required. 
Expenses of body disposition placed on recipient. Defines unclaimed body, basically 
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as body going unclaimed by spouse or relative within 36 hours of death. Prohibits 
unauthorized autopsy on unclaimed body except by coroner or medical examiner. 
Makes violation of provisions misdeamnor punishable by fine and/or imprisonment up 
to two years. 


H 433 Dental school dentistry practice GS 90 
Introducer: Gamble Sent to Health 


"Amending Secton 90-29 of the General Statutes with regard to the practice 
of dentistry tn dental schools." Amends GS 90-29(c)(4) (identifying specific matters 
that do not constitute unauthorized practice of dentistry) to specify that Board of 
Dental Examiners may not approve practice by students as part of private dental 
practice and to provide that when Board disapproves of program of dental practice 
by student, Board to inform dean of decision within 60 days and give reasons for 
disapproval. 


H 434 Dental ass't, hygienist practice GS 90 
Introducer: Gamble Sent to Health 


"Amending Chapter 90 of the General Statutes of North Carolina with 
regard to the regulation of practice by dental asststants and dental hygtenists." 
Amends GS 90-29(c) (exclusions from unlawful practice of dentistry) to authorize 
acts of dental hygienist or dental assistant under supervision of licensed dentist 
if acts pursuant to dental research at UNC School of Dentistry and project approved 
by State Board of Dental Examiners. Requires informed consent of human subject 
financing adequate to complete project, public availability of findings, etc., 
for project to be approved. Permits Board to revoke approval after giving sponsoring 
and supervising body hearing, and upon finding that project no longer complies with 


criteria. Amends GS 90-233(c) (actions not constituting practice of dental hygiene) 
to same effect.

S 325 (Joint Res) Building inspection study comm'n JOINTURESs io Luus 
Introducer: Whichard Sent to Local Gov't 


"Requesting a study of means to increase the level of professtonaltsm and 
efftcteney of local butlding inspectors." Creates NC Building Inspection Study 
Comm'n composed of 17 members appointed as follows: 3 representatives to be 
appointed by Speaker; 3 senators appointed by Lt. Gov., 11 members appointed by 
Governor (one to be designated chairman). Requires Governor's appointees to 
come from following organizations or professions: one each from State Bld'g Code 
Council, League of Municipalities, Ass'n of County Comm'rs, superintendent of 
local inspections dep't, architect, engineer, general contractor, electrical 
contractor, plumbing and heating contractor, architect or general contractor 
specializing in residential design or construction, and fire dep't chief. 

Requires Comm'n to study means to increase level of professionalism and efficiency 

of local building inspectors and report its findings and recommendations to 

Governor, General Assembly, and governing boards of local governments by Nov. 1, 1976. 
Authorizes chairman and members to receive per diem expenses pursuant to GS 138-5. 


S 326 (Sen. Res) Fed Power Comm'n give NC more gas SENATE RES 
Introducer: Hardison Adopted 


"Urging the Federal Power Commtsston to take actton to make more gas 
avatlable for customers tn North Carolina." Urges Federal Power Comm'n to (1) 
impose uniform conservation efforts on all natural gas distributors through its 
allocation procedures; (2) allow emergency acquisitions of gas supplies by Trans- 
continental Gas Pipe Line Corp.; (3) allow Transco to transport natural gas for 
distributors in NC; (4) allocate natural gas supplies more equitably; and (5) 
adjust Transco's curtailment plan to include consideration of fact that other pipe 
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line supplies available to Transco's out-of-state customers, whereas no other 
pipe line supplies available in NC. 


S 328 Tax deduction for child care GS 105 
Introducer: Kirby Sent to Finance 


"To allow tneome tax deductions for expenses actually ineurred for the care 
of dependents necessary for gainful employment." Amends GS 105-147 (deductions) 
by adding new subsection (26) to permit individuals who are gainfully employed 
to deduct expenses for care of children and disabled dependents. For persons with 
gross income of no more than $18,000 who maintain households with dependents 
under 15 or physically or mentally incapable of caring for themselves, or spouse 
if physically or mentally incapable of caring for self,allows deduction of up to 
$100 per month per dependent for payment for household service and care of dependent. 
Authorizes deduction only if expenses incurred to enable taxpayer to be gainfully 
employed. Provides that if taxpayer earns more than $18,000 adjusted gross 
income, allowable monthly deduction is reduced by 1/2 amount over $18,000 allocable 
to each month. Provides that for married taxpayer living with spouse, employment- 
related expenses considered only if both spouses gainfully employed or one spouse 
qualifies as qualifying individual because of physical or mental incapacity and 
combined adjusted gross income to be considered. Prohibits deduction when house- 
hold care payments made to relative residing in taxpayer's household. Requires 
husband and wife to file combined return to take advantage of deduction, and tax- 
‘@ payer must include with return name, address, social security number, and amount 
oe: paid to each recipient of expenses claimed. Reduces deduction for disabled dependents 
by amount by which individual's adjusted gross income and disability payments received

Eligible to apply for certificate if 18 years old, pay $20 fee, 
demonstrate one-year of experience before July 1, 1976, or equivalent of three 
years after. Certificate granted on passing written test and payment of $50 fee. 
Certificates expire each Dec. 31, but subject to automatic renewal on payment of 
$50 fee and timely renewal application. Sec'y Treasurer of Board to keep roster 
of applicants and those certified and to file it and report annually with Sec'y 
of State. Board authorized to remove certification after finding, in hearing, any 
of various specified grounds of moral turpitude or improper practices. Permits 
registration by out-of-stater, on waiver of service of process.

designation of zone. Comm'r to regulate pasturage and use of honeybee colonies 
in elimination zones which have been treated with pesticides. Violater guilty 
of misdemeanor punishable by fine of $50 to $1,000 and/or up to one-year 
imprisonment. Person moving regulated article into state from outside state 
_ without Comm'r's permission also guilty of misdemeanor. Appropriates $ 1 million 
' from General Fund to Dep't of Agriculture for fiscal 1975-77 for eradication

Such trustee or agent 
deemed to have full power to convey, and no person interested under trust or agency 
is entitled to claim against the property based upon instrument's description of 
trustee or agent.

Adds new GS 8-58.1 to prohibit evidence of witness' previous sexual experience 
from being admitted in hearing or trial for rape, assault with intent to commit 
rape, or crime against nature unless previous sexual experience relates to 
defendant, involves commission of crime, demonstrates wanton promiscuity, or 
has such high probative value that it outweighs witness’ right of privacy. 
Requires judge to hold in camera (private) hearing before any questions regarding 
sexual experience asked to determine admissability and to make appropriate 
findings of fact regarding what evidence will be admitted. Makes record of 
hearing and documents relating to hearing confidential and allows use only as 
necessary for appeal. Authorizes district court judge to take into account 
evidence determined to be admissable in private hearing in rendering decision 
without having testimony repeated in open court (Eriai inv district:'court is by 
judge without jury).

™ S 438 Executive Budget Act revision (Iden. H 578) GS 143 
‘2 Introducer: Crawford Sent to Appropriations 


| "To rewrtte Article 1 of Ch. 143 of the General Statutes entitled 'Fxecutive 
) Budget Act'."” Makes first substantial revision since 1929 in Executive Budget Act 
’ (originally enacted in 1925). Generally, expands authority of Advisory Budget 

| Comm'n (ABC), making it almost equal partner with Governor (ex officio Director of 
" Budget -- NC Constitution, Art. III, Sec. 5(3) mandates gubernatorial preparation 
and administration of budget without mention of ABC); reduces power or independence 
of Council of State, Treasurer and Auditor; increases General Assembly access to 
budget information; reduces non-legislative adjustments and transfers in appropri- 
ations; and conform statutes to existing practice. 

ABC membership: Makes no changes in present composition of Comm'n but 
provides that members to be appointed at beginning of each biennial session of 
General Assembly and to serve until successors appointed and qualified (now, no pro- 
visions as to term of office). Legislative appointees required to have signified 
intention to seek re-election. Provides for selection by ABC of chairman and vice- 
chairman; presiding officer to have right to vote. Requires admission of President 
and President Pro Tem of Senate, and Speaker and Speaker Pro Tem of House, to all 
ABC meetings, with right to be heard but with no vote except in absence of member 
appointed by that officer. Sets add'l compensation for chairman. ABC to be called 
into session either by Governor or chairman. 

ABC authority: Requires ABC members to attend all budget hearings (now, at 
request of Governor) and mandates that ABC "advise" Governor and "otherwise partici- 
pate in the formulation of the plan of proposed expenditures of the State Government 
and the means of financing the same."’ Provides for joint preparation of budget by 
Governor and ABC if they agree on recommendations (now, by Governor). Generally 
requires that all information now required to be submitted to Governor also be 
furnished to ABC. Requires that Governor, Council of State and ABC (now, only Governor 
and Council) approve all borrowings of money by Treasurer. Requires Governor to file 
with ABC copies of delegations by him of powers and duties under Act. 

Auditor, Treasurer, Judicial Dep't: Brings expenditures of funds by or under 
supervision of Auditor and Treasurer under Act (now, excluded), except that Auditor 
or Treasurer may take exception to ABC for resolution, with ABC decision final. ABC 
to contract with CPA not affiliated with state to audit receipts and expenditures of 
Auditor's office. Provides for preparation of budget estimates for judicial dep't 
by official designated by dep't (now by State Disbursing Officer). 

General Assembly budget: Provides for preparation of budget estimates for 
General Assembly by official designated by Assembly (now by State Disbursing Officer). 
Expenditures of funds appropriated to sata ree and its commissions or committees not 
to be subject to powers of Governor or Dep't of owas ao ae General Assembly to 
be independent of fiscal control by Governor. 

Preparation of budget: Removes references to biennial budget as well as 
specific date requirements. Eliminates specifications of date for budget hearings. 
Grants legislative Fiscal Research staff access to meetings of ABC subcommittees 
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as well as full ABC. Requires that information to be provided Goyernor also to be 
provided ABC. Provides that either Governor or ABC may require that budget request 
be submitted in accordance with schedule of priorities in "sufficient particularity." 4 
Loosely related expenditures not to be grouped into single priority item, but capital & 
improvement items, current operations items and items for permanent appropriations . 
(see below), to be intermingled. If state agency required to submit budget requests 
for more than one agency, single intermingled schedule of priorities to be submitted. 
Governor to make available to ABC and General Assembly all data received pursuant to 
these provisions. 

Requires that budget classification include certain minimal line item infor- 
mation: amounts for salaries and wages, employee fringe benefits, contractual 
services, consultants fees, supplies and equipment, data processing and computer 
services, and any other line item required by Governor (but not ABC). Budget request 
also to include estimated amounts for budgeted receipts related to programs, item- 
ized to indicate character and source of each category of receipts (for more on 
receipts see below). 

Presentation of budget to General Assembly: Splits now-required budget 
appropriation bill into four bills: (1) current operations appropriations bill; 

(2) capital improvements appropriation bill; (3) capital improvements legislative 

bond bill; and (4) capital improvements state-voted bond bill. Requires submission 
of budget documents on convening day of session, presentation of budget message and 
bills to be at time set by General Assembly. Allows Governor to withhold information 
about contents of budget until convening of General Assembly but 12 legislators (six 

from each house -- method of selection specified) to have access to budget document 
and related bills and all supporting materials so as to become familiar with recom- 
mendations, policy directions, revenue projections, basic social and economic data, 
alternatives, pertinent federal legislation and the like. Requires submission of 

minimum of 1000 copies of document (that is now the required number). } 

Makes optional rather than mandatory joint meetings of House and Senate. I) 
appropriations committees and removes requirement that such meetings be open (appar- 
ently leaving committees under general open meeting law provisions on meetings of 
legislative committees; executive sessions allowed when committee determines it is 
absolute necessity to prevent personal embarassment or is in best interest of state, 
but no final action to be taken except in open session). Gives appropriations com- 
mittees same authority to issue subpoena as now given Governor on budget matters. 

Budget transfers and changes: Places new limitations on budget transfers and 
changes: (1) no transfer or change for purpose which has been requested of but not 
funded by General Assembly, except as required or authorized by state or federal law; 
(2) no transfer or change if diversion of funds would prevent accomplishment of end 
intended by General Assembly; (3) except as provided by statute or in line item 
detail incorporated by reference in appropriations acts, no transfer or change which 
would move funds from capital improvement budget to budget for operations, or from 
budget for operations to capital improvement budget; (4) no transfer or change 
involving lapsed salary funds except for the following (and only with approval of ABC): 
terminal eee overlap in employment for training purposes, sick leave, temporary 
help, Workmen's Compensation, overtime pay, premium pay, shift differential pay, 
or longevity pay; (5) no transfer to change location of position within budget in 
order to reclassify such position, without approval of both ABC and State Personnel 
Board. 

Revises provisions on reductions in appropriations if state revenues 
insufficient to fund appropriations. If General Assembly in session and Governor 
finds that revenues on hand and estimated to be collected insufficient to pay all 
appropriations, Governor to advise General Assembly, which shall reduce and reallocate 
appropriations to ensure no overdraft in either General Fund or Highway Fund. If 
General Assembly not in session, Governor and ABC to make reductions and reallocations\s 
but not required to make reduction proportional with all appropriations.

Capital improvement changes: Requires Goyernor to file with Appropriations 
committees and with Director of Fiscal Research Division, status report on all 
previously approved capital improvement appropriations for which construction contracts 
have not been awarded; no.contract to be awarded after convening of General Assembly 
until legislature reviews circumstances and by joint resolution takes such action 
as it wishes. 

Permanent appropriations, reserves: Permits General Assembly to designate 
appropriations as permanent but prohibits spending agencies from benefiting from 
overstatement of requirements for permanent appropriations based on projections of 
enrollment, caseload, population, etc. 

Creates new reserve for contingencies and emergencies from Highway Fund, to 
parallel present contingency and emergency fund from General Fund. Governor to 
present requests for allotments out of either contingency and emergency fund to ABC 
(now, presented to Council of State). 

Expenditure of funds appropriated as reserves not to be scheduled in such 
manner as to create increased annual obligation in succeeding fiscal year. 

Agency receipts: No state spending unit to spend receipts realized in excess 
of amounts anticipated by General Assembly, except as approved by Governor with 
consent of ABC. Prohibits unit from avoiding this provision by placing unantici- 
pated receipts in capital budget or special fund. 

State grants: All requests by non-state art, music, drama, and other cultural 
organizations for grants-in-aid from state to be transmitted through Dep't of 
Cultural Resources, and no state funds to be appropriated, allotted, or expended 
until request has received favorable evaluation and recommendation by Dep't as to 
operations of requesting organization and its needs for and use of state funds. 
Governor to impound any such appropriations upon finding of failure to comply with 
directions of Auditor and Sec'y of Cultural Resources. No request for renewal of 
existing grant-in-aid to be included in recommended base (continuation) budget, but 
Dep't of Cultural Resources, with assistance of Auditor, to make new evaluation and 
recommendation. Requesting organizations may be required to furnish operating 
statements, audit reports, and other pertinent information to Dep't of Cultural 
Resources, Auditor, and General Assembly. Specifies that nothing in new provisions 
to apply: to public or private institutions of higher education. Adds similar provisions 
with respect to grants to non-state organizations concerned with health and social 
services, except that such requests and approvals to go through Dep't of Human 
Resources. 

Violations: Makes violation subject to civil penalty of either $5000 or amount 
of loss to state, whichever is greater (now limited to $250); sets criminal penalty 
as misdemeanor punishable by fine up to $5000 (no limit set now) and/or imprisonment 
(general law limits to two years); and requires removal of violating non-elected 
officer (now allowed but not required). 

Effective date: Effective July 1, 1975.

Ch. 120 to regulate ethics of candidates for public office, public officials, 
and public employees through State Ethics Comm'n and courts. Defines (1) candidate 
as person who has raised or spent money in pursuit of office, filed for election, 
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or been nominated for elective or app'tive office; (2) public official as holder 

of any office in state or local gov't; (3) public employee as person receiving 
$25,000 annual compensation from state or person who performs discretionary officia 
actions affecting economic interests of particular individuals. Forbids covered 
person to: (1) use position or information obtained therein for financial benefit 
of self, immediate family, or business; (2) accept gift (broadly defined) to 
influence official action; (3) represent another before gov't body, except in 
official capacity; (4) receive compensation within one year after leaving public 
employ for participating in case with which covered person involved during public 
employment. Requires person to file conflict-of-interest statements in specified 
situations and detailed annual financial statements, both available to public 
(including business interests of $2,500; creditors of $1,500; gifts of $100, etc.). 
Provides failure to file financial statement deemed to be withdrawal of candidacy 
for office. Creates seven-member State Ethics Comm'n appt'd by Governor (two 
each from lists of four named by Lt. Governor and Speaker of House, maximum of 
four members from one party). Provides comm'n to issue advisory opinions, accept 
and file required statements, report annually to Governor and others, investigate 
violations and set penalties. In addition to cease-and-desist and compliance 
orders issued by comm'n, provides for civil and criminal penalties and judicial 
review of comm'n action or failure to act. Sets civil penalties to be assessed A 
by comm'n at up to $1,000 fine and treble damages payable to General Fund of state; 
misdemeanor punishable by $1,000 fine and/or one year imprisonment, felony by . 
$10,000 fine and/or five years. Effective July 1, 1975.

"To restrict speed in residential districts to twenty-five mtles per hour 
unless posted otherwise." Apparent intent is to replace current 35 mph speed limit Jf 
inside municipal limits with provision indicated in title; however, bill apparently 4 
fails to take into account 1974 changes in section and removes GS 20-141(b)(2) limit 
of 55 mph on speed outside municipal limits, leaving 35 mph limit inside municipality 
unaffected.

Enacts 
Mountain Area Management Act of 1975 providing for cooperative state-local program 
of land use planning and land use management within "mountain area" of NC, defined 
as counties bounded or intersected by Blue Ridge, Great Smoky, Sauratown, Brushy 
or South Mtns., and within which there are trout waters designated by Wildlife 
Resources Comm'n. Governor to designate counties based on above standards. 

Organization-- Sets up 15-member Mountain Resources Comm'n (MRC) appointed 
by the Governor, consisting of 12 citizens interested in and expert in mountain 
area conservation and development, plus 3 at-large members; local governments to 
nominate 12. Comm'n to make regulations and policy. Also creates 54-member 
Mountain Resources Advisory Council for direct representation of local gov'ts 
in area, regional planning agencies, and six designated state dep'ts. State 
planning functions to be supervised by Dep't of Administration and controls to be 
administered and enforced by Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources. 

Land use planning-- Authorizes each mountain area county to adopt land use 
plan, consistent with objectives of Act. State to prepare guidelines for local 
plans and review (and approve) local plans. Counties may delegate plan preparation 
to lead regional organizations (LRO's) or cities. State (or LRO) will prepare plan 
for any county failing to do so. 

Land use management-- Authorizes Mountain Resources Comm'n to designate 
"areas of environmental concern", which may include areas above 4,500 feet, slopes © 
in excess of 40%, areas within specified distances of state or national park entrance 
or Blue Ridge Parkway and other important natural features. Requires permit for 
development within an area of environmental concern. Local governments to issue 
permits for "minor developments", as defined; MRC to issue permits for "major 





development.'' Enforcement shared by state and localities. 
Timing-- First hearing on designating interim areas of environmental concern 


to be held within 30-180 days after effective date of act; local land use plans to 

be completed within approximately 27 months after effective date of act; new permit 
system to be installed no later than 44 months after effective date of act. Effective 
July 1, 1975; expires June 30, 1985. (For related bill see S 468 below). 


S 468 Mountain area management funds APPROPRIATION, GS 113, LI3Am

H 597 Mountain area management funds (Iden. S 468) APPROPRIATION, GSet 43s, 
Introducer: Stevens Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate funds to implement the Mountain Area Management Act of 1975." 


Identical to S 468, digested in Bulletin No. 53, p. 420 (proposed Act is identical 
S 467 and H 596). 


H 598 Landlord and tenant obligations GS 42 
Introducer: Wade Smith Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To amend the General Statutes by enacting a Residential Safety and Responsi- 
bility for Landlords and Tenants Act." Adds new GS Ch. 42A as title indicates, 
covering all rental agreements except those primarily for agricultural purposes, at 
public or private institutions (medical, nursing, educational, etc.), in fraternal 
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and social organizations, for transient lodging, and where occupant is under contract 
to purchase. Requires person renting premises at beginning of tenancy to give tenant 
written notice of name and address of manager and owner; failure to do so subjects 
person to becoming agent-of landlord for service of process and subjects him to land- 
lord's obligations generally. Unless otherwise provided by rental agreement, rent 
payable at dwelling unit, payable at beginning of rental period, agreement is for 
month-to-month tenancy (unless agreed pay period is shorter), week-to-week tenancy 
may be terminated on seven days! written notice, and month-to-month on 30 days' 
written notice. Prohibits rental agreement from limiting obligations under act; 
allows landlord to set uniform rules for two or more rental units. 

Authorizes security deposits for: nonpayment of rent, damage to premises, 
nonfulfillment of rental period, unpaid bills which become lien on property, and 
court costs for eviction. Deposit limited to two weeks' rent if week-to-week tenancy, 
one and a half months' rent if month-to-month, and two months' rent if for term greater 
than month-to-month. Deposit use for above purposes to be itemized, balance returned 
to tenant within 30 days of end of tenancy. Nonrefundable fee for pets allowed. 

Requires landlord to comply with building, health, etc. codes, make necessary 
repairs, maintain utilities and appliances; obligation not affected by tenant's 
acceptance of landlord's failure to meet obligation. Tenant's obligation to pay rent 
mutually dependent on these obligations of landlord. Requires tenant to keep premises 
safe and clean, dispose of garbage, not damage premises, etc. Authorizes enforcement 
of obligations by civil action, awarding of damages, and awarding of attorney's fees 
if noncompliance willful; also allows equitable relief and prohibits dispossession 
by other than judicial process. Prohibits landlord from raising rent, decreasing 
services, etc. because tenant has complained to governmental agency, has requested 
compliance with act, or has joined tenant's organization. If running water, electri- 
city, heat, or bathroom sanitary services provided by landlord are interrupted by 
landlord's negligence, tenant may on 48 hours written notice have repairs made and 
deduct cost from rent, find substitute housing and avoid rental obligation, or term- 
inate agreement (48 hour delay not required if landlord's actions willful). 

Authorizes tenant to have eviction proceeding removed from magistrate and heard 
in district court unless proceeding is for holding over after end of term. If notified, 
tenant to pay rent to clerk while action pending; failure to do so can result in land- 
lord being put in possession of premises. 

Effective July 1, 1975; applicable to rental agreements entered, renewed, etc. 
after that date.

S 471 Ethics act for public officers—2 Me TeSHtO Ou TAT iho 163 
Introducer: Jernigan . Sent to State Gov't 


"Concerning ethites of public offtctals." Enacts various provisions concerning 
conflicts of interests and financial disclosure by public officers, including all 
state elected officials, and salaried state employees but excluding legislators, 
judges, officers and employees of local gov't and schools, employees whose salary 
fixed by UNC Board of Governors. Enacts similar provisions for members of following 
boards and comm'ns: Banking Comm'n, Advisory Budget Comm'n, Board of Elections, 

Board of Education, Environmental Management Comm'n, Land Conservancy board of trustees, 
Milk Comm'n, Ports Authority, Board of Transportation, UNC Board of Governors, and 
Ethics Comm'n. 

Prohibits giving or receiving gift, favor, etc. with understanding that will 
affect officer in discharge of duties, using confidential information for personal 
or relatives' financial gain, representing client before state comm'n, entering con- 
tract with state agency involving $1000 in state funds unless competitive bidding 
followed. Prohibitions generally apply to members of officer's immediate family and 
business in which he is officer or owner or has interest of $5000; restrictions also 
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applicable to client who does $5000 worth of business with officer. Requires officer 
to prepare written statement of any potential conflict of interest when required to 
take action affecting his interests; copy to be delivered to Ethics Comm'n, action ~ 

not to be taken unless approved by superior as defined in act. Provides essentially 
same restrictions for board and comm'n members. Prohibits former members or employee 
of regulatory agency from representing clients before agency for three years after ~ 
leaving. 


to file statement of economic interests with Ethics Comm'n. Requires statement also § 
from all officers with salary of $20,000 or more, board and comm'n members. State- 
ment to include business directorships, real estate holdings and value, creditors 
to whom over $5000 owed, business interests of person and family, sources of income 
over $5000. Statement required within 10 days of notice of candidacy, within 30 days 
of appointment, within 120 days of effective date of act for current officers; failur 
to do so (for new officers warning period also given) to result in withholding of pay 
Requires annual updating of statement. 
Creates five-member Ethics Comm'n to enforce act, in office of Sec'y of State, 
Two members, one person covered by act and one public member, to be app'ted by Govern 
one public member each to be app'ted by Lt. Governor, Speaker, Attorney General. & 
Comm'n to employ executive director, other employees, set salaries. Comm'n to set 
forms, publish manual, receive information, make information available to public for 
copying cost, issue advisory opinions, investigate complaints. Notice to be given 
individual of investigation, with right to hearing, to present evidence, cross- 
examine, etc. Authorizes Comm'n to forward complaints to Attorney General for pro- 
secution, recommend disciplinary action to officer's superior. Violation, of act 
general misdemeanor (two years and/or fine). Contracts in violation of act void; 
if state funds already expended violator personally liable for such funds. Effective 
September 1, 1975. f 


S 473 Vehicle, boat sales tax limit off GS 105 
Introducer: Kirby Sent to Finance

Amends Ch. 242 of Private Laws of 1939 to per- 
mit Asheville City Council to establish by ordinance new pension plan for police 
and fire dep'ts and to provide that new entrants into pension plan not participate 
in old plan; members of old plan granted one year within which to withdraw from old 
plan, removing prior contributions, and enter new. 


S 500 Asheboro liquor election RANDOLPH 
Introducers: Walker, Vickery Sent to Alcohol Control 


"To authorize the qualtfted voters of the City of Asheboro to determine 
whether or not wine and malt beverages may legally be sold and whether or not 
aleoholte beverage control stores may legally be operated tn satd ctty." Authorizes 
Asheboro City Council to conduct municipal election on own motion (but mandates 
election on petition of 15% of voters) no earlier than Jan. 1, 1976, on wine and 
beer sales and establishment of alcoholic beverage control stores. If affirmative 
vote, three members city board of alcoholic control to be appointed by mayor and 
city council. Net profits to be spent, 75% to Asheboro general fund, 15% for 
charitable causes or city improvements, and 10% for law enforcement and rehabilitation | 
within city. . 


S 505 Dobson charter revision SURRY 
Introducer: Marion Sent to Local Gov't 


"To revise and consolidate the charter of the town of Dobson and to repeal 
prtor charter acts." As title indicates; adopts existing corporate boundaries. 
Five-member board elected at large for four-year terms, mayor to be elected to two- 
year term and vote only in event of tie, with elections according to general law. 
Provides for appointment by board of attorney, clerk, tax collector, budget officer, 
finance officer. Allows assessment for side-walk improvements or repairs without 
petition and assessment to both sides of street regardless of side or sides paved. 
Grants police jurisdiction within three miles of town limits and on all town 
property regardless of location. Authorizes ABC store election on motion of comm'rs; 
required on petition of 15% of voters. If stores approved, profits to go to general 
fund (704), law enforcement (20%), and parks (10%). Tort claims to be presented in 
writing to board within 90 days and sued on within 12 months; inverse condemnation, 
ejectment, clear title within two years; Notice: writing to board required.

S 501 Pesticide Procedure Amendments GS, 143, 106 
Introducer: White Sent to Agriculture 


"To amend the North Carolina Pesticide Law of 1971 to clarify and simplify 
tts provistons concerning regtstratton of pesticides and licensing of pesticide 
consultants, dealers and appltcators.' Amends GS 143-442(a) to specify January 
1 as deadline for annual renewal of pesticide registrations. Adds to GS 143-442 
new subsection (h) to authorize registration of pesticides for experimental use, 
including to control wild bird or animal populations not yet declared unprotected 
by Wildlife Resources Comm'n. Adds to GS 143-443(b) prohibition against use of any 
pesticide contrary to its label. Amends GS 143-449(a) and 453(a) to delete exper- 
ience requirements for licensing of dealers and ground applicators. Amends GS 143- 
451(a) and 456(a) to authorize Pesticide Board to suspend licenses for not longer 
than 30 (now 10) days, and to specify presenting false information as grounds for 
suspension or revocation of license or denial of application. Amends GS 143-453(c) 
(2) to authorize applicator license renewal exams quadrennially or more frequently 
if found by Board to be necessary for federal program approval. Amends GS 143-455(b) 
to delete experience requirement for consultant licenses, and to authorize Board 
to classify consultant licenses and set qualifications for each classification. 
Rewrites definition of "pesticide applicators" in GS 143-460(29) to include persons 
owning or managing pesticide application business which applies pesticides on lands 
of another; private golf course operators; seed treaters; persons engaged in 
demonstration or research pest control; and other persons acting as pesticide appli- 
cators. Exempts from the definition person who uses or supervises use of 
pesticides: (1) only to produce agricultural commodities on property owned or 
rented by him or his employer; and/or (2) only (if applied without compensation 
other than trading of personal services between farmers) on the property of 
another. Also continues exemption of persons regulated by Structural Pest Control 
Law. Effective July 1, 1975, except that amendments to GS 143-455(b) effective 
tangary, 1, 1976. 


S 502 Structural pest control changes GS 106 
Introducer: White Sent to Agriculture 


"To amend the North Caroltna Structural Pest Control Law to provide for 
certified appltcators and for related purposes." Amends GS 106-65.25 to require 
that all structural pest control (SPC) applicators who use restricted-use pesticides 
(including currently exempted persons using restricted-use pesticides on their own 
property and government employees) to qualify as certified applicators for the phase 
or phases of SPC work they perform or to work under the supervision of certified 
applicator; persons demonstrating, or conducting field research with, restricted- 
use pesticides covered; persons conducting lab research, MD's and veterinarians 
exempted. Rewrites GS 106-65.26 and 106-65.27 to spell out procedure for obtain- 
ing identification card as certified applicator, upon demonstration of practical 
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knowledge through written exam and (as appropriate) performance testing. Provides 
for fees as follows: $10 per phase in which examined for exam, $30 for issuance 
or renewal of annual identification card, $5 for replacement of lost card, and $5 
for late filing; fees not to apply to federal, state or local agencies. 

Amends GS 106-65.23 to provide for "program" (rather than ''division") of 
SPC, with SPC employee (now, "director'') serving as secretary to SPC Committee. 
Amends GS 106-65.23 to provide for members of SPC Committee to receive per diem 
and travel expenses as provided for members of occupational licensing boards by 
GS 93B-5 (now, set by GS 106-65.23 at $20 per diem and 8 cents per mile mileage). 

Adds to GS 106-65.28 authority for SPC Committee to suspend license for paying 
or offering to pay rebate for referral of SPC work. Adds to GS 106-65.31 prohibi- | 
tion against advertising or contracting for SPC services in name different than 
shown on license or identification card. Adds GS 106-65.37 to authorize SPC Committe 
to require licensee or certified applicators to furnish proof of financial respon- 
sibility by liability insurance or other acceptable means. 

Makes conforming changes in various sections of act. Effective July 1, 1976

Rewrites GS 90-21.4 and 
90-21.5 to protect physicians, dentists, or their designates from civil or criminal 
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liability for non-negligent treatment of minors without parent or guardian's 
consent when either (1) treatment given in good faith reliance on minor's 
representations or (2) health problem involves prevention, diagnosis or treat- 
ment of veneral or other communicable disease, pregnancy, alcohol or drug abuse, 
or psychological disturbance. Prohibits treating physician, etc. from notifying 
parents of minor of treatment of named diseases or conditions without minor's 
consent. Allows treatment without consent of minor when (1) minor physically or 
mentally incapable of consent (2) no known person stands in loco parentis and 
(3) in judgment of one rendering treatment (after consultation with another when 
reasonably available) delay would substantially increase risk to life, health, 
welfare or prolong suffering. Provides physician, dentists etc. not required to 
render non-emergency treatment to minors and that minor consenting to treatment 
obligates self and his insurance company if any for payment.

House Committee on University Trustees and Senate Higher Education Committee, in 
joint session, to nominate at least two candidates for each opening in each category 
of seats on Board, to screen nominees, and to place nominations before joint session 
of General Assembly. At joint session, floor opened for further nominations; joint 
session dissolved when that completed. Nominations grouped into four categories-— 
women, minority races, Republicans, and at large. Number of nominees must be at 
least twice number of places to be filled in each category. Ballot to be prepared 
for Senate and senators to mark ballot as follows: no person in women's category, 
one in minority race category, one in Republican category and three in at-large 
category. Nominee must receive majority vote to be elected; procedures set out 
for run-off. After Senate elects members, ballot to be prepared for House and 
representatives to vote as follows: one person in women's category, one in minority 
race category, none in Republican category, and three in at-large category. House . 
follows same procedure for election as Senate. When election process complete, 
chairman of two General Assembly committees to notify Sec'y of UNC Board of 
Governors of names and categories of those elected.

S 598 Adulterate grain made crime GS 106, 14, APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: White Sent to Agriculture 


"To make 1t a criminal offense to adulterate grains meant for human or 
animal consumptton." Makes it misdemeanor punishable by $500-$2,500 fine and/or 
6 months imprisonment, to knowingly sell, offer to sell, or deliver to commercial 
outlet adulterated grain (other than for planting). Specifically lists numerous 
substances that would constitute adulteration. Requires Comm'r of Agriculture to 
furnish signs to commercial outlets calling attention to this law and penalties; 
appropriates $5,000 from General Fund for printing and distribution in fiscal 
1975-76. Requires owner of outlet to post sign in conspicuous place, but absence 
of sign to be no defense to prosecution. Effective July 1, 1975, but forbids 
prosecution of violations occurring before Sept. 1, 1975. 


S 599 TB inmates under Correction Dep't GS 1300813 a heouela3 8 
Introducer : Gudger Sent to Corrections 


"To place tubercular tnmates and health law violators under the control of 
the Department of Correction." Repeals Art. 1], GS Ch. 131 (Sanatorium for Tubercular 
Prisoners) which established sanitorium under Dep't of Human Resources and specified 
responsibilities of Human Resources and Correction dep'ts with respect thereto. 
Rewrites final three paragraphs of GS 130-114 (relating to treatment of TB patients 
convicted of refusal to accept hospitalization or to safeguard others) to provide 
for imprisonment in special facilities operated by Dep't of Correction adjacent 
to McCain Hospital (now, prison division of NC Sanitorium); sentence may be suspended 
on consent to hospitalization in State or federal sanitorium or general hospital 
(now, county or state sanitorium). Sec'y of Correction or agent (now, associate 
sup't of sanitorium) may discharge or transfer to State sanitorium or VA hospital. 
Deletes requirement that county of legal residence to pay for indigent or welfare 
patients. Effective July 1, 1975. 





S 600 Criminal speedy trials-2 GS 15A 
Introducer: M. Smith Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To insure the speedy trial of persons charged with criminal offenses." 
Rewrites Art. 35, Speedy Trial, of GS Chapter 15A effective January 1, 1976. 
Requires district attorney in criminal case, after consultation with defense 
counsel, to set trial for day certain or list it on weekly or other short-term 
calendar. If no mutually agreeable date can be set, district attorney must 
petition presiding judge to set day certain for trial-within prescribed limits. 
Sets 120-day limit for commencement of trial during first two years of act's 
effect, and 90-day limit thereafter. Apparently makes time limits applicable 
to total time awaiting trial when charges are dropped and then those or related 
charges are reinitiated (though period during which charges are dropped is not 
counted). Sets 60-day limit for retrying defendant after mistrial or order of 
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judge for new trial (though another section states limit of 120 days for the 
first two years--and a 60-day limit thereafter). Imposes same limits for retrial 
following appeal or collateral attack, except court retrying case is granted 
authority to extend limit to 180 days. Excludes following from time limits: 
(1) delay caused by other enumerated proceedings against the defendant (including 
a period up to 30 days during which proceeding concerning the defendant "is 
actually under advisement"); (2) delay during period of deferred prosecution 
(under written agreement approved by court) to allow defendant to demonstrate 
good conduct; (3) delay resulting from absence or unavailability of defendant 
or an essential witness; (4) delay resulting from mental or physical disability 
of defendant; (5) delay during a period in which charges were dropped; (6) delay, 
for "reasonable period", when defendant is to be tried with another defendant on 
whom the limit has not run, and severance has not been granted; (7) delay during 
a continuance if the judge specifically determines and sets forth on the record 
reason for finding that ends of justice are served by granting continuance and 
outweigh best interest of public and defendant in a speedy trial (but prohibits 
such continuance based on general congestion of court's calendar, lack of diligent 
preparation, or failure to obtain available witnesses by district attorney). If 
defendant pleads guilty or nolo contendere and later withdraws plea, the time 
limit apparently begins running afresh on day the order permitting withdrawal 
becomes final. Specifies procedure if charged defendant is currently serving 
a term of imprisonment in penal institution. Provides that if court sessions 
in county are limited to extent that time limits cannot be reasonably met, 
defendant may request trial in another county in judicial district; if not, the 
defendant must be tried at the next court term held in the county of original 
venue. Authorizes, after second year, judge to dismiss charge against defendant 
for breach of time limit--with or without prejudice. Sets out factors for judge 
to consider in determining action to take. Provides for penalties to be exacted 
from attorneys who wilfully commit enumerated acts tending to undermine speedy 
trials, including monetary penalties. States that "the time limitation" of the 
act to take effect January 1, 1978 (apparently intending to refer only to the 
permanent 60- or 90-day time limits, and not the 120-day limits specifically set 
during the first two years).

"To rattfy, approve, confirm and validate all proceedings taken by the 
governing boards of untts of local government tn connection wtth the authorization 
of bonds of satd units."

Amends Section 9 of Ch. 280 of 
Private Laws of 1905 to remove requirement that directors of company be 
stockholders. 





H 756 Larceny ungathered crops punishment CLEVELAND 
Introducers: Falls and Hunt of Cleveland Sent to [Local Gov't 1 


"To amend G.S. 14-78 to provide larceny of ungathered erops shall be 
puntshable by a fine of not less than two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00), provided 
that thts act shall apply only to Cleveland @unty." Amends GS 14-78 to provide for 
minimum fine of $250 in Cleveland County for violation of statute forbidding larceny 
of ungathered crops. Effective 30 days after ratification.

Amends Ch. 1046, SL 
1963 (Wilmington Charter) by deleting power of City Council (1) to prevent 
dangerous construction of chimneys, fireplaces, hearths, stoves, stovepipes, 
etc.; (2) prevent nuisances on account of dense smoke from boilers or furnaces; 
(3) to define nuisances and to abate them and punish their authors; (4) to 
establish incinerators to provide for removal of filth, carcasses of dead 
animals, etc.; (5) to require owners and tenants to keep premises in cleanly 
condition; (6) to regulate burying of dead in Wilmington. Deletes section 
requiring payment of bonds and coupons at place designated in ordinance 
authorizing issuance of bonds. Excuses Council members from voting on matters 
involving their own official conduct or their financial interests. Changes 
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one-year state residency for voting eligibility to 30 days and reduces voting 
age from 21 to 18. Removes requirement that treasurer attest ordinances and 
reSolutions. Removes prohibition against examining applicants for fire and 
police dep't positions concerning political or religious opinions or affiliations. 
Deletes section setting out powers and duties of county health board. Removes 
prohibition against special assessment of railroad company lands and rights of 
way.

Introducer: Wm. Smith Sent to Local Gov't 


"To amend Chapter 26 of the Private Laws of 1937, as amended, to provtde 
that the Firemen's Penston Fund of Wilmtngton shall be administered by the 
Pension Board of the City of Wilmington." Amends Section 1 of Ch. 26 of Private 
Laws of 1937 to transfer authority to administer Wilmington Firemen's Pension 
Fund from Board of Trustees for Firemen's Pension Fund to Wilmington Pension 
Board. Designates city finance director as clerk and treasurer of fund. Makes 
necessary conforming changes in title of Private Law. 


S 609 Wilmington employee retire board NEW HANOVER 
Introducer: Wm. Smith Sent to Local Gov't 


"To amend Chapter 995 of the 1963 Session Laws to provide for the 
appointment or election of a rettrement board for employees of the City of 
Wilmington."

Introducer: Strickland Sent to Higher Education 


"To rewrite G.S. 116-143.1 concerning residence for tuition purposes." 
Amends GS 116-143.1 (1) to define "legal resident" and "resident for tuition 
purposes;" (2) to define institution of higher education to include community 
colleges and technical institutes as well as UNC; (3) to specifically provide 
types of evidence that student may use to attempt to rebut presumption that 
residence of parents is residence of student also; and (4) to provide that spouses 
not presumed residents of states in which their husbands or wives residents, but 
fact of marriage and place of domicile of husband or wife relevant evidence to 
be considered in determining domiciliary intent (now, residence of wife is that 
of her husband). Upon becoming legal resident (domiciled in state), spouses 
not required to wait until beginning of next succeeding academic period to be 
entitled to in-state tuition rates, but to accede to benefit of spouses’ immediately 
precedent duration as legal resident to satisfy the 12-month durational requirement.

"To amend Article 21 of Chapter 58 of the General Statutes to allow a 
broader latitude in investment of securities and provide for other lines of 
insurance."

"To amend the laws relating to criminal procedure." Generally, adds 
entirely new subchapters to present GS Ch. 15A (dealing mainly with pretrial 
criminal procedure) to replace much existing law on trial procedure, sentenci 
and corrections procedure, and criminal appeals and replaces present Ch. 5 
(Contempt) with new Ch. 5A. Many provisions codify or recodify existing 
statutes, case law, or practice. 


GENERAL TRIAL PROCEDURES 


Maintenance of order in the courtroom:. Authorizes trial judge to 
maintain courtroom order by: (1) ordering restraint of defendant or 
witness; (2) ordering, after warning, removal of disruptive defendant; 
(3) ordering witnesses or spectators removed from courtroom; (4) limit- 
ing access to courtroom; and (5) ordering persons in courtroom to be 
inspected for weapons. If action taken against defendant, provides for 
record entries, instructions to jury, procedure to acquaint defendant with 
trail happenings, and opportunity for return to courtroom upon assurance 
of good behavior. 

Mistrial. Codifies grounds for mistrial: (1) for prejudice to 
defendant--judge may declare mistrial in discretion or upon motion of,or 
with concurrence of,defendant if prejudice to defendant; (2) 
for prejudice to state--if prejudice to state's case caused by juror, 
defendant, his lawyer, or someone acting for defendant; (3) for impos- 
sibility of proceeding--if impossible for trial to proceed in conformity 
with law or if jury cannot agree on verdict. Provides for multiple 
defendant cases and for procedures following mistrial. 


TRIAL IN SUPERIOR COURT 


Right to trial by jury. Codifies current law concerning jury. trialem 

Selecting and impaneling the jury. States grounds for challenges 
to (1) jury panel and (2) individual jurors for cause——-changes include ~ 
disqualification for: relationship by blood or marriage to defendant 
within sixth degree (now, by case law, relation by blood within ninth 
degree); having formed or expressed opinion on defendant's guilt or 
innocence of defendant forbids eliciting that opinion);being charged with 
felony; being unable as matter of conscience to render verdict in 
accordance with law, despite facts (now, only applies in capital cases). 
Retains number of peremptories, but reduces them for alternate jurors 
to one per juror (now, two). Codifies procedure for selecting jury— 
state picks 12 jurors before giving them to defense, with state always 
examining replacement jurors first; judge may direct that jurors be 
sequestered and selected one at a time, with each first passed by state. 
Adds procedure for reopening examination of juror before jury is impaneled — 
if it is discovered he made an incorrect statement on voir dire; modifies 
procedure for challenging as prerequisite for appeal after peremptories 
challenges used (written renewal challenge); and provides renewal of 
challenge procedure for possible restoration of peremptory challenge. 
specifies procedure to be used in impaneling jury when selected. 

Criminal jury trial in superior court. States order of pro- 
ceedings . New provisions include arraignment out of presence of jurors, 
with judge to inform jurors of basic facts, and authorization for opening a 
Statements. Adds procedure for judge to disqualify self or on motion of E 
party; states procedure if judge dies or disabled. When judge excludes 
witnesses from courtroom, in discretion, states two exceptions: (1) 
prosecutor may select one witness to remain in courtroom to assist him; 
and (2) parent or guardian of minor child may remain in courtroom. No 
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need to renew motion for dismissal for insufficiency of evidence (now 
nonsuit) to preserve right to appeal, but retains rule that review on all 
evidence during trial. Allows juror note-taking only with consent of 
parties. Provides jury-view procedure, including taking of evidence at 
site of view. Codifies legal and ethical limitations on arguments to 
jury (no abuse, injecting personal experiences, personal opinion on 
evidence or guilt, or argument on matters outside record--but allows 
attorney on basis of analysis of evidence to argue any position or 
conclusion as to a matter in issue). Provides for tendering of written 
jury instructions and for recorded conference, on request of party, in 
which judge tells parties of intended instructions; sets out procedure 
for additional instructions and for reviewing evidence after jury 
retires and for instructions to deadlocked jury. States rule for taking 
evidence to jury room. Provides for written verdicts signed by foreman, 
jury-polling procedure, and procedure and basis for impeachment of 
verdict. States rules for recording trial proceedings. Authorizes 
judge to appoint (compensated) standby counsel if judge permits defendant 
to represent self (and sets out basis for permitting this). 


DISPOSITION OF DEFENDANTS 


Defendants acquitted for insanity. Authorizes trial judge to 


initiate involuntary commitment proceedings for defendant found not guilty 
by reason of insanity and to order temporary restraint pending hearing. 

Authorizes obtaining presentence report 
either by investigation by probation officer or by commitment to Department 
of Correction for study. Requires report to be either written, on record, 
or with counsel present.

Sentencing. Directs sentencing hearing. May be held by judge 
who orders presentence report in other county or district, with record 
forwarded to clerk where trial held. Prohibits stiffer sentence on 
resentence after appellate review. 

} Probation. Suggests that judge first consider probation for con- 
victed offender. Provides for both supervised and unsupervised probation. 
Probationary period not to exceed five years and subject to early termination 
by judge. Suspended prison sentence required as incident of probation 
and mandatory review of probation required at three-year point. Authorizes 
probationer to challenge legality of condition for which probation revoked 
even if failed to challenge upon condition's imposition. Permits judge to 
limit to himself authority to change unsupervised probation. Specifies 
permissible conditions of probation, including searches by probation. 
officers. Establishes procedure for altering and revoking probation, 
including venue, responses to violation (including alteration through 
lengthening period or changing conditions), Authorizes special probation, 
similar, in substance to that provided by S 110, digested in Bulletin no.

Authorizes 
early termination of parole, and modification of conditions. Violation may 
result in continuation, modification, or revocation and reimprisonment for 
unserved term less time spent on parole or six months, whichever greater. 
Establishes procedures for revoking after parole period. Establishes allow- 
able conditions of parole including search provision similar to that for 
probationer. Sets out procedures for arrest in hearing and parole violation, ~ 
including a preliminary hearing and revocation hearing. Examiner at hearing 
may be Department of Correction employee only if member of Parole Commission 
or employed solely as hearing examiner. Authorizes appeal from parole 
revocation and the provisions of Administrative Procedure Act. 






POST TRIAL CORRECTION OF ERRORS 


Motion for appropriate relief. Establishes procedures for “motion 
for appropriate relief" which consolidates previous motions in arrest of 
judgment, to set aside verdict, for new trial, for post conviction proceedings, 
and coram nobis. Authorizes trial judge to grant motion for appropriate 


relief within ten days after judgment (at any time if grounds for a motion 
based on various specified reasons dealing with constitutional or juris- 
dictional defects). Authorizes state to use motion in order to have sen- 
tence imposed following prayer for judgment continued or to initate pro- 
ceedings to modify sentence. Specifies release available in response to 
motion: new trial, dismissal, or other. Permits guilty plea by defendant 
to lesser offense following granting of relief, if appropriate. Motions 
for appropriate relief allowed in appellate division for those grounds to 
which ten-day limit does not apply. Appellate division may remand for 
hearing. Specifies grounds for denial of motion for appropriate relief, 
including: failure to make motion at time other than during ten-day limit; 
that issue is previously determined; that issue not raised on previous 
appeal when available. Specifies procedures for filing motion, including 
when written filing required, supporting affidavits, and hearings. 


Appeals from district court division.--Provides appeal from magistrate 


by trian de novo before district court judge and appeal from district court 
judge by trial de novo in superior court. Specifies procedures, including 
ten-day period from judgment to file appeal. Compliance with judgment 
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does not waive appeal. Specifies grounds for appeal by state when criminal 
charges have been dismissed, with court either to affirm judgment or order 
proceedings in lower court reinstated. 

Appeal. Specifies grounds for which appellate division may correct 
errors, including lack of jurisdiction, error in the pleading, insufficiency 
of evidence, errors in procedure or constitutional infirmity. Provides that 
relief to be granted only if substantial prejudice shown and that constitutional 
violation is substantially prejudicial unless found harmless beyond reason- 
able doubt. Allows appeal by state any time criminal charges dismissed, 
unless double jeopardy rule prohibits. Appeal allowed when timely objection 
made. Does not require formal exceptions. Post trial motion is not pre- 
requisite to asserting error on appeal,Authorizes assertion on appeal, of 
following regardless of objection in trial division: lack of jurisdiction, 
failure to state crime, insufficient evidence, constitutional violation, 
admission of evidence from person claimed at trial to be not qualified, 
evidence from objected line of questioning, and so on. Specifies various 
kinds of relief appellate court may grant and circumstances in which it may 
do so. Specifies procedures for appeal, including period of ten days to 
file appeal following judgment or decision on post-trial motion. Provides 
method of giving notice of appeal. ._ Does not require security for costs on 
appeal and permits stay of sentence. Establishes procedures for executing 
sentence on withdrawal of appeal and provides for lower court to continue 
to act on bail during appeal.

Introducer: Lilley Sent to Wildlife 


"To prevent killing cougars and to establish a penalty for violation." 
Amends GS 113-87 to add cougars to list of animals which may not be legally killed 
unless animal committing depredations. Adds new GS 113-109(g) to provide penalty of 
at least $500 fine or at least six months imprisonment, or both, for killing or 
attempting to kill cougar. 


H 914 Nursing home payment, funds (Iden. S 725) APPROPRIATION, GS 108 
Introducer: Harris Sent to Appropriations 


"To tnerease the maxtmum allowable payment to skilled nurstng homes from 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) a day to thirty-two ($32.00) a day."

"To regulate tndtviduals and organtzattons engaged tn charttable public 
soltettattons." Amends Art. 3 of GS Ch. 108 to require licensing of charitable 
solicitation. Exempts religious organizations, accredited educational institutions, 
charitable organizations that do not solicit more than $2,000 per year or receive 
contributions from more than ten persons per year, hospital organizations licensed 
pursuant to Art. 13A of GS Ch. 131, veterans' organizations, nonprofit community 
clubs with at least 25 members and dues of at least $5 per member, and unpaid persons 
requesting contributions for relief of named individual not exceeding $2,000 in six- 
month period. Exempts from provisions of act organizational membership dues where 
membership confers right, privilege, or other direct benefit to member, blood dona- 
tion, and gift made under Uniform Anatomical Gift Act. 

Authorizes Dep't of Human Resources to issue licenses to charitable organiza- 
tions professional fund-raising counsel and professional solicitors. Creates . 
Committee on Charitable Organizations consisting of Sec'y of Human Resources plus 
six members ,appointed by Governor to represent public solicited and charitable organi- 
zations, serving four-year staggered terms; committee to recommend licensing regula- 
tions to Social Services Comm'n. Provides procedure for application for license, 
including submission of audited balance sheet and statement of methods of solicitation. 
Dep't to issue license if application conforms to regulations, but Social Services 
u Comm'n may investigate upon request. License to be denied if applicant engaged in 
_ fraud or if fund-raising expenses exceeded 35% of funds raised in previous year. 
| Social Services Comm'n to issue license to professional fund-raising counsel and 
f solicitors. Disqualifies persons convicted of felony or crime involving moral turpitude.

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Requires $5,000 bond. Provides procedure for denial, suspension, and revocation 
of licenses. 

Prohibits agreement by charitable organization to pay more than 15% of money 
raised to professional solicitor. Requires that when Sec'y aware that unlicensed 
charitable organization subject to act is soliciting in state, he publish appropriate 
warning to public. 

Makes violation of prohibited acts misdemeanor subject to $100 to $500 fine 
or six months' imprisonment for first offense, and $500 to $1,000 or one year 
imprisonment for subsequent offense.

"Adding to Article 2A of Chapter 45 provtstons relating to nottce and hearing 
prior to mortgage foreclosure sales." Amends and renumbers GS 45-21.16A to require 
that notice of sale describe instrument pursuant to which sale to be held and 
identify original mortgagors and recording data. If record owner different from 
original mortgagors, record owner as of at least 10 days before posting of notice to 
be identified. Requires description of property to be sold to be such as to inform 
public of what is being sold (now, description in instrument sufficient) and to 
identify any property described in instrument which is not being sold. Adds new 
GS 45-21.16 and GS 45-21.17 to require notice in writing to record owner and oppor- 
tunity for hearing. Provides for requests for copies of notice, to be recorded 
and either indexed or noted on face of security instrument. No party to attack 
foreclosure on grounds of failure to be mailed notice unless action brought before 
confirmation of sale (if sale to other than secured party) or within six months and 
before sale of propvertv to bona fide purchaser for value (if sale to secured 
party).

Amends GS 7A-304 to provide that court costs in superior and district 
court to be doubled for convicted defendant who failed to appear in response to 
citation or summons on one or more occasions. Also allows fee for officers’ 
benefit and retirement fund to be charged both before magistrate and in district 
court (now, only charged once). Amends GS 15A-301(a) to require citations and 
summons to state that failure to appear in district court at time set will result 
in doubled costs if convicted. Effective Oct. 1, 1975, except for amendment to 
GS 15A-301(a), which becomes effective 90 days after effective date of new GS Ch. 15:

"To amend Chapter 130 of the General Statutes so as to require marking and 
labeling of aerosol spray cans sold or exposed or offered for sale in North Carolina. 
Adds new Art. 30 to GS Ch. 130 to require specified warning label (cross bones and 
skull included) on any aerosol can offered for sale which uses fluorinated hydro- 
carbons as propellants. Stick-on labels permitted on cans in retail stores on

"To declare the Bicentennial Barge Foundation, Incorporated, a nonprofit 
corporation, to be under the patronage and control of the State of North Carolina, 
and to appropriate funds for operations of same." Creates 30-member North Carolina 
Bicentennial Barge Foundation, Inc., board of directors, with 20 members specified 
in bill. Governor to appoint 10 other members. Five honorary members designated:

Appropriates 
up to $2.5 million from General Fund (presumably to Foundation, though this not 
specified) for construction of pavilion, and $300,000 for operating expenses for one 
year (provided Foundation matches operating expenses from other sources). Appropri- 
ations to be reduced by amounts raised by Foundation in excess of $300,000. Provides 
that gifts to Foundation to be exempt from all taxes.

Makes it misdemeanor (punishable by 6 months and/or $10,000 fine) 
to intentionally, knowingly or willfully violate any provision of or regulation 
adopted pursuant to Part 4. Prohibits double prosecution in state and federal 
court based on same actions. Effective July 1, 1975.

‘committed between Jan. 18, 1973 and April 8, 1974, effective date of statute. 
Establishes.following procedure for reviewing death sentences imposed for convictions 
of rape committed during that period: (1) if verdict and death sentence sustained 
on appeal, defendant may apply to presiding trial judge or, if trial judge un- 
available, to resident superior court judge in district where trial held, for 
determination of whether sufficient evidence of first degree rape as now defined 
by GS 14-21 existed to submit case to jury. Judge to use trial transcript, 
independent investigation, and counselstarguments and briefs in reaching determination; 
indigent defendant entitled to counsel for one such application if otherwise entitled 
under Art. 36, Ch. 7A; (2) if determination negative, judge to schedule hearing and 
take evidence for re-sentencing; (3) judge to vacate death sentence and sentence 
defendant as if convicted of second-degree rape; (4) no right of appeal from judge's 
determination to state supreme court, only review upon petition of certiorari; 

(5) re-sentenced defendant to be allowed credit for time in custody awaiting execution.

"Extending the Commission on Senteneing, Criminal Puntshment and Rehabtlita-~ 
tion." Redesignates Comm'n on Sentencing established by 1973 General Assembly as 
Comm'n on Correctional Programs and grants comm'n responsibility to develop long- 
range policy recommendation setting forth coordinated state policy on correctional 7 
programs. Requires Comm'n to personally inspect rehabilitative programs currently 
in operation, to study work release, study release, educational programs, drug and 
retardation treatment, and recreational programs. Also directs Comm'n to study 
physical facility needs and requirements.

"To amend G.S. 66-84 so as to tnelude Johnston County under Arttcle 17, 
Chapter 66 "Closing-out sales." As title indicates, act governs sales advertised 
as going out of business, liquidation, etc.

If 
vote favors future nonpartisan elections, same to be conducted pursuant to GS 163- 
294, and Ch. 841, SL 1973 (which sets up present partisan elections) to be repealed. 


H 946 Condemnation’ for flood control (Iden. S 752) MECKLENBURG 
Introducers: Lawing, Bissell, Cobb, Foster, Sent to focal Gov't 1 
Helms, Mathis, Spoon, Tison 


"Relating to certain drainage flood control and open space projects and to 
the exercise of the power of eminent domain in Mecklenburg County." Grants power 


of eminent domain to Mecklenburg for purposes of establishing, extending, improving 
drainage, flood control and open space projects specifically referred to in act as 
McAlpine Greenway Project and drainage and flood control projects along creeks and 


water courses. Authorizes county to use Ch. 40, Ch. 136 or Ch. 160A condemnation 
procedures for this purpose.

Makes it lawful to operate raffles, bingo and skilo games in Mecklenburg 
County in connection with fairs, b@%zaars sponsored by churches, charitable, political 
and educational groups. Repeals Ch. 650, SL 1945, which made bingo lawful. 


S 751 Charlotte hotel tax, gross receipts MECKLENBURG 
Introducer: Moore Sent to Finance 


"To authorize the Ctty of Charlotte to levy a privtlege tax on hotels and 
motels measured by gross recetpts from room rentals." Authorizes Charlotte to 
collect privilege license tax at rate not in excess of 5% of gross receipts from 
rental of any room in hotel or motel. Exempts from tax, gross receipts derived 
from rental of room to same person for period of 90 consecutive days or more. (Now, 
cities may levy tax not in excess of $1 per room). Effective Jan. 1, 1976. 


S 752 Condemnation for flood control (Iden. H 946) MECKLENBURG 
Introducers: Moore, Alexander, Bahakel,McDuffie Sent to Local Gov't 


"Relating to certain dratnage flood control and open space projects and to 
the exercise of the power of eminent domain in Mecklenburg County." Identical to 
H 946, digested in House section of today's Bulletin.

Amends indicated Article to substantially 
revise sections setting standards for adulterated and misbranded foods, drugs, and 
cosmetics, and to rewrite provisions setting standards to be met for selling new 
drugs. Adds new provisions to provide control of counterfeit drugs, consumer com- 
modities, pesticide chemicals, raw agricultural commodities, certain prescription 
drugs, food additives, and color additives; and expands provisions concerning adver- 
tising and packaging of various items covered by Art. 12 (for consumer commodities, 
generally adopts requirements of Federal Fair Packaging and Labeling Act). Makes 
violation of Board of Agriculture's regulation misdemeanor with punishment set at 
$100 to $1,000 fine and/or up to 60 days imprisonment; same penalty for violations 
of Article (now, $200 and/or six months for first offense); also provides for each 
day's violation to be considered separate offense following written notice by 
Comm'r of Agriculture; and removes requirement that notice and appearance before 
Comm'r be given before criminal prosecution initiated. Grants automatic effective- 
ness in state to temporary permits for interstate shipment of experimental packs of 
food varying from federal standards; authorizes Board to issue add'l permits when 
necessary to completion of investigation. Expands GS 106-125 powers on detention 
of adulterated and misbranded products to include actions against products covered 
under GS 106-131 (manufacture of foods subject to contamination with microorganisms) 
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and GS 106-135 (standards for sale of new drugs), Amends GS 106-139 to transfer

Provides that funds not to be 
reappropriated for any purpose other than capital projects, furniture and equipment, 
and that no institution to receive reappropriation of impounded funds greater than

amount appropriated to it and impounded. Provides that all impounded funds not 
reappropriated to be released at time of enactment of 1975 appropriations bill for 


original purpose. Directs Director of Budget to file report with chairmen of each 
appropriations committee itemizing impounded funds.

Introducer: Mathis Sent to Finance

"To create a statewide school district to be known as the Mental Health 
School Administrative Unit." Adds new Art. 17 to GS Ch. 122 to create statewide 
school administrative unit (''Mental Health School Administrative Unit") to provide 
educational services for children who are residents of state's mental retardation 
centers, psychiatric hospitals and the Wright School, "as these children are defined 
by GS 115-1.1(c)" (section defines term "child with special needs", including 
retarded, emotionally disturbed, learning disabled, physically handicapped, home- 
bound, pregnant, hearing or speech impaired, and the like). Requires Division of 
Mental Health Services to provide staff, including director of education and 
appropriate supporting staff; director to have full authority for all educational 
activities of mental health facilities. Requires Division of Mental Health Services 
and Division of Exceptional Children of Dep't of Public Instruction to plan jointly 
curriculum for each disability of children affected, taking into account funding 
requirements, teacher allocations and certification previously set by State Board 
of Education. Provides that no present teacher be penalized because of noncertifica- 
tion.

S 760 Cemetery regulation revision GS 65 

Introducer: Mills Sent to Judiciary 2 

"To regulate cemetertes operated for private gain." Replaces Art. 7 of GS 
Ch. 65 with new scheme of regulation for cemeteries operated for private gain. 





Applies to all persons operating cemetery as business; excepts cemeteries owned and 
operated by governmental agencies or churches, or by fraternal organization for at 
least 50 years. Creates Cemetery Comm'n to supervise cemeteries (now, Burial Ass'n 
Comm'r),with seven members app't'd by Governor for four-year staggered terms; two 
members to be owners or managers of cemeteries, three to be selected from nominees 
of NC Cemetery Ass'n, and two to have no financial interest in cemetery bysiness. 
Provides that Comm'n to elect own chairman and vice chairman and meet four times 
yearly; members to be compensated under GS 138-5. 

Licensing requirements: Requires licensing of gemetery companies, cemetery 
sales organizations, cemetery management organizations, and cemetery brokers; sets 
requirements, fees, procedures, and related recording requirements. For example, 
cemetery company must file application and $400 fee with Comm'n, showing (1) its 
legal and financial structure; (2) establishment of perpetual trust fund of at least 
$15,000; (3) plat of land to be used showing access roads; (4) designation of 
general manager; and (5) adequacy of plans and property for cemetery use. If Comm'n 
decides to. deny application, act provides for written notice and hearing, and 
judicial review; Comm'n may grant application once applicant (1) establishes trust 
fund; (2) develops not less than two acres for burial, certified by inspection of 
Comm'n; (3) acquires unencumbered title to at least 30 acres of land; and (4) submits 
description of land and plat of cemetery showing lot locations. When company 
complies, Comm'n to issue license; license valid 12 months. Existing companies 
allowed to continue in operation after act effective but thereafter to be subject 
tolact: 

Other provisions: Prohibits operating cemetery unless company establishes 
trust fund for future care and maintenance; requires merchandise trust fund when 
burial services and property (funeral vaults, urns, etc.) are sold before purchaser 
needs them (but allows performance bond in lieu of trust fund); requires preconstruction 
trust fund when mausoleum or bank of underground crypts sold before needed, and ; 
requires that construction begin within four years after any part sold, and be 
completed within five years. Provides for renewal, revocation, and suspension of 
licenses. ; 

Penalties: Violation of act, order issued under act, or of license is mis- 
demeanor (punishment two years and/or fine). Comm'n authorized to bring action to 
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enjoin violations of cemetery law, appoint receiver for company, or recover shortage : 
in maintenance trust fund. Prohibits racial discrimination in cemetery practices. |

Introducer: Tennille Sent LO) Indietary es 


"To provide for the control of drug paraphernalia." Rewrites and extends 
GS 90-113.4. Defines "controlled paraphernalia" as hypodermic syringe or needle 
or other instrument possessed under circumstances indicating intention to use for 
illegally administering controlled substance, container (e.g. gelatin capsules) 
possessed in sufficient quantity and under circumstances indicating intention to 
use for illegal manufacture or distribution of controlled substance, and cigarette 
paper possessed under circumstances indicating that it is offered or designed for 
marihuana smoking (e.g., word "cannabis" or picture of marihuana plant printed on 
wrapper). "Circumstances" giving rise to inference of illegal intention include 
proximity of paraphernalia to materials or equipment commonly used in illegal 
manufacture and distribution of controlled substances (including scales, sieves, 
measuring spoons, etc.), any controlled substance, or any equipment adapted for 
production of controlled substances under circumstances indicating intent to use 
in illegal production, distribution, or consumption of controlled substance. 

New GS 90-113.4(b) restricts sale or distribution of hypodermic needles 
and syringes, gelatin capsules, and quinine and quinine salts in excess of 1/4 oz. 
to registered pharmacists or others holding permit from Drug Authority. Those 
authorized must at time of distribution make and initial record (date, name and 
quantity of paraphernalia, name and address of receiver), and require person 
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requesting paraphernalia listed in (b) to furnish suitable identification and 

enter in record legitimate purpose for which paraphernalia being acquired; excepts 
telephone orders from customers of known good standing. Records to be maintained 
pursuant to GS 90-104. Subsection (b) paraphernalia not to be sold to persons 
under age 16 except directly by physician or pharmacist for legitimate purposes. 

No person with lawful possession of subsection (b) paraphernalia to use or permit 
use for other than original lawful purposes; no person to obtain or attempt to 
obtain by fraud. Provides for issuance of permits by Drug Authority to persons 
selling subsection (b) paraphernalia for use on animals; permit not to authorize 
use by humans, and holder of permit required to exercise reasonable care to prevent 
use by humans. Excepts from these provisions legitimate distribution or possession 
by registrants, physicians, dentists, veterinarians, podiatrists, embalmers, 
scientific investigators, and teachers. 

(Present GS 90-113.4 makes it general misdemeanor to possess hypodermic 
needle or syringe or other instrument for purpose of administering controlled 
substances; excepts manufacturer, dealer, and researcher authorized by physician, 
and specially licensed nurse.) 

Penalty for all violations of section misdemeanor ($500 and/or two years). 
Effective Jan. 1, 1976. 


H 1026 Zoo get unspent park funds GS 143, 143B, APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Davis Sent to Base Budget 


"To transfer unspent funds appropriated for purchase of lands from the 
state parks to the North Carolina Zoo for capital tmprovements." As title 
indicates, shifts to zoo $1 million appropriated to Dep't of Natural and Economic 
Resources for purchase of state park lands.

Introducer: Wade Smith Sent to Economy 


"Calling upon the Untted States Department of Agriculture and the Untted 
States Postal Service to inerease hours of distribution of food stamps." Urges 
that hours for distribution of food stamps include regular business day of Postal 
S€rvice wo: 300untiL 5:00. 


H 1032 Gas exploration charge exempt GS 105, 62 
Introducer: Miller Sent to Finance 


"To amend G.S. 105-116 to provide that the stx percent (6%) gross recetpts 
tax shall not be applteable to proceeds of dritlltng and exploration surcharges col- 
Lected by natural gas uttltttes under rules of the Uttlittes Commission." Amends 
GS 105-116(c) to exempt customer surcharges used to pay for drilling and explora- 
tion for additional natural gas stocks from 6% gross receipts tax if surcharge monies 
segregated from other natural gas utility receipts and devoted only to attempts to 
acquire additional natural gas supplies for NC customers, and if beneficial interest 
in surcharges preserved for natural gas customers to pay surcharges. Utilities Comm'n 
to approve surcharge amounts and procedures for preserving beneficial interests. 


H 1033 Industrial revenue bonds-—Const CONSTITUTION, GS 159A 
Introducer: Tison Sent to Economy 


"To amend Article V of the Constttutton of Worth Caroltna to authorize the 
tssuance of revenue bonds to finance tndustrtal and pollutton control projects 
subject to the approval of the electorate." Amends Art. V of NC Constitution to 
permit issuance of revenue bonds by county authorities to finance (but not refinance) 
costs of industrial, manufacturing and pollution control facilities. Bonds not to 
be secured by or payable from public monies. All projects constructed with proceeds 
of bonds to be fully taxable; General Assembly empowered to provide that interest on 
bonds exempt from NC income taxes. Provides for submission to voters at next state 
primary, general, or other statewide election of proposed constitutional amendment, 
and provides notice to be given voters by publication at state expense of proposed 
amendment at least twice in newspaper published or circulated in each county (funds 
for publication to come from Contingency and Emergency Fund, unless otherwise provided 
for). Amendment, if adopted by voters, effective upon certification by State Board 
of Elections to Sec'y of State. (For related legislation see H 1034 below.) 


H 1034 Industrial revenue bonds-statutes GS 159A 
Introducer: Tison Sent to Economy 


"Authortzing the creation tn counties of Industrial and Pollutton Control 
Faetlittes Finanetng Authorities and the tssuance thereby of revenue bonds to finance 
industrtal and pollution control projects for private parties." Enacts new GS Ch. 159A, 
as title indicates (without repealing existing Ch. 159A, held unconstitutional in 
1973). Permits counties to establish Industrial and Pollution Control Facilities 
Financing Authorities, after notice to Dep't of Natural and Economic Resources (DNER) 
and Local Government Comm'n. Permits such authorities to issue bonds to finance 
industrial projects (factories, mills, assembly plants, etc.) or pollution control 
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facilities that are part of industrial factory, mill, or plant, or combination of 
industrial facility and pollution control facility. Before such bonds to be issued, 
Sec'y of DNER to approve project and Local Government Comm'n to approve bonds; and 
county that established authority to also approve bonds. Provides that authority 

to lease facility to private concern for operation, and payments under lease to be 
sufficient to pay debt service on bonds; lease payments to be only security for 
bonds. Provides that interest on bonds exempt from NC taxation; authority exempt’ 
from paying taxes, but operator of project to pay taxes on project as if no public 
ownership of project. Prohibits use of eminent domain by authority. Generally sets 
out definitions, procedures for various approvals, and details of bonds, trust agree- 
ments, and lease agreements. Effective upon certification by State Board of Elec- 
tions of passage of amendment to NC Constitution authorizing such transactions (for 
legislation proposing constitutional amendment see H 1033 above). 


H 1035 Commerce dep't reorganization Chop ia} Wenge WN Yeo Ba Li 
Introducer: Jernigan Sent to State Government 


"To further effectuate the reorganization of the Department of Commerce." 
Completes reorganization of Dep't of Commerce begun in 1971. Dep't to be organized 
as in present GS 143A-171 through -185, with modifications noted below. Amends 
GS 54-24.1to provide members of Savings and. Loan Comm'n to elect chairman from 
membership, to serve term provided by Comm'n bylaws (now, Sec'y of Commerce serves 
as chairman), and to empower Governor to appoint two members to Comm'n (now, express 
Statutory authority to appoint one under GS 54-24.1, and implicit authority to 
appoint another under GS 147-12(3)). Amends GS 143A-181 to provide members of 
Credit Union Comm'n to elect own chairman from membership (now, Sec'y of Commerce 
serves as chairman) to serve terms to be specified by Comm'n. Provides Governor to 
appoint seventh member (now, express statutory authority only for six gubernatorial 
appointments, but implicit statutory authority for seventh gubernatorial appointment 
under GS 147-12(3)). Amends GS 117-1 to reduce number of members of Rural Electri- 
fication Authority from six to five; Governor to make all appointments to Authority, 
for four-year terms. Amends GS 117-5 to permit chairman of Authority to receive per 
diem and actual expenses, and to provide such exepnses for Authority members to be 
paid according to GS 138-5.

Such corporations 
to be taxed only on unrelated business income (gross income, excluding membership 
income, from assessments on involved residential units). Applicable to taxable 
years beginning on and after Jan. 1, 1975.

Introducer: Daniels Sent to Nat & Econ Resources 


"To insure vehicular access and guest privileges to Currituck County outer 
banks property ‘owners and lessees across Back Bay Wildlife Refuge unttl completion 
of permanent access from Currituck County outer banks to Currituck County matnland." 
Requests NC congressional delegation to investigate with US Dep't of Interior 
possibility of giving to Currituck outer banks property owners same vehicular access 
and guest privileges that False Cape State Park (Va.) area owners have under current 
federal regulations, to be granted temporarily until completion of means of permanent

access from outer banks to mainland. | 
S 782 Local environmental quality boards GS 153A,160A,143,113 

Introducer: Staton Sent to Nat & Econ Resources — 
"To authortze cittes and counttes to create environmental quality advisory 
boards." Authorizes cities and counties to create environmental quality advisory ’ 


boards (including joint boards), to consist of 5 to 15 members, appointed by city 

or county governing body for terms of up to three years as provided by ordinance. 
Members to be residents of city's or county's area of planning and zoning juris-— ; 
diction; at least one member to be member of planning board if one exists. Author- 
izes designation of planning board to serve environmental functions under act. Board's — 
task is to study environmental needs of city or county and to make plans and carry | 
out programs to improve environmental quality. Governing body may give baard power 

or duty to: investigate environmental conditions, review records of governmental 

units, coordinate efforts of governmental units, request building plans from public 
agencies for facilities in area, review such plans and make recommendations, recommend 
ordinances, direct attention to needed law enforcement, seek voluntary adherence to 
its plans, etc. Requires board to submit written report of activities to governing 

body by March 1 each year, including statement of expenditures and requested budget 

for next fiscal year. Authorizes boards to receive gifts, federal funds, etc., 

and declares city and county appropriations for boards to be for public purpose and 

a necessary expense. 


S 783 Memorial Hospital have attorney GSP Lia jello 
Introducer: Henley Sent to Human Resources 


"To authortze the Attorney General to employ an attorney to perform legal 
services for North Carolina Memortal Hospttal at Chapel Hill." Adds new GS 114-4.2B 
to permit Attorney General to employ and assign full-time attorney for NC Memorial 
Hospital; att'y to perform any additional duties assigned to him by Att'y General. 
Directs pay to be from funds of hospital. Effective July 1, 1975. 


S 784 Private protective services changes GS 74B 
Introducer: Jernigan Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To make technical amendments tn the law relating to private protective 
services, Chapter 74B." Amends various sections of GS Ch, 74B governing licensing 
of security guards, private detectives, etc, to make following changes: (1) provides 
Private Protective Services Board to choose own chairman from among members (now 
SBI director is chairman)to serve one-year term; ;(2) requires person to obtain 
license within 60 days of approval or application becomes void; (3) requires $100 
late renewal fee if license not renewed by expiration date; prohibits granting of 
renewal more than three months after expiration; (4) requires notification within ¢ 
30 days of termination of licensed employee of guard and patrol agency or retail 
shopping service; (5) makes penal provisions apply to violations of rules and 
regulations. Effective July 1, 1975

Introducer: Davis Sent to Judiciary 2 


"Amending G.S. 142-13 relating to the destruction of cancelled state bonds, 
notes and coupons." Amends indicated section to permit alternate method of destruc- 
tion by bank or trust company under contract with State Treasurer. Contract to 
require written certificate for each destruction containing certain specified infor- 
mation (now, destruction only in presence of Council of State members, each of whom 
certifies to destruction). 


S 786 Drug samples regulated GS 90 
Introducer: Davis Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To amend G.S. 90-106 to regulate the distrtbution of controlled substances 
by manufacturers' sales representatives to practittoners." Adds new subsection (i) 
to GS 90-106 to prohibit manufacturer's sales representatives from distributing 
complimentary samples of controlled substances except upon written request of 
practitioner. Each request to contain names and addresses of both supplier and 
requester, and name and quantity of controlled substance. Manufacturers to 
maintain request records for two years. 


S 787 (Senate Res) Cherry Hosp laundry impoundment SENATE RES, APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Crawford Passed 2nd and 3rd readings 


"TImpounding the capttal appropriation prevtously allocated for the construc- 
tion of the laundry facilities at Cherry Hospital." Impounds 1973 and 1974 appro- 
priations of $3,299,400 and $593,887 (to extent binding contracts not yet entered) 
made to Dep't of Human Resources for central laundry at Cherry Hospital.

Appropriates $600,000 ( source of 
funds not indicated) for 1975-77 biennium to Dep't of Cultural Resources for purchase 
of museum and operating costs for transfer to state; provides that sum to be loaned 
on terms to be agreed on by Governor and Council of State, but repayment not to 
exceed 15 years. Effective July 1, 1975.

S 791 UNC special education funds i APPROPRIATION, GS 116,115 

Introducer: Gudger Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate general funds to the Board of Governors of the Untverstty of 
North Carolina for purposes of tnereastng spectal education capability." Appro- 
priates $1,895,828 from General Fund to Governors for fiscal 1975-76, and $2,235,363 
for 1976-77 to increase special education, school psychology, hearing and speech 
sciences. Requires allocation of funds for field-based education system, basic 
resources for training programs, and continuation of cooperative planning consortium 
(ten universities of consortium named). States intent that Board of Governors 
report to Comm'n on Children with Special Needs by Feb. 1, 1977 on accomplishments 
made with appropriations; report to include summary of joint planning efforts with 
Dep't of Public Instruction and Dep't of Human Resources. Effective July 1, 1975. 


S 792 Workmen's comp-occupation disease GS 97 
Introducer: L. Smith Sent to Manufactyring 


"To amend the workmen's compensation act with respect to the time of nottce 
of an occupational dtsease." Amends GS 97-58(b) to provide that time for filing of 
notice of asbestosis, silicosis, or lead poisoning is to run from date that 
employee is advised by medical authority that he has disease(replacing provision that 
such beginning date applies to all occupational diseases except those three). 

Does not delete provision that report and notice requirement of GS 97-22 does not 
apply to three listed diseases.

H 1013 Robeson school board election ROBESON 
Introducer: Oxendine Sent to Local Gov't 2 
"To provide for the eleetton of members of the Robeson County board of 
educatton." Provides that Robeson School Board consist of seven members, all 


residents of county, elected at large and serving staggered terms of four years. 
Specifies that terms of Harold Dial and Simeon Oxendine end in December 1978; 

that terms of L.H. Moore and Thurman Anderson end in Dec. 1976; and that other 
present members' terms end June 30, 1975. Special election to be held 90 days 
after ratification of act to elect three members. Ballot not to contain reference 
to party affiliation. Two candidates with highest number of votes to serve until 
Dec. 1978; candidate with third highest vote to serve until Dec. 1976. Thereafter, 
three members to be elected in 1976 primary election, four members in 1978 primary, 
and so on, with all-vacancies due to expiration of terms filled bienially. Other 
vacancies to be filled by remaining members of board for unexpired term. Election 
(both special and primary) to be subject to general law provisions of GS Ch. 163. 


H 1022 Indian Beach satellite annexation CARTERET 
Introducer: Mason Sent to Local Gov ‘toc 


"To annex a certain nonconttguous area to the town of Indian Beach as 
‘satellite corporate limtts'." Annexes described noncontiguous area to Indian 
Beach; requires municipal services no later than Jan. 1, 1976. 
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H 1023 Atlantic Beach annexation CARTERET 
Introducer: Mason Sent ‘to. Local Gov't 2 


"Providing for the annexation of certain properttes by the town of 
Atlantte Beach." Extends Atlantic Beach boundaries to include four specifically 
described tracts. Annexed areas to be subject to GS 160-452(e) (annexed area 
subject to same taxes and benefits as rest of municipality), and to receive all 
municipal services within one year of ratification. 


SENATE 


S 780 Mecklenburg handgun registration MECKLENBURG 
Introducer: Alexander Sent to Corrections 


"To provide for the registration of handguns in Mecklenburg County." 
Generally requires each possessor of handgun (barrel length of less than 18" or 
overall length of less than 26'') to register with Charlotte police chief and 
reregister periodically, with exception of certain law enforcement and military 
officers, and provides penalties for failure to register. Provisions become effective 
Jan. 1, 1976; initial registration period to begin within three months after that 
and to continue for at least six months but conclude before end of 1976. Registra- 
tion required of each handgun brought into county within ten days of arrival unless 
brought in solely during occasional trip. Registration requirements include name 
and address, description of gun, and test bullet fired from gun and kept on file. 
Obligations extend to informing chief of changes in possession and other information. 
Reregistrations generally required every four years, with notice to be given. Chief 
authorized to declare grace periods for registration without prosecution. Failure 
to register made misdemeanor with punishment of $500 and/or six months; each week's 
failure to register to be separate offense. Higher penalties set for willful falsifi- 
cation of information, alteration of card, etc. Requires registration even if 
handgun bought or received in violation of current general law permit requirements 
of GS Ch. 14, but registration information not to be used in prosecution for that 
offense. Exemptions from act include antique firearms and handguns stocked solely 
for sale or for shipment in course of sale (but chief may require registration of 
latter unless adequate provision made to prevent theft of guns or diversion to 
criminal uses). 


S 781 Bladen hunting from roads BLADEN 
Introducer: Nye Sent to Wildlife 


"To restrict the hunting of game from publte roads in Bladen County." 
Makes it unlawful to hunt from Bladen public road adjacent to posted land unless 
hunter has in possession written permission of owner or lessor of posted land to 
hunt there. All Bladen law enforcement officers (including Wildlife Resources 
Comm'n game protectors) to enforce provisions. Violators to be fined up to $50 
and/or imprisoned up to 30 days. Effective July 1, 1975.

Gives organizer ten (originally, five) days to respond to Sec'y of Human Resources 
request for information; application for permit to be filed 45 calendar days (orig- 
inally, 30 days) in advance of gathering. When Sec'y determines bond necessary, 
permittee has ten (originally, five) days to post it; amounts of bonds restored to 
current law. Omits explicit requirement that Sec'y, to obtain injunction against 
gathering, first show failure to submit required information or that gathering is 
proceeding without permit. Changes effective date from ratification to July 1, 1975. 


H 338 Computers for counties study (original bill digested in Bulletin No. 36, p. 
256; committee substitute adopted in House 4/2/75 digested in Bulletin No.

Amendment adopted in Senate 5/14/75 adds privately contracted data centers 
as subject of Dep't of Administration study (originally, state-operated cgnters only);

Generally, requires health care provider (physician, 
hospital, dentist, nurse, etc.) to carry medical malpractice liability insurance of 
$100,000 and pay surcharge for creation of Patients' Compensation Fund; if provider 
does so, he may not be sued until medical review panel (three physicians and lawyer) 
gives opinion on whether standard of care met, cause of injury, extent of harm. 
Contract claims limited to those based on written contract; liability limited to 
period when malpractice insurance in effect. Liability of provider limited to $100,000 
(with $300,000 recovery limit for single injury or death); amounts awarded in judgment | 
(or settlement of suit) above that to be paid from Patients’ Compensation Fund. { 
Compensation Rating and Inspection Bureau designated as Residual Malpractice Insurance 
Authority to make malpractice liability insurance after risk declined by others. 

Also sets statutes of limitations for malpractice suits, generally three years. 
Detailed provisions cover inadmissibility of advance payment, procedures for selection ~ 
of review panel by parties to claim, panel procedures and compensation, procedures 
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for claim from Patients' Compensation Fund, management of Fund, surcharges (limited to 
10% of health care provider's cost. of insurance coverage), report to professional 
board of judgment against provider for board to take action. Applicable to injuries, 
deaths and services rendered occurring after effective date, July 1, 1975.

the spectal requtrements and needs of publte educatton." Generally provides for 
negotiation between educators and school boards concerning compensation, terms and 
conditions of service. Covers educators holding certificate from Dep't of Public 
Instruction and professional personnel in public institutions of higher learning; 
term "board" includes governing body of higher education institution as well as 
school board. 

Creates Professional Employee Relations Comm'n (PEAC) within Dep't of Justice 
to resolve educator-board disputes as’ described below; Comm'n to consist of seven 
members (three classroom teachers, two school administrators, and two lay persons) 
including minority representation, app't'd by Governor with approval of General 
Assembly; members to serve four-year staggered terms. Comm'n to have power to 
make regulations, hold hearings, subpoena witnesses, administer oaths, take sworn 
testimony, and subpoena documents. cd 

Gives educators right to form, join or assist professional educators' ass'n 
and negotiate with boards through representatives of own choosing, but prohibits 
requiring membership in such ass'n as condition of employment. Provides that ass'n 
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chosen by majority of educators in negotiating unit {public school administrative 
unit or single institution of higher education) be exclusive representative in nego- 
tiations with board. To obtain recognition as exclusive agent, any ass'n may file 
request with board alleging designation by majority of educators in unit (membership 
lists, etc., to accompany request). Request to be granted by board unless: (1) 
board has good-faith doubt that ass'n actually has majority support; (2) other 

ass'n files competing claim of majority support, with list showing membership of at 
least 30 percent of educators, within ten days of original request; or (3) board 4 
has recognized other ass'n within previous 36 months. (Recognition to be effective 

for 36 months and may be renewed using original procedure.) If board refuses recogni- — 
tion because of good-faith doubt of majority support or competing ass'n, secret ballot — 
election to be held within 30 days of refusal. Provides for selection of election . 
referee by parties, or by PEAC if parties cannot agree. Ballot to include choice of 
"no representation". (If no ass'n receives majority in first election, provides for 
runoff between top two.) Ass'n with majority of votes to be certified by board as 
exclusive representative of all educators in unit. 

Requires board to meet and negotiate in good faith with exclusive represen— 
tative of educators; both representative and board required to meet within ten days 
after request from either, to negotiate in good faith on compensation and other terms 
and conditions of employment. Resulting agreement to be reduced to written contract, 
but no such contract may exceed 36-months. Requires unit's administrative staff to 
involve educators in educational decision-making, other than on matters described :

Deletes requirement to report "such other 
information as the person filing\the statement deems material" to carry out acts 
purposes. Adds provision to protect disclosure of privileged communications pro-

S 813 Fair employment provisions (Iden. H 1085) GS 143 
Introducer: Sebo Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To promote and protect the welfare of the people of the State of North 
Carolina by prevention and elimination of discriminatory employment practices and 
poltetes based upon race, color, religion, national origin, ancestry, age or sex." 
Enacts Fair Employment Act prohibiting discrimination by private employers or state 
or local gov't employers on basis of race, color, religion, national origin, 
ancestry, sex or age. Patterns definitions and acts made unlawful after federal law. 

Unlawful Practices. Makes it unlawful for: (1) employer (state or local 
gov't or private employer with 5 or more employees)to fail to hire, to fire, to 
discriminate against person with respect to wages or other conditions of employment, 
to classify or segregate employees in way which would deprive individual of employ- 
ment opportunities because of person's race, color, religion, national origin, 
ancestry, sex or age (definition of discrimination states discrimination on basis 
of age between 40 and 65, but unlawful practices sections seem to make it unlawful 
to discriminate on basis of any age); (2) employment agency to refuse to refer for 
4 employment or otherwise discriminate against person on basis of race, color religion, 
1 etc. or to circulate or print publication or application form that expresses limita- 
tion or discrimination as to race, color, religion, etc.; (3) labor organization to 
exclude jfrom membership, limit or classify members, refuse to refer for employment, 
or otherwise discriminate against member or applicant on basis of race, color, 
religion, etc.; (4) for group controlling apprenticeship, training program to dis- 
criminate; (5) for employer, agency or union to discriminate against person for 
exercising rights under act. Excepts from unlawful practiees: (1) religious corp. 
employing. person of particular religion to perform work connected with carrying on 
of religious activities; (2) employer hiring, employment agency or union classifying, 
Or apprenticeship program admitting, person on basis of religion, sex or national 
origin if religion, sex or national origin is bona fide occupational qualification; 
(3) school owned by religion from hiring employee of particular religion; (4) employer 
or union having bona fide seniority system or merit system or system measuring 
earning by quantity or hrounrie! of production; (5) employer's acting upon result of 
job validated test. 

Human Relations Comm'n. Establishes 7 member Human Relations Comm'n, with 
members app'ted by Governor and confirmed by General Assembly. No more than 4 
members of same party. Members have six-year, staggered terms and to broadly 
represent employers, proprietors, trade unions, religious groups, womens groups, 
minority groups and various age groups. Member may be removed by Governor for 
inefficiency, iscaresnts of duty, misconduct or malfea 
and duties of Comm'n which includes power to hear compl 
rules, report annually to Governor and General As 

Complaint Procedures. Filing complaint -- : 
General may file written sworn complaint with Comm‘n 
practice. Comm'n to send respondent copy of complaint. 
filed within 180 days after alleged discriminate

investigation and hearing -- Staff to investigate complaint and Comm'n to determine 
within 60 days whether “reasonable cause” to believe unlawful practice occurred. 
If determined no unlawful practice, dismiss case but complaintant has right to ask 
for reconsideration and open up for second investigation. If determine “probablgé 
cause” to believe unlawful practice, then try to eliminate practice by conciliation 
‘and persuasion. If conciliation agreement reached must be reduced to writing and 
is public but all other records of complaint, investigation kept confidential. If 
fail to reach conciliation agreement, Comm'n“to have formal hearing (apparently, 
respondent in default if fails to answer in writing before hearing charges of 
comm'n) and to state findings of fact and conclusions of law on whether violation 
occurred. If violation, Comm'n can issue cease and desist order and include order 
for appropriate affirmative action (including hiring, reinstatement, back pay, 
admission to union, posting notices in conspicuous places, payment of damages 
for injury, and costs including attorney's fees). Judicial review -- party can 
appeal ruling of Comm'n to superior court in county in which alleged practice 
occurred or in which respondent resides or does business. Sets out rena aeeltts for 
court to get Comm'n transcripts, and provides that findings of fact of Comm'n con- 
clusive unless clearly erroneous. 

Local Human Relations ordinances and comm'ns. Authorizes local gov'ts to 
prohibit employment discrimination by ordinance and to establish Human Relations 
Comm'ns. Sets out powers of local comm'ns, and enforcement procedures.

Amends GS 48-6(a) to add that father 
need not be made party to adoption proceeding if child born out of wedlock when 
paternity has not been judicially established or acknowledged by affidavit (now, 
not made party only when child has not been legitimated). Effective Jan. 1, 1976. 


H 1074 (Joint Res) Property tax system study JOINT RES, STUDY, GS 105 
Introducer: Long Sent to Finance 


"Creating a Committee for the Study of the Property Tax system tn North 
Carolina." Creates committee named in title, with 14 members, seven app'ted by Lt. 
Gov. and seven by Speaker, all appointments to be made by Sept. 1, 1975. Directs 
committee to study property tax administration in NC, to review el land record 
systems, to review listing procedures, and to examine octennial revaluation system 
and evaluate feasibility of establishing computer-assisted revaluation. Provides for | 
organization of committee, directs Legislative Services Comm'n to provide staff, provides 
for compensation of members, and directs that expenses of committee be met from intangi- 
bles tax receipts. Requires report to General Assembly by Jan. 15, 1977. 





H 1075 Gas stations have fire extinguisher GS 14 
Introducer: Long Sent to Rules 
"To require fire extinguishers at public gasoline dispensing outlets." 
Adds new GS 14-289 to require minimum of one fire extinguisher (type specified in 
vs Pe 
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act) within 75 feet of each pump or dispensing device and each underground fill pipe 
opening at gas station. Operation of devices to dispense Class I liquids (as defined 
in federal Occupational Safety and Health Act) unlawful otherwise. Makes violation 

a misdemeanor (2 years imprisonment and/or fine) and each operation of dispensing 
device without extinguisher separate offense. Effective August 1, 1975. 


H 1076 Guaranty act include surety bonds GS 58 
Introducer: Messer Sent to Rules 


"To amend G.S. 58-155.43 of the Insurance Guaranty Act to tnelude surety bonds." 
Amends GS 58-155.43 (scope of Insurance Guaranty Act) to remove surety insurance from 
list of excluded types of insurance. Effective July 1, 1975. 


H 1077 Catastrophic health insur benefits GSi°58 27, 
Introducer: Messer Sent to Rules 


"To provide for catastrophic health insurance benefits in poltetes of 
acectdent and health insurance." Adds new GS 58-249.7 through -249.19 (Catastrophic 
Health Insurance Act of 1975) which requires all carriers doing business in state 
to offer (individually or in combination) catastrophic health insurance to eligible 
persons (not required with respect to short term, travel accident policies or 
automobile medical payment or incidental coverages included with liability policies). 
Threshhold deduction permitted: $5000 for insured individual and $75,000 for member

Comm'r of Insurance may adjust deductible amount for cost of living 
changes in Consumer Price Index for NC urban wage earners and clerical workers. 
Coverage to include all "reasonable and customary medical or health care charges" 
(long list of exclusions contained in proposed GS 58-249.14) and semiprivate room 
accommodations unless intensive or private accommodations medically necessary. 
Carriers required to participate in pool to ensure availability of such insurance 
to all persons (six-month waiting period for pre-existing conditions permitted 
here, but thereafter such conditions may not be excluded from policy issued through 
pool). | Pre-existing conditions may be limited or excluded from policies not 
written through pool arrangement. Excludes from coverage cosmetic surgery, dentistry, 
artificial aids unless medically necessary; injury by act of war; alcoholism, drug 
addiction; mental illness benefits up to 50% coinsurance factor while confined and 
outpatient visits in excess of 20 in any year. No duplication of catastrophic 
health insurance permitted for individual. Group plans required to include all 
members of group. Effective no earlier than Jan. 1, 1976, on implementaion of 
necessary regulations by Comm'r. 


H 1078 Tax collect fee retained by taker GS 105 
Introducer: Hyde Sent to Finance 


"To require that when one taxing untt collects taxes for another, the col- 
lection fee shall be retained by the tax collector making the collection." Amends 
GS 105-364(c)(1) (collector collecting taxes for another jurisdiction) to provide 
that tax collector to retain fee (10% of amount due) for his own use (now, paid into 
general fund of his taxing unit). Effective Jan. 1, 1976. 


H 1079 Minimum wage cover farm workers ; GS 95 
Introducer: Michaux : | Sent to Rules 


"To bring farm employees within the provisions of the minimum wage act." 
Amends GS 95-86(3) to delete subsection (a), thereby including farm laborers and 
employees under provisions of minimum wage law. Effective Oct. 1, 1975.

Also empowered to revoke license of 
corporation if finds violation Of articles of incorporation or by-laws, or that corporati 
financially unsound or in violation of act or regulations. Revocation appealable 
to superior court of Wake County. 

Enrollees to receive annual policy coverage information from corporation. 
Policies not to be cancelled except for nonpayment of premiums. Comm'r authorized 
to regulate policy salesmen. Corporation prohibited from using words "insurance", 
"casualty", "surety" or "mutual" or similar words in contracts or literature. 
Incorporates by reference various sections of GS Ch. 58 (Insurance). Foreign cor- 
porations licensed under act required to designate Comm'r of Insurance agent for 
service of process.

for subscribers’ contracts) if medical, dental, or hospital service contract. 

Requires outline of policy coverage to accompany delivery of policy if "direct 
response insurance product"; otherwise, outline to be delivered to applicant at time 
application made. Comm'r to prescribe format and content of outline, including state- 
ment of categories of coverage provided, principal benefits, exceptions, reductions and 
limitations, renewal provisions including reservation of right to change premiums, and © 
statement that outline is summary and full policy should be consulted for actual con- 
tractual provisions. Requires that no policy be issued unless applicant first informed 
whether coverage meets minimum standards, and if not, informed that standard coverage 
is available and in what manner coverage of policy does not meet standards. } 

Notwithstanding GS 58-251.1(a)(2)(b), restricts pre-existing conditions by pro- @ 
viding that if insurer or hospital, medical, or dental service corporation uses simpli- 
fied application form without questions on insured's medical history, policy must cover © 
any loss occurring after 12 months from any pre-existing condition not specifically 
excluded from coverage by policy, and policy not to include wording to permit defense 
based upon pre-existing conditions (GS 58-251.1(a)(2)(b) restricts pre-existing con- 
ditions to lesser extent than act, by forbidding claim for loss incurred aftér two 
years from date policy issued to ue reduced or denied because of condition ote Ee 
before policy effective, unless policy contains specific exclusion). 

Effective upon ratification and applicable to policies and contracts delivered 
or issued after promulgation of regulations necessary for implementation of act. 





H 1095 Insur unfair claims settlement GS 58 
Introducer: Messer Sent to Rules 


"To amend Article 3A of Chapter 58 of the General Statutes to inelude unfair 
claims settlement practices within the definition of unfair or deceptive acts and 4 
practices and to authorize the Commisstoner of Insurance to adopt rules and regulations ~ 
relative to unfatr claims settlement practices and deceptive acts and practices." ; 
Amends GS 58-54.4 (lists specific unfair insurance trade practices) to include commission 
of various acts relating to settlement of claims (with such frequency as to indicate 
general business practice and contrary to regulations issued by Comm'r): for example, 
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failure to furnish to claimants reasonable information regarding their rights, failure 
to comply with reasonable standards of investigation and adjustment of claims, failure 
to pay agreed amount within reasonable time, directing appraisal of vehicle damages 
without personal inspection of vehicles, specifying that repairs be performed by any 
person, establishing values of motor vehicles solely on basis of "blue book" average 
values, attempting to settle claims on basis of application altered without consent of 
insured, etc. Further amends GS Ch. 58, Art. 3A, apparently intending to prohibit 
failure of any person (includes insurer and agent) to maintain complete record of all 
complaints received since last certification examination by Comm'r as provided by 
GS 58-16 (but does not specify consequences of failure); required record to include 
number of complaints, nature of each, disposition, and processing time. Authorizes 
Comm'r to promulgate regulations specifying unfair practices, after notice and hearing; 
and to set time periods for replying to payment of claims. Effective July 1, 1975. 


H 1097 Trial may be removed to any county (Iden. S 816) GS 1. 
Introducer: Blackwell Sent to Rules 


"To amend G.S. 1-84 to provide for removal of a cause to any adjacent county, 
any county tn the same judictal district, or any county in the adjacent judicial 
district tf the same ts necessary to ensure a fair trial." Identical to S 816, 
digested in Bulletin No. 87, p. 795. 


H 1098 No execution stay notice to AG (Iden. S 802) GS 15 
Introducer: Blackwell Sent to Rules 


7 "To amend G.S. 15-184 by deleting the requirement that the Attorney General 
be notified of a stay of execution and of an extension of time during criminal appeal." 
Identical to S 802, digested in Bulietin No. 87, p. 793. 


H 1099 Picketing within 500 ft of court (Iden. S 817) GS 14 
Introducer: Blackwell Sent to Rules 


"To prohtbit obstructing the adnintstration of justice by picketing or parading." 
Identical to S 817, digested in Bulletin No. 87, p. 795. 


H 1100 Incapacitated judge replaced (Iden. S 814) GS 7A 
Introducer: Blackwell | Sent to Rules 


"To amend G.S. 7A-41 to provide for temporary replacement of an tneapacitated 
sentor resident judge." Identical to S 814, digested in Bulletin No. 87, p. 795.

H 1103 Architect interest in public work GS 133 
Introducer: Helms Sent to Rules 


"To amend G.S. 133-1 concerning prohtbitton of employment of architects on 
publie works'when interested in use of materials." Amends GS 113-1 to remove pro=_ 
hibition against employment of architects, engineers, designers or draftsmen "in Bhy 
way connected with the sale or promotion of or in the manufacture of any material or 
items used in the construction" of public works projects (leaves intact more explicit 
prohibition of hiring such parties ifjthey are substantial stockholders, officers, 
partners, or owners). ; 


H 1104 Local gov't grant anticipation note GS 159 
Introducer: Schwartz Sent to Finance 


"Authorizing units of local government to issue grant anticipation notes 
for capital projects in anticipation of the receipt of moneys from grant comnit- 
ments for such capital projects from the State of North Carolina or the United States 
or any agencies of either." Adds new G.S. 159-11, as title indicates. Anticipa- 
tion notes to be negotiable and must mature not later than 12 months after estimated

grant commitment, are payable solely from grant moneys, and taxing power of issuing 
unit not pledged. Amends G.S. 159-172(b) to require approval of note-issuance in 
accordance with specified standards by Local Government Comm'n.

Introducer: Harris i é Sent to Rules 


"To revise the General Statutes to provtde that dependent children are 
afforded support by the responstble parent." Adds new GS Ch. 110A (child support) 
to provide for financial support of dependent’ children, and to provide remedies 
against parents who are financially able to support children but do not. Public 
assistance paid to needy children to be considered only supplement to support from 
responsible parent, and payment of public assistance creates debt to state and 
operates as assignment of right to child support. Provides for both location of 
absent parents and determination that parent able to support children. Provides’ 
for enforcement by garnishmentvof obligation to support children. Limited to 
children under 18 and not married, emancipated, or in armed services. Permits 
county dep*ts of social services to bring actions for support or to establish 
paternity, if mother or guardian fails to do so (in county of mother, of father, 
or of child). Permits subpoena of parent to testify on paternity; husband-wife 
privilege not to be used to block such testimony. Provides for immunity against 
prosecution to prevent use of Fifth Amendment protection against self-incrimina-— 
tion. Parent refusing to cooperate with county dep't in attempt to secure support 
from non-supporting parent liable to be declared ineligible for public assistance 
from county during time of refusal to cooperate; may also be cited for contempt 
($100 fine or six months' imprisonment). (If parent declared ineligible fe support, 
his needs to be excluded in determination of needs of remaining family members, 
and protective payment for other family members permitted.) Acknowledgement of 
paternity by either father or mother to have force and effect of support order. 
Agreement of support to have force and effect of support order. (Such agreements ~ 
to be filed, but information in them to remain confidential except for disclosure 
to Division of Social Services, county dep't of social services, or Registrar of 
Vital Statistics or on judicial order.) Debt to state created by payment of public 
assistance limited, in case of final divorce decree or final support order, to a 
amount specified therein. (Liability attaches only if responsible parent financially | 
able to furnish support during time when public assistance granted.) All govern- 
mental entities which have furnished public assistance given pro rata share in sums 
collected for such debt. No action to collect debt to be commenced more than five 
years after receipt of last public assistance grant. Permits garnishment of up to 
20% of “disposable earnings" of responsible parent. Effective July 1, 1975.

Appropriates $121,888 ($58,752 for 
Fiscal 1975-76 and $63,136 for fiscal 1976-77) from unspecified fund to Board of 
Governors of University of North Carolina to provide operating expenses of director 
and plant engineer for NC State Extension Education Center. Line item amounts for 
various purposes (including salary of Steno III) specified. Effective July 1, 1975. 


S 821 Hiway condemnation notice, hearing GS 136 
Introducer: Vickery Sent to Judiciary 1 


spike, penne for notice and hearing for condemnation actions filed pursuant 
to Article 9 of Chapter 186." Adds new GS 136-104.1 providing that when Board of 
Transportation starts civil action to condemn property, clerk tO order interested 
persons to appear at hearing before judge, to contest seizure. Failure to appear 
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admits right of Board to take land. Provisions of "this section" (apparently new GS 
136-104.1) applicable to condemning authorities using Ch. 136 condemnation 
procedures except Board of Transportation(GS 136-104.1 written to include Board 
of Transportation) and Dep't of Administration, but not to apply to properties owned 
by public service corporations unless they consent to taking or there is an adjudica- 
tion that taking will not impair continued public use of properties. Pending liti- 
gation not affected.

"To classtfy certain historic properties for ad valorem taxation."

"To amend Chapter 132 of the General Statutes of North Carolina to exclude 
attorney-cltent communications to publite boards and agenctes from application of 
the chapter." Amends GS Ch. 132 (public records) excluding from definition of 
"public record" written communication to state or local governmental body made within 
scope of attorney-client relationship by attorney serving such body, concerning any 
claim against or by the body, or prosecution, defense, settlement, or litigation of 
any judicial action or administrative action by which body directly affected. Such 
communication not to be open to public inspection unless governmental body specific- 
ally makes it public. 


S 824 Hiway left lane minimum speed GS 20 

Introducer: Suddarth Sent to Judiciary 1 

"To make tt unlawful to tmpede the steady flow of traffte on dual lane 
htghways." Adds new subsection (e) to GS 20-146 (driving on right side of highway) 
making it unlawful, when appropriate signs posted, to operate motor vehicle in 
lane next to median of dual lane highway at speed less than posted speed limit when 
such operation impedes steady flow of traffic. Provides that appropriate signs 
include j"slower traffic keep right." Violation misdemeanor punished as provided 
in GS 20-176 (which apparently now is 2 years and/or fine. Effective July 1, 1975.

In 1978 and each four years 
thereafter, one member to be elected from District Three, and two members from 
District Four. Candidates to reside in districts which they represent, but to be 
elected by all. county voters.

Provides for four-year staggered terms, with first four members 
chosen in regular primary and general election in 1976. Terms of present members to 
continue until new members elected and qualified. Vacancy to be filled for unexpired 
term by person selected by remaining members but must be of same political party 
as predecessor. 


H 1101 Stallings incorporated UNION 
Intreducers: Plyler, Quinn, Thomas Sent to Rules 


"To tneorporate the town of Stallings, Union County, North Carolina." 
Establishes Town of Stallings as municipal corporation; describes boundaries. 
Provides mayor~council form of gov't; council to consist of four members elected 
for two-year terms, one to be selected by rest as mayor to serve at pleasure of 
council. Elections to be nonpartisan, decided by simple plurality, and conducted 
by county board of elections subject to provisions of general law. First election 
to be on Tuesday after first Monday in Nov. 1975, and every two years thereafter.

county responsible for creation of its cadastral tax maps prepared over base maps. 
Counties not to inititate more than one general revaluation as required by GS 105- 
286 without having first prepared current cadastral map as required by act. Continues 
language directing Dep't of Revenue (Ad Valorem Tax Division) to give to counties 
specifications for required base and cadastral maps, but provides base maps to 
constitute uniform statewide system of planimetric maps for general mapping purposes. 
Required Dep't of Revenue to prepare statewide uniform code method of identifying 
individual tax parcels suitable for use by all units of local gov't. Requires 
NER to prepare annual schedule of mapping activities. After program completed, 
each county to have and maintain tax mapping system conforming to uniform standards 
set by Dep't of Revenue and use uniform code method of identifying individual tax 
parcels developed by Dep't. 


H 403 Psychologist determine IQ (digested in Bulletin No. 41, p. 298) 

Committee substitute adopted in House 5/16/75 adds provision to extend exemption 
to those with IQ below 50 (now, 40) and provides that examination to be made by licensed 
medical doctor (licensed by either NC or another state) or licensed practicing psycho- 
logist or psychological examiner; made applicable to tax years beginning Jan. 1, 1975. 


H 421 Lien sales notice, hearing (original bill identical to S 321, digested in Bulletin 
No. 41, p. 301; committee substitute adopted in House 5/1/75 digested in Bulletin 
No. 77, p. 663; amendment adopted in House 5/7/75 digested in Bulletin No. 81, 
. 707) 
ae adopted in Senate 5/16/75 provide that if lienor fails to bring action 
within 180 days of maturity of obligation to satisfy lien by public or private sale, 
he waives any claim for storage expenses, and that if owner or other party requesting

vessels on railroad steam locomotives if subject to federal safety regulations. 


H 661 Disabled adult act changes (digested in Bulletin No. 59, p. 478) 

Committee substitute adopted in House 5/16/75 deletes authority of magistrate to 
act in emergencies. Also deletes authority of director of Social Services to provide 
services (on court authorization) to non-consenting disabled adult. Adds require- 
ment that judge's finding (that respondent needs protective services and lacks capacity 
to consent) must be by clear, cogent and convincing evidence (was, "reasoniable belief"). — 
Removes authority of judge to order medical or psychiatric evaluations of respondent. 
Increases due process protections prior to intervention in emergency cases. Deletes 
list of duties of guardian ad litem. Removes provision creating misdemeanor for abusing, 
etc, disabled adult. Adds requirement that Dep't of Human Resources adopt implementing 
standards and guidelines no later than Oct. 1, 1975. Effective Jan. 1, 1976. 


H:789 New River scenic area expanded (digested in Bulletin No. 70, p. 581)

Committee substitute adopted in House 5/16/75 makes three changes in original 
bills. Rewrites power to sell travelers checks and money orders to specify such 
instruments must be payable at institutions other than credit union (apparently deletes 
power to deal with drafts drawn on other institutions). Rewrites dividend provisions 
so that only those shares becoming fully paid by tenth of any month entitled to pro- 

_. portional part of dividend (originally, shares becoming fully paid during dividend period 
entitled to proportional part of dividend regardless of whether fully paid by tenth of 
a particular month or not). Removes provision allowing accrual of dividend credit.

"To rewrite the laws relating to perjury and flase swearing." Repeals

(1) Perjury--committed by making false statement under oath in official proceeding 
when statement material and person making it does not believe it to be true or makes 
it with reckless disregard of its truth or falsity (a slight broadening of mental 
element) (punishable by fine and/or ten years imprisonment--now by fine up to $1000 
and imprisonment for four months to ten years). Deletes "two witness" rule for 
perjury. (2) False swearing in official proceedings--new offense same as perjury ( 





but statement does not have to be material (punishable as general misdemeanor).

(4) False reports to security officials--com- 
mitted by (a) giving false information to officer with intent to falsely implicate 
another, or (b) falsely reporting to officer or other security official occurrence 
of crime or incident calling for emergency response knowing that incident did not 
occur (punishable by $500 fine and/or 6 months imprisonment). 

States falsification material if could have affected course or outcome 
of proceeding regardless of admissibility of statement under rules of evidence; 
materiality is question of law. No defense that declarant believed falsification 
immaterial. Includes provision allowing statements so inconsistent that one is 
necessarily false to be prima facie evidence. Provides defense if falsification 
retracted before falsity apparent and before proceeding affected by falsification. 
Defines "official proceeding" as proceeding before judge, court, magistrate, 
clerk, referee, or grand jury, or before General Assembly or committees thereof, 
or before other official bodies. Adds provision that venue of offense of perjury 
false swearing in official proceedings, or falsity in governmental matters occurring 
in course of post-conviction proceedings in county in which the post-conviction 
hearing is required to be held. Effective Jan. 1, 1976.

to vote only if tie. Mayor to be chief executive officer; councilmen to appoint 
town administrator to be chief administrative officer; administrator to appoint 
directors of utilities, police, fire dep't, street dep't, building inspector, 
clerk, tax collector, recreation, all subject to confirmation by councilmen. 
Councilmen to appoint town clerk. Grants police jurisdiction within 2000 yards of 
town limits; authorizes mayor to appoint special policemen. Grants fire dep't 
authority to destroy structures to prevent spread of fire. Prohibits sale of 
town electric, water, sewerage or other utility systems without vote of people 
after proper notice. Provides for levy, attachment and garnishment to collect 
privilege taxes. Provides for street and sidewalk improvements, and sidewalk re- 
pairs, and assessment of 50% of total cost without petition of property owners. 
Provides procedures and alternative methods for water and sewer assessments. Re- 
quires written notice to councilmen within 90 days of injury giving rise to claim 
against town; otherwise action barred.

Provides punishment limits of up to $1,000 fine and/or five years. Effective upon 
ratification for acts committed after that date.

"To create the offense of making false statements of tdentity to law enforce- 
ment officers in the course of an investigation." Adds new GS 14-209.1 as title 
indicates; violation must be willful and offender must have first been warned that 
questions were part of criminal investigation. Makes violation general misdemenaor 
(punishable up to two years and/or fine). 


S 837 Larceny of weapon punishment GS 14 
Introducer: Allsbrook Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To increase the penalty for larceny of ftrearms and other deadly weapons 
without regard for value." Amends GS 14-72 to make larceny of knife or other 
deadly weapon a felony without regard to value of weapon taken, and to set penalty 
of $10,000 fine and/or ten years imprisonment for larceny of firearm, knife or other 
deadly weapon (now, larceny of knife or other deadly weapon other than firearm is 


Misdemeanor unless weapon worth over $200; larceny of firearm is felony punishable 
by ten years and/or unspecified fine). Effective July 1, 1975. 


S 838 Gambling, lottery law revision GS 14 
Introducer: Allsbrook . Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To amend the law relating to gambling and lotteries." Repeals GS Ch. 14, 
Art. 37, Lotteries and Gaming (GS 14-289 to -309), and inserts new Art. 374, 
Gambling and Lotteries. Felony offenses (punishable by fine and/or imprisonment 
up to ten years): (1) bookmaking; (2) facilitating scheme or game of chance conducted 
for profit; (3) procuring or transmitting odds or other gambling information; (4) 
being professional gambler; (5) possessing or controlling gambling device with intent 
to engage in commercial gambling; (6) advertising lottery or scheme of chance for 
profit; (7) dealing in or operating lottery or scheme of chance for profit; (8) 
possessing or disposing of gambling device used in connection with commercial gambiing; 
(9) distributing prizes in connection with commercial gambling; (10) promoting 
lottery or scheme of chance for profit--whether conducted inside or outside state 
(specific provisions include sale of chances on numbers, acting as agent, etc.); 
(11) possessing lottery tickets or other evidence of chance in lottery or scheme 
of chance for profit; (12) repeat offense of engaging in pyramid or chain scheme; 
(13) operating commercial gambling facility; (14) knowingly allowing premises to be 
used for commercial gambling; (15) repeat offense of providing drink or other service 
or subsistence to persons in commercial gambling facility; (16) repeat offense of 
resisting or impeding lawful seizure or destruction of gambling device or other 
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property subject to seizure (this is apparent gist--offense is to "oppose" destruction © 
of device or to take and carry away after seizure); (17) manufacture, sale, etc., of 
gambling device. General misdemeanor offenses (punishable by fine and/or imprison-. 
ment up to two years): (1) engaging in pyramid or chain scheme; (2) providing drink 
or other service or subsistence to persons in commercial gambling facility; (3) 
gambling in a place of public accommodation; (4) permitting public gaming in place of 
public accommodation (conviction also entails permanent loss of license to do business 
in NC); (5) resisting or impeding lawful seizure or destruction of gambling device 

or other property subject to seizure. Lesser misdemeanor offenses (fine up to $200 
or imprisonment up to three months): (1) gambling by gambling device when conducted 
for profit; (2) betting with bookmaker. Civil penalties: (1) Attorney General or 
district attorney authorized to enjoin pyramid or chain scheme and assess Civisk 
penalty up to $2,000 to go to General Fund of state (perhaps raising question under 
NC Constitution, Art. IX § 7 requiring proceeds of penalties, fines, and forfeitures 
to go to county school fund); (2) declares contract relating to pyramid or chain 
scheme to be void and unenforceable; (3) provides for collection of $2,000 penalty by 
private person suing anyone who knowingly allows gambling ievice on premises, (4) 
provides for seizure of gambling devices pursuant to arrest and of other property used 
in commercial gambling by court order and for destruction or other disposition of 
property seized (perhaps raising constitutional question iu directing that net proceeds 
jn certain instances be put in general fund of county); (5) provides for a penalty of 
$1,000 "for the use of the State" to be exacted from person opposing destruction 

or seizure of property (this penalty apparently to be collected in the course of 
criminal prosecution). Effective July 1, 1975.

within ten days; upon notice requires bondsman to redeposit enough of sum forfeited 
to maintain a $25,000 balance on deposit. Prohibits (1) iiudividual bonds over 2/5 
of amount on deposit; (2) aggregate bonds over six times awount on deposit; (3) 

fees over 15% in any court; (4) fees over 74% per. $100 up to $500 and 5Z for sums 
above that in Superior Court; (5) licensed attorneys from hecoming sureties. Makes 
violation of act general misdemeanor (punishable by fine and/or up to two years' 
imprisonment). Exempts companies licensed by Insurance Department. Provides for 
refund of deposit upon surrender of license and settlement of all outstanding bonds.

Committee substitute adopted in House 5/20/75 extends cost-of-living benefit 
to surviving annuitant of beneficiary; removes amendment to GS 135-5(u); and adds 
provision that benefits provided by chapters 1311 and 1312, SL 1973, to be funded 
for fiscal 1975-77 by appropriate adjustment in years required to fund accrued 
liability of system.

Committee substitute adopted in House 5/20/75 makes various cosmetic and

tecum not to be served on officers, directors, or managing agents or others desig- 
nated to testify on party's behalf (previously limited to party); (3) adds provision 
to Rule 32(a) that deposition of person called as witness may be used as substantive 
evidence by any party adverse to. party who called witness, and may be used by party 
calling witness as evidence of facts stated in deposition which arein conflict 
with testimony; (4) amends Rule 32(a) to provide that deposition of party or officer,

Deletes appropriation to Dep't of Agriculture and provides that each 
grain dealer to purchase the required warning signs for $5 fee each. Specifies 
procedure for preserving chain of evidence in having suspect grain sent to Dep't of 


’ Agriculture for analysis; deletes specific authority to all law enforcement officers 


of the state to enforce act, but requires "any law enforcement officer" to assist 


grain dealers in preserving chain of evidence. 


S 615 False imprisonment defined (digested in Bulletin No. 67, p. 550) 

. Committee substitute adopted in Senate 5/20/75 requires false imprisonment 
to be willful rather than intentional, lowers maximum punishment for false imprison- 
ment to $2,500 fine and/or two years (originally, $5,000 and/or five years); and 
adds new GS 14-39.2 to create offense of felonious restraint, covering false imprison- 
ment in which serious injury inflicted, deadly weapon used, person terrorized, or 
done in course of kidnapping, with maximum punishment set at $10,000 and/or ten years.

H 1131 Legis Services Comm'n expanded Gs 120 
Introducer: Jones Sent to Rules 


"To tnerease the membershtp of the Legislative Services @mmtsston from 
fourteen to eighteen by adding two additional House members and two additional 
Senate members." Amends GS 120-31 (a) as title indicates (representatives 
app'ted by Speaker, senators by President Pro Tem). 


H 1132 Dental lab technician licensing GS 90 
Introducer: Short Sent to Rules 


"To provide for the regtstratton of dental laboratories technicians and 
dental laboratory operators." Prohibits practice of dental laboratory technology, 
dental technician, or operation of dental laboratory without registration or 
certification by Board of Dental Examiners. Requires applicant to be 21, of 
good moral character, and to pass examination established by Dental Laboratory 
Comm'n, except examination waived for those otherwise qualified and in business 
prior to act (operator must have been in business for one year or pass first 
technical exam). Requires registered lab technician to have two years schooling 
or three years experience; certified lab technician to have five years experience 
or two years schooling plus three years experience and to have passed exam of 
Nat'l Board of Certification; lab operator to complete exams in two technical 
areas. Requires certified technician to recertify each year, showing seven hours 
clinic attendance, 15 hours reading, presentation of technical clinic, or author- 
ship of technique text. Sets membership of Dental Lab Comm'n under Board, with 
representatives of technicians and laboratories. Comm'n to set exam, make 
recommendations to Board, to classify labs, technicians, etc. into specialities. 
Sets annual renewal of certificates by Board and grants Board disciplinary powers, 
setting procedures for hearing on revocation, suspension, etc. Requires $25 exam 
fee, up to $35 certification fee, $10 to $100 fee for each lab. Exempts supervised 
apprentices and trainees from requirements. Authorizes Board to set minimum sanitary 
Standards for commercial dental laboratories. Makes violations of act misdemeanor 
(two years and/or fine). Declares unauthorized practice public nuisance subject 
to injunction on request of Attorney General, district attorney, Board or citizen. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1976. 

H 1135 UNC capital projects bond issue GS 116, 109, 

Introducer: Ramsey Sent to Finance

"To authorize the issuande of forty-one millton eight hundred twenty-two 
thousand dollars ($41,822,000) of bonds of the state to provide for capital

_ by UNC Board of Governors for named projects at 13 institutions (includes $2.5 million 
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for NCCU law school, but not ECU med school or veterinary school). Directs Governor 
to set date of referendum, to be held not later than Nov. 30, 1975, and sets out 
mechanism for referendum and form of ballot. Sets out form and detail of bonds and 

mechanism for sale and issuance and provides they are to be full faith and credit

H 1136 Motorcycle insur separate class GS 58 
; Introducer: Blackwell Sent to Rules

"To amend Article 25 of Chapter 58 of the General Statutes to provide for 
the separate classtficatton and rating of motorcycle liability tnsurance." Adds 
new GS 58-248.11 to regulate rates for motorcycle liability insurance. Defines 
motorcycle to include motor scooter and motor bike. Sets annual premium of S275 
beginning Oct. 1, 1975 for policy providing injury liability coverage of $15,000 
each person / $30,000 each accident and $5,000 each person/each accident property 
damage coverage, unless different rate set by Automobile Rate Administrative Office 
and Comm'r of Insurance. Provides office to submit report on motorcycle under- 
writing experience in NC and rate proposal to Comm'r by July 1 each year. Requires 
Comm'r to approve, disapprove or modify within 90 days of filing; if comm"r does 
not act, rate may be put into effect in period from 90 to 150 days after filing. 
Forbids insurer to vary rates to individuals on any bases other than Safe Driver 
Plan and amounts of coverage afforded. 


H 1137 Officer transfer benefit local gov't GS 128 
Introducer: Frye Sent to Rules 


"To amend G.S. 128-26 to authorize the transfer of retirement benefits 
from the Law Enforcement Officers' Beneftt and Rettrement Fund to the Local 
Government Employees' Rettrement System." Adds new subsection (k) to indicated 
section to allow transfer of employee's accumulated contributions, credits for 
membership and prior service to local gov't retirement fund when active member 
of Law Enforcement Benefit and Retirement Fund transfers to non-law enforcement 
position in local gov't. Requires that employer contributions to be transferred 
when employee requests transfer of his contributions, credit and service. Applies 
retroactively. Effective July 1, 1975. 


H 1138 County comm'r vacancy party nominee GS 153A 
Introducer: Adams Sent to Rules 


"To amend G.S. 1534-27 relating to the filling of vacanetes on the board 
of county commisstoners." Amends cited section to require that board or other 
person filling vacancies on county board to fill vacancy from list of three nominees 
submitted by county executive committee of political party of replaced member. 
Appointment to be made within 30 days of receipt of list of nominees; if list 
of nominees not received within 30 days after vacancy, board may fill vacancy. 


H 1139 Sheriff vacancy party nominees GS 162 
Introducer: Adams Sent to Rules 


"To amend G.S. 162-5 relating to the filling of a vacancy in the office 
of sheriff." Amends indicated section to provide that, where sheriff elected in 
partisan election, appointment to fill vacancy in office to come from list of 
three members of elected sheriff's party to be submitted by party's county executive 
committee. Sets time limit of 30 days for submission of names; appointment to 
be made by county comm'rs within 30 days of submission of names. If no names 
submitted, or if election nonpartisan, comm'rs to fill.vacancy. 
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H 1140 Liability insur study comm'n funds APPROPRIATION, STUDY, GS 58. 
Introducer: Gamble Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate general funds to the North Carolina Professional Liability 
Insurance Study Commission." Appropriates $40,000 from Gen'l Fund to Comm'n for 
fiscal 1975-76 for clerical and professional staff. Effective July LiLo Sie hor 
bill establishing Comm'n see H 567 and amendments adopted 4/17, 4/30 ad 5/8.) 


H 1141 County streetlight service district GS 153A 
Introducer: Harris Sent to Rules 


"To amend G.S. 153A-301 to authorize counties to establish service districts 
for the establishment and maintenance of streetlights." As title indicates. 


H 1142 Limousine exempt from regulation GS 62 
Introducer: Miller Sent to Rules 


"To amend GS 62-260 to exempt transportation of passengers in limousine 
service in passenger motor vehicles containing no more than 16 passenger seats." 
Excludes limousine service described in title, when not operated over a "regular 
route or between fixed termini" from Art. 12, GS Ch. 62 (Utilities Comm'n regula- 
tion of Motor Carriers). 


H 1143 Trustee substitution certificate GS 45 
Introducer: Miller Sent to Rules 


"To re-enact G.S. 45-12 tn regard to certification of substitution of 
trustee." Reenacts and rewrites GS 45-12 (repealed in 1974) to provide substitution 
of trustee in mortgages and deeds of trust invalid unless paper-writing accompanied 
by certificate of clerk of court. Provides certificate to attest clerk's belief 
that majority of owners have executed substitution agreement, that stated reason for 
substitution true, and that substituted trustee fit to perform duties. Effective 
aly. 1, 1975. 


H 1144 Highway Comm'n retirement funds APPROPRIATION, GS 136,143A 
Introducer: Soles Sent to Appropriations 


"To appropriate three million stx hundred thirty-five thousand dollars 
($3,635,000) from the State Highway Fund to provide retirement system coverage for 
State Htghway Commission employees heretofore inadvertently classtfied as temporary 
employees." Appropriates $3,635,000 from Highway Fund to Highway Comm'n to be used 
in making payments to Teachers' and State Employees’ Retirement System to cover 
employer's contribution for employees inadvertently classified as temporary employees. 
Payment to retirement system conditioned on employee making his contribution with 
interest. Any amount not Play by July 1, 1980 to revert to Highway Fund. 
Effective July 1, 1975. 


H 1145 (Joint Res) Albert Stout, SBI agent, honored JOINT RES 
Introducer: Michaux : Sent to Rules 


"Commending spectal agent Albert Sumner Stout, Jr., State Bureau of Investt- 
gation, for his dedication, bravery, and effectiveness tn Seer ear unlawful 
drug traffic." As title indicates. 
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H 1146 Campaign aid, corp contribution GS 163 
Introducer: Jordan Sent to Rules 


"To amend Article 224A of Chapter 163 of the General Statutes regarding limt- 
tations and disclosure of polttical canpatgn contrtbuttons and expenditures." 
Amends GS 163-278.13 to prohibit campaign contributions over $2000 (now, $3000) and 
provide uncompensated, volunteered personal services not to be considered campaign 
contribution. Repeals GS 163-278.15 and 163-278.19 forbidding contributions by 
corporations, labor unions, professional ass'ns, etc. Attempts amendment to 
"G.S. 162-278.13(d)" (no such section perhaps GS 163-278.13(c) intended). Amends 
subsection (f) of GS 163-278.13 to make penalty for. illegal contribution apply to 
"person" as well as individual, candidate and political committee. — 

H 1147 Criminal speedy trial-4 GS 15A 

Introducer: Barnes Sent to Rules 


"To insure that persons charged with ertminal offenses will recetve speedy 
trtals within 90 days from the date defendant was arrested." Adds new GS 15A-707 
to Art. 35, Speedy Trial, of GS Ch. 15A, effect of which is to preempt most of 
procedure set out in that article. Requires prosecutor in all but capital cases 
to set case for trial on day certain at earliest practicable time--date to be 
"not less than" 90 days (apparently actually intends "not more than") from date of 
arrest or service of process on defendant Imposes 60-day limit on retrials, except 
that following appeal or collateral attack trial court authorized to extegd period 
for retrial up to 180 days. States that if trial not held within 90 days defendant 
to be placed on trial calendar as first order of business at next session of criminal 
court. Specifies that no other cases, including pleas, to be heard first; if 
multiple cases over 90 days old are calendared, oldest case to be set first.

Amends various sections of GS Ch. 105 
to (1) reduce from three to one percent sales tax on following categories of 
food: food products purchased in unbroken packages for off-premises consumption, 
"essential foods for home consumption" (fruits, vegetables, meat, frozen foods, 
etc.), boarding house meals when sold to permanent roomers!(but not other prepared 
meals); specifically retains three percent tax for foods sold through vendi~ 2

"To amend G.S. 24-1.1 contract rates by providing that the interest ceiling 
shall be ten percent (10%) where principal amount ts one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000) or less and ts secured by a first mortgage or first deed of trust on 
real property." Amends GS 24-1.1 to eliminate present 8% ceiling on interest rate 
on loan of $50,000 or less secured by first mortgage on real property, and to make 
present 10% ceiling on like loan of between $50,000 and $100,000 applicable to all 
loans of $100,000 or less. Applicable only to obligations created after ratification.

H 1259 Cosmetic art shop license, board GS 88 
Introducer: Bell Sent to Rules 


"To amend Chapter 88 of the General Statutes to requtre the registration of 
eosmette art shops and to require the appointment of a three-member board of cosmetic 
art." Amends various sections of G.S. Ch. 88 as follows: (1) requires person or 
corporation opening cosmetic art shop after Feb. 1, 1976 and not already licensed 

to secure permit from Board of Cosmetic art; requires Board to inspect shop 
before issuing permit; establishes permit application fee of $25; (2) requires 
beginning in Feb., 1976, annual permit to operate cosmetic art shops and establishes 
fee of $3 per booth; (3) reduces size of Board from 5 to 3 and provides for appoint- 
ment and removal by Governor; Governor to appoint new board on July 1, 1977 for 
3-year term; (4) specifies that Board members to be paid per diem only when on 
"official business" and defines official business to generally exclude out-of-:

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HOUSE COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES FOR BUDGET BILLS 


H 39, H 42 Current operations and capital improvement appropriations (digested in 

Bulletin No. 8, p. 45) 

The House today adopted committee substitutes for the two bills indicated 
above, containing the current operations and capital improvement appropriations for 
the 1975-77 biennium. These substitutes for the recommendations of the Governor and 
Advisory Budget Comm'n call for expenditure of $1.74 billion from the General Fund 
for current operations in fiscal 1975-76 and $1.82 billion in 1976-77. The ABC had 
recommended total General Fund operating expenditures of $1.86 billion and $1.94 
billion. The committee substitute General Fund amounts for capital projects are $33.8 
million and $53.5 million, compared with $69.8 million and $68.6 million in the ori- 
ginal bills. General Fund revenue estimates which became available after the intro- 
duction of the ABC bills indicated revenues would be approximately $288 million less 
than what had been expected when the original recommendations were made. 

Highway Fund operating appropriations are reduced from the recommended $422 
million each year of the biennium to about $408 million. The largest portion of 
that reduction came from elimination of the funds for salary increases and for the 
driver education program in the Dep't of Public Instruction. Capital expenditures 
from the Highway Fund are increased from $1.6 million to $1.8 million in 1975-76 
With noweapital funds; in 1976-77, 

What follows are the changes in the General Fund appropriation from what 
was recommended by the ABC and included in the original bills (not necessarily changes 
from present funding). Both current operations and capital changes are indicated. 
Not all items have been included; for example, most agencies received reductions in 
travel funds, funds for equipment and for consultants fees, but those are not all 
listed here. Only those changes which were comparatively major for that agency are 
included. In addition to the tendency to remove travel, consultant funds, etc. it 
is a common feature of the reductions to eliminate pay increases and to cancel or 
postpone capital projects. Current revenue estimates indicate approximately $7 
million remaining to be appropriated through special bills for 1975-76 and $14 
million: for, 1976-7,7.

‘S 44, S 45 Current operations and capital improvement appropriations 


(digested in Bulletin No. 8, p. 45) 

The Senate last night adopted committee substitutes for the two bills 
indicated above, containing the current operations and capital improvement appropria- 
tions for the 1975-77 biennium. Today's actions on the bills will be included in the 
Calendar Action section of this Bulletin, and any changes made on the floor will be 
indicated at the end of this summary. 

This year the Senate and House committees have prepared separate budgets 
rather than a joint document. Detailed information on the House bills is included in 
yesterday's Bulletin. The Senate bills represent current operations appropriations of 
S1.75 billion from the General Fund for fiscal 1975-76 and $1.83 billion for 1976-77. 
The Highway Fund current operations appropriations are $418 million and $397 million 
for the two years. Capital appropriations from the General Fund are $24 million for 
the first year of the biennium and $44 million for the second. Comparison may be made 
with the recommendations of the Governor and Advisory Budget Commission and with the 
House bills by reference to yesterday's Bulletin. Both House and Senate committee 
substitutes agree on $1.8 million of capital appropriations from the Highway Fund for 
1975-76 and no capital funds from that source in 1976-77. 

Just as with the summary of the House bills, the changes listed for the 
various departments below are changes in the General Fund appropriation from what was 
recommended by the ABC and included in the original bills, and not necessarily changes

from present funding. Not all changes are included. The general statements about 
reductions of travel and consultant fees, and deletions of salary increases apply as 
well, except the Senate bill contains some salary increases not in the House bill. 

GENERAL ASSEMBLY. Reductions: (1) $78,263 in 75-76 and $67,019 in 76-77 
by deleting two Legislative Service Comm'n positions; (2) $700,000 by reducing planned 
1976 session length from 15 to 8 weeks. 

JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT. Reductions: (1) $171,197 each year by eliminating 15 
Superior Court administrative ass't positions; (2) $86,049 each year from Juvenile 
probation travel funds; (3) $1,531,675 each year by deleting five percent salary 
increase for court officials (but special provisions of S 45 provide for increase, 
apparently mistakenly); (4) removal of 2 positions under Supreme Court, 1 under Court 
of Appeals, 2 under Superior Court, 13 under District Court (exact number not clear 
from working documents), and 2 (and 1 position downgraded) under administrative ser- 
vices; (5) $156,147 each year from clerk of court office. Addition: $240,000 in 
indigent counsel fees for 1975-76. 

LT. GOVERNOR. Reductions: (1) $10,155 in 75-76 and $9,505 in ‘76-77 by 
deleting one clerical position; (2) $4,000 each year from travel funds. 

ADMINISTRATION. Reductions: (1) $161,516 in 75-76 and $59,016 in 76-77 
from program planning and fiscal administration; (2) $148,000+ each year from manage- 
ment systems; (3) $142,879 in 75-76 and $173,132 in 76-77 from general services- 
general fund properties; (4) $11,300 each year from Human Relations Comm'n; (5) $122,000) 
each year from Drug Authority; (6) $250,000 each year from reserve to match federal 
grants; (7) $400,000 each year from reserve to match Marine Science grants; (8) 
$175,000 in 75-76 to reduce computer center; (9) $3 million each year by reducing 
reserve for capital improvements; (10) $500,000 each year from parkland purchases; 
(11) $200,000 each year from state buildings renovation fund; (12) $750,000 each 
year from gov't complex land acquisition funds; (13) $115,000 each year from Marine 
Resources Centers supplies; (14) $50,000 each year from Alcoholism Research Authority.

Modifies indicated section to 
provide that when vacancy occurs in office of register of deeds of Buncombe, Cherokee, 
Clay, Graham, Haywood, Jackson, Macon, Madison, Swain or Transylvania county, replace- 
ment to be of same political party and to be chosen by county comm'rs from list of 
three nominees‘of county executive committee of that party. Recommendations to be 
made within 30 days of vacancy, and appointment within 30 days of receipt of recom- 
mendations; if recommendations not made in time comm'rs to fill position. Amendment 
adopted in House today makes provisions applicable to Forsyth as well.

CONFERENCE REPORT ON BUDGET BILLS 


The House and Senate today adopted the conference report on S 44 and S 45, the 
capial improvement and current operations appropriations bills for the 1975-77 biennium. 
The adoption of the conference report means the acceptance of the compromises made 
between the budgets proposed by the Senate Appropriations Committee and the House 
Appropriations and Base Budget committees. The original budget recommendations of 
the Governor and Advisory Budget Commission are summarized in Bulletin No. 8, p. 45. 
The House committee substitutes for the budget bills are summarized in Bulletin No. 

107, p. 1041, land the Senate committee substitutes in Bulletin No. 108, px LOGE. 

What is given below is the agreements reached on the major items in dispute between 

the two houses. If both houses had previously made a reduction in the recommenda- 
tions of the Governor and ABC that reduction would not be indicated here since there 
was no disagreement. The Budget contained in the conference report leaves about 

$6.1 million to be appropriated for special bills in 1975-76 and $11.7 million in 76-77.
